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PREFACE 


A Letter to the Publisher 


Greetings, 


This note is meant to allay any possible concerns you may 
have about the publishing of this little book. 


A study of this kind cannot gain accuracy by strictly 
objective research. Simply turning the pages of countless 
books provides only a two dimensional image of the subject. 
A more experiential method must be employed. To gain the 
subjective data | soent many years going among the various 
Fascist circles; | was privileged to experience Fascism first 
hand in its actualized state. | was to learn through action 
and their own words, spoken directly to me, exactly what 
their doctrine and ideology consists of. What their goals and 
what their motivations truly are. And, | was to see clearly 
the differences that stand out between German National 
Socialism and European Fascism as well as Fascism 
worldwide. 


To accomplish this | also spent some time among the 
National Socialist and Marxian Socialist organizations. There 
truly is no substitute for personal experience. This 
experience equipped me to make informed statements in 
this area of study; and, there /s a real difference between 
actualized and doctrinal Fascism, and the phenomenon of 
German National Socialism. What follows here are some of 
the results which my research has uncovered for the 
interested reader to benefit from. 

| Know that the subject of ‘Fascism’ and “totalitarianism” 
(or Corporate Syndicalism) has been a touchy one. It is a 
word which has been inaccurately associated with German 


National Socialism (Nazism) and Soviet authoritarianism for 
a very long time. It is a misnomer; as ‘totalitarianism’ is a 
term coined by the Fascists to describe their concerned 
ideological all-encompassing social doctrine for the citizenry 
touching every area of their lives for their own betterment 
and general welfare. Other nations have been so labeled. 
The reason for this is the decision that many countries made 
in the 1940’s to join with Germany in its war against 
Communist Russia. But, tota/itarianism is, indeed, the policy 
of a benevolent government which puts its own people first. 


In reality, the policies of Fascist Italy, Fascist Hungary, 
Fascist Romania, Falangist Spain, Salazar’s Portugal, and the 
French, English and Irish Fascist Parties of the 1920’s and 
1930’s on up to today, have very little in common with the 
aims and methods (ultimate goals) of the racial and 
megalomaniacal evolution which happened to German 
National Socialism after the year 1936. 


German National Socialists of that time (after 1937-1938) 
had only a few real goals: 


Complete authoritarian control of the German people. 
Absolute dictatorship. 
Racist policies and the myth of Germanic racial superiority. 


The elimination of what they considered undesirable social 
elements through mass _ liquidation (organized 
systematic genocide). 


Military conquest of other nations and creation of a 
German empire similar in structure to that of the then 
Soviet Union. 


The actual goals of Fascism were as follows: 


Creation of a ‘Corporate State’ in the respective countries 
whereby Workers Unions would be created along with 
Consumers Unions, Management Unions, and Finance 
Unions called Syndicates to create a national government 
having the direct participation of the public (i.e. ‘direct 
democracy’). 


Total restructuring of the import and export industries; the 
exclusion of less costly foreign products, those which are 
already manufactured in-country, from domestic markets, 
to ensure employment of citizens. 


Development of domestic resources. 


Restoration of the natural environment (/t is here where 
the Italians and their friends were decades ahead of other 
countries with environmental policies as well as having 
some of the first ‘humane treatment’ laws for animals). 


Combat international global speculative Finance 
Capitalism and industrial/import-export monopolization. 


Reasons for their siding with 
Germany 


With the devastation of national economies and the social 
misery created by the Great Depression of the 1930’s, 
countries needed to try some pretty radical ideas to help 
their people who were suffering under the strain of poverty 
and from lack of availability of social necessities. 


Public health was at a low level due to deforestation, 
unbelievable industrial pollution, lack of availability to the 
public of basic medical services, an inadequate supply of 
nourishing foods, unsafe and unhealthy living and work 
environments, (a// this with the resulting phenomenon of 
rampant crime) and an unbearable level of worker 
unemployment. (Fascist Italy and the Fascist Parties of 


France of the 1930’s were also among the first to institute 
through law the eight hour work day and the forty four hour 
work week.) 


These were the initial issues motivating the Fascists. There 
were also the added stresses to the nations caused by mass 
worker strikes and street violence instigated (a proven 
historical fact) by the Soviet Union. The agents of Moscow 
were seeking to further destabilize these countries in order 
to create Communist satellite nations to further their 
influence and enrich Soviet Russia. 


This added national distress caused the Fascists to have to 
wage a limited civil war before being able to begin 
advancing their domestic agenda. It is a fact that Fascism 
was the brain child of returning soldiers from the trenches of 
the First World War, those who had gone through the hell 
and misery of death and disease, who had realized in all 
those hours of thinking and conversations that what they 
were really fighting for was not to protect their respective 
countries, but rather to further the interests of Global 
International Capitalism. 


After fighting each other for over fifty years, members of 
the extreme radical ‘left’ (or Socialists) and members of the 
radical extreme ‘right’ (or Nationalists) were conscripted 
and thrown together and forced to coexist for their mutual 
survival in the day to day terror of war. These men (and 
women) saw that international finance Capitalists and 
materialist Communists were not interested in the lives and 
the living conditions of the people and especially of the 
workers in their countries, but only with the fattening of 
their wallets and their own increase of influence and 
personal power. 


Thus, aS one of the results Fascism took on a quasi- 
military look and discipline. This disciplined melding of the 
most extreme radical elements better enabled them to fight 
the Marxist agents and others deluded with the promises of 


personal power that Soviet Russia was making to them. 
When they returned home they were the Capitalist and 
Communist materialistic systems worst nightmare. 


When the Fascists began their fight, entire cities in their 
respective countries had already been taken over by the 
Soviets. Whole regions were under Marxist domination. 
Violence was everywhere along with violent reprisals 
against those people who spoke out against it. Murders, 
beatings, maimings, rapes and other crimes were meted out 
by the Communists as punishments and as disciplinary 
measures. 


Italy as a nation was no great lover of Germany. There had 
been much tension between the two nations for hundreds of 
years. Italy had fought against Austria and Germany in the 
First World War. So how could a nation, especially a nation 
that was Fascist, being nationalist, have ever considered 
working with their historical enemy? 


The answer, and indeed the only true reason for this is 
that at the time Germany was the only nation actively 
engaged in curtailing Soviet influence and interference in 
Central and Western Europe. The other western nations 
which one would have thought to have been so engaged 
due to their historical semi-democratic principles and 
national policies, those like France and England, were doing 
nothing. 


As for the association of the term ‘fascist’ with that of 
‘Nazi’; in the Soviet Union under Stalin Fascism was seen for 
what it was, the ideal stumbling block to the advancement 
of Soviet domination in Western Europe. The policies of 
Fascism eliminated all of the social stresses which Soviet 
Marxist agents and incentives relied upon to recruit 
followers. Joseph Stalin was the first to verbally associate 
Fascism and the term ‘fascist’ with Germany and the 
National Socialists. Whenever he appealed to people to 
combat Germany he would always refer to them as “the 


fascists”. This is also an historical fact which can be verified 
if one were interested enough to do the research. 


My personal interest in this area of social politics 
Originated in the early 1970’s when | was a child. Back then 
there was such turmoil over the VietNam war, civil rights, 
and outrageously large amounts of personal benefits 
accruing to the labor unions of industry; | had to find out 
some things about the social politics of the time. | 
researched social liberalism, conservatism, both republican 
and direct democracy, Marxism, Communism, European 
Socialism, and other interesting political systems and 
occurrences such as the various right-wing militarist 
regimes of the era as well as the leftist authoritarian 
countries. 


It was not until 1979 and the early 1980’s that | started 
looking into Corporate Syndicalism, Fascism and the strange 
phenomenon of National Socialism. | learned that not all 
‘National Socialisms’ are the same thing. For example, while 
being truly national socialisms, French and German national 
socialism were very different. German National Socialism, 
while being a fascinating area of study which had been 
basically a German Fascism in the beginning had later (just 
before the war years) boiled down to just one basic thing, 
authoritarian racial social military domination. On the other 
hand, Corporate Syndicalism was a little intense, but it 
struck me as a viable system for establishing ‘direct 
democracy’ to the extent that it is reasonably possible, and 
French national socialism was more social than nationalist. 
American national socialism differs greatly from German 
national socialism in that it is not megalomaniacal or 
internationalistically hNegemonical, but is more of a 
domestically nationalist movement which threatens no one 
and offers national renewal. 


This left only the question of a realistic means by which it 
might be established. Continuing my research | was left with 


only the area of social politics popularly known as ‘Fascism’ 
as just mentioned, as the only realistic means to achieve 
‘freedom’ without the fantasies of social liberalism, and 
social reconstruction without the inadequacies of Marxism. 
Fascism also allows for a sane approach to Nationalism 
without Capitalist exploitation, which is itself, remarkable. 


At that time there was an extremely small amount of 
Fascist literature and original documents that had been 
translated and made available to the English language 
reader. It has taken me decades of searching out and even 
more time in translating many foreign documents and 
literature. It has been a tedious process. Then came all of 
the comparison studies of my translations with the 
translations of others involved in the same areas of study. 
Accuracy has been a paramount concern for me. Being no 
intellectual, | have found it necessary to include the 
translations of others in this collection for the sake of 
accuracy as | must rely upon a stumbling and limited 
knowledge of the languages that the bulk of Fascist and 
Corporative Syndicalist literature and documents were 
Originally written in. 


One of the purposes of this book is to let the original 
Fascists and Corporate Syndicalists tell the modern reader 
about their ideas, ideologies and programs in their own 
words. |, as the compiler and editor, am only presenting 
these doctrines. | present them to the novice student of 
Fascism for the edification of their personal knowledge and 
to the public in general so they might understand that there 
iS a major difference between Fascism and Nazism; that the 
two ideologies are not one in the same, that there are many 
ideas the Fascists (as ‘modernists’ and ‘futurists’) proposed 
which may be helpful for addressing the pressing issues 
facing society today, and to show that Fascism, contrary to 
decades of negative propaganda is far from being a 
demonic institution. 


As of today (2013) there are scores of Fascist, semi- 
Fascist, and openly Corporate Syndicalist parties, 
associations and consortium’s extant throughout the world. 
The fact that these organizations are present in countries 
like Irag, Spain, Italy, England, Nigeria, Libya, Chile, Mexico, 
Japan, Burma, Namibia, Sudan, Ethiopia, Paraguay, Russia 
and Ecuador and are very popular with the poor and so 
called middle classes (‘middle class’ having differing 
meanings pertinent to various countries and economies) 
evidence the fact that Fascism is not a racist doctrine and is 
of reasonable importance. 


These occurrences are exemplary of the mind of the 
people of nations throughout the world as having discovered 
that their continuing with the policies of representative 
“democracy” and domination by a Capitalist oligarchy is 
only “whipping a dead horse”, it just will not get back up! 
Many of the so called “second and third world” governments 
are considering new policies reminiscent of Fascist era 
doctrines. National ‘autarchy’ (the doctrine of national self 
sufficiency in areas of food stuffs, textiles, machining, 
industry, and all products considered to be essential to the 
well-being of the domestic populations and domestic 
economy) is now being seen as the only manner in which 
nations may rise above their misery and exit the chaos of 
the international market. 


The vilification of leaders like Idi Ammin and Colonel 
Qdaffay, though they were in some sense brutal regimes 
socially and engaged early on in some _ international 
‘terrorism’ were not the = actual reasons’ western 
governments encouraged discontent with them, but rather, 
the policies of autarchy and economic insulation of their 
economies. These are policies that cannot be allowed to 
spread because they would eventually undercut the power 
and influence of international Finance Capitalism. 
International Finance Capitalist influences control the 


governments of the self titled ‘democratic’ countries. 
Naturally these ‘democratic’ countries are obliged to 
combat all foreign and domestic national self determination 
when opposed to International Finance Capitalism. 


Terrorism and killing (especially when it is ‘unjust’) is a 
truly awful thing most offensive to human sensibilities. But 
even more awful are the bloody wars and large scale killing 
instigated by international Finance Capitalists. The sanguine 
proclivities of some leaders of smaller nations present an 
easy target and serve as a tool for such vested interests to 
exploit to their own advantage. Human nature generally 
abhors killing and injustice and is easily manipulated into 
acquiescence to war and the killing of their own children in 
so called wars of “liberation” fought in countries having 
nothing to do with their own national well being. 


In truth, the almost exclusive cause of war is economical. 
The Capitalist oligarchs know all too well this truth. They 
also know that autarchic governments springing up in too 
many countries will cause them to lose very large amounts 
of profits, power, and influence. They will not hesitate to 
instigate wars to protect their position. And, to them and to 
no one else, war is highly profitable. 


Recently, while reminiscing with an old friend, the 
comment was made to me that I’ve “been around some 
‘scary’ people and been in some pretty scary places.” |In the 
twenty five plus years that | had been involved with 
Corporate Syndicalists, Synarchists, Fascists, Social 
Nationalists and other underground organizations | seldom, 
if ever, found these people to be “scary”. 


To the ‘ivory tower’ people who purposely live far from the 
problems of society; those who have the luxury to maintain 
an existence based upon ‘liberal’ fantasies and the 
contrived ‘reality’ presented to them through the mass 
media, to such as those, the people I’ve been involved with 
would seem “scary”. The places I’ve spent much time in are 


indeed scary; problem communities where social entropy, 
street violence, and all manner of decadent behaviors are 
overwhelmingly present. 


Definitely, the swarming multitudes that make up the 
lower echelons of society who are forced to live in the real 
world as well as those like myself who try to understand the 
symptoms and the causes of the entropic social decay 
would present a fearful spectacle to those fortunate enough 
to have not yet fallen from their clean, safe towers into the 
dregs of hard times and dissipation. 


One could say that | have actually studied ‘reality’. The 
realities of human life. And, such brutal realities can be 
frightening. So, | have “stared into the abyss, and the abyss 
has stared back at me” (quote: F. Nietzsche). 


In this country we have freedom, liberty, justice to a point. 
We are fortunate. The United States of America is a country 
that | truly respect as it is the citizenry and not the 
particular evils of a sitting government that actually make 
up the nation. Only here, for now, could such a book 
disseminating these issues be published and possessed 
without persecution. So, to the publisher, please do not be 
alarmed. This little book will be a good thing. It will also 
place into the hands of scholars, laymen and interested 
parties an anthology to which they will return repeatedly for 
reference. 


This book is intended to give the interested reader a full 
understanding of the underlying spirit of the doctrine, a 
solid idea of the true goals and the motivating forces of the 
ideology, and a clear view of the social issues and national, 
cultural, economic, and moral problems which bring about 
such a state wherein the ideology of Fascism becomes the 
only seemingly realistic and effective solution. By the time 
one is finished reading this book there should be no 
confusion about what Fascism is and is not.

INTRODUCTION 


ln THIS BOOK | have sought to help to define ‘Fascism’ 


through a_ series of pertinent excerpts and _ direct 
statements, paraphrases and quotes taken from experts in 
the field and from those involved in the initial formulations 
that originated the ideology and resulting doctrine. 


That which is italicized and in parenthesis are clarifying 
statements, editorial grammar updating, conjunctive 
additions, changes of mine to the original translation based 
upon my own translation offering corrections for updating 
toward application to current modern times, and are 
sometimes my own inserted commentary. 


| am mostly indebted to Walter Laquer, Zeev Sternhell, 
and A. James Gregor for their immense amount of research 
and presentation of documents on this subject. Their efforts 
have afforded not only myself access to documents and 
books which have been of great value to the researcher. 


There are scores of books and documents pertinent to this 
field of study that need to be translated into the English 
language. There are also many documents already in 
English which still have to be searched out and re-published. 
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Being that this is an anthology or a book that is primarily 
made up of quotes it is fitting to begin it with an excerpt. 
What follows is from ‘Neither Right Nor Left by the 
eminent scholar Zeev Sternhell—pages 27-28, and gives 
some of the most important features of genuine Fascist 


ideology: “The Fascist movements—all the Fascist 
movements—had the same lineage: a revolt against liberal 
democracy and bourgeois society, and an absolute refusal 
to accept the conclusions inherent in the general outlook, in 
the explanation of social phenomena and human relations, 
of all the so called “materialist” schools of thought.—The 
historical circumstances of the half century preceding the 
Second World War gave rise to the essence of fascism: a 
synthesis of organic nationalism and anti-Marxist socialism, 
a revolutionary ideology based on a simultaneous rejection 
of liberalism, Marxism, and democracy. In its essential 
character, fascist ideology was a rejection of “materialism” 
(liberalism, Marxism, and democracy being regarded as 
merely the three faces of one and the same materialist evil), 
and it aimed at bringing about a total spiritual revolution.” 


Sternhell goes on to say: “Fascist activism—favored—a 
state that represented the whole of society with all its 
different classes. A classic ideology of rejection, fascism— 
sought to lay the foundation of a new civilization that would 
be capable of perpetuating the existence of a human 
collectivity in which all layers and classes of society are 
perfectly integrated. The natural framework of such a 
harmonious, organic collectivity was the nation. These 
features then are the ‘minimal’ characterization of fascism; 
fascism derived its power from being—the product of a crisis 
of civilization.” And, finally Sternhell concludes that “People 
from many different backgrounds and with’ eventful 
intellectual histories contributed to the formulation of the 
fascist ideology. Each one brought his own share, each one 
stressed a particular aspect of their common rejection of the 
existing systems, but all were united in rejecting what they 
felt to be the essence of those systems, “materialism,” 
whether liberal and bourgeois materialism or Marxist and 
proletarian materialism. This opposition to “materialism” 
was the common denominator uniting Sorel, Arturo Labriola, 


Michels, DeMan, Berth, Gabriele D’Annunzio, Angelo O. 
Olivetti, Barres, Enrico Corradini, Mussolini, Gentile, Mosley, 
Degrelle, Jose Antonio, Codreanu, Drieu, Deat, Brasillach, 
Rebatet, Jouvenel, Maulnier and so many others.” 


| have read many different books on the subject of 
‘fascism’ since first beginning its study in July of 1979. Back 
then there was very little valid scholarly appraisal available 
to those interested. Even less available and definitely of 
more importance to anyone trying to understand the 
phenomena was anything literary created by the actual 
Fascists that had been translated, without social-political 
bias, into the English language. 


Throughout the 1970’s, 80’s, 90’s and on into the 2000’s 
this remained so with the only form referred to as ‘fascism’ 
available in the English language being National Socialism; 
primarily, German ‘national socialism’ in its historical Nazi 
form with some limited documents concerned with Vichy, 
Quisling, Degrelle & his Rexist Party, and some _ of 
Mussolini’s writings. 


There had been no really critical, unbiased, and thorough 
examination of Francos’ Spain or Salazar’s Portugal. 
Equally unstudied, hard as it is to believe, was the British 
Union of Fascists of Sir Oswald Mosley and Arnold Leese’s 
Imperial Fascist League, whose books, booklets, and 
propaganda documents were extant in their original English 
language since first being written and published. 


In the 1950’s through the 1990’s it was a common thing to 
hear people and the media refer to anything having to do 
with Nazism, right wing militarism, or racism as ‘fascist’. 
This, coupled with the fact that the only literature one could 
find concerned with ‘corporate’ syndicalism’, social 
collectivisation on the nationalistic level, or centrist 
synarchist populism, was being introduced as a side effect 
or byproduct of German national socialism that further 
cemented the misnomer. This further engrained into the 


Western mind the notion that ‘Fascism’ itself was completely 
racist, and that it was part of, if not a pseudonym for the 
whole of German ‘Nazism’, the creation of the ethnic mind 
of the German people in their bid for worldwide racial/ethnic 
dominance. 


However, fascism’s economic and domestic social 
programs are to some extent a part of the National Socialist 
program. These social programs were co opted by the Nazi 
leaders. Once its revolution had been achieved, National 
Socialism established its social, domestic, economic, 
industry and foreign policies along the lines of fascism. 
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Early on there were some scholars who were more 
interested in understanding the essence, socially and 
politically, organically and conceptually, of ‘Fascism’, rather 
than joining in the mud throwing frenzies of the time. The 
most insistent and decisive of these objective fellows were 
Walter Laquer, Juan J. Linz, Zeev Sternhell, Alan Milward, 
Alistair Hennessy, and Stanley G. Payne. In 1976 the work of 
these eminent researchers was pulled together into a 
cohesive reference titled ‘Fascism: A Reader’s Guide’, 
edited with extensive commentary by Walter Laquer. 


Walter Laquer exhibits the qualities of a true researcher in 
that, although a citizen of Israel and of Jewish descent, his 
approach to the subject is without apparent preconception. 
His writings (with the exception of his book ‘Fascism, Past, 
Present, and Future’) are without the biases and 
prejudices one would expect as resulting of both the era in 
which he worked and the ancestry of his family. 


Over the decades, | have found his book to be the best 
introductory reference to the study of ‘Fascism’, whether the 
reader is interested in actual ‘fascism’ itself or the many 
offshoots of the ideology. Also examined is the occurrence of 


National Socialism in Germany wherein both differences and 
similarities are presented. 


The term, ‘fascism’, today brings to mind thoughts of 
Hitler, and Mussolini’s brand of Italian imperialism, what is 
also called adventurism; international war and nationalistic 
belligerence toward other countries. However, ‘Fascism’ is a 
national economic and social system based upon ideology 
stamped from the native soul of the people of that society in 
which it emerges. In each nation where ‘Fascism’ is realized 
there are definite differences resulting from ethnic, racial, or 
cultural variants between them. For this reason this ideology 
is many times referred to in the plural. 


The ‘fascism’s’ of Italy under Mussolini and Franco’s Spain 
were quite different both from each other and, say, the 
‘fascism’ of Codreanu’s Romania. Though differing from 
ethnicity and regional priorities, these as with other 
‘fascisms’ can be called ‘fascist’ because they all meet the 
basic criteria to be classed together under that heading. 


Though National Socialism to some extent embraces 
Corporate Syndicalism as an economic policy and the 
‘insulated economy,’ Fascism itself differs in that racialism 
interweaves seemingly all of National Socialism where it is 
not so important in Fascist doctrine. It is a system which 
works primarily for a homogeneous national population. 
Fascism does not place such a premium on this issue 
(‘race’), opting rather, to pursue national cooperation and 
social-political syndicalism in addressing those particular 
social, cultural, national, economic, and spiritual problems 
Or endeavors and communal projections each respective 
nation faces. The bonding of social cultural identity with 
environmental and national policy is the prime factor at the 
base of all ‘fascisms’ wherever they emerge regardless of 
external international relations. 


For this reason ‘fascism’ cannot be exported from one 
culture or nation to another. \|t is a very personal 


ideology and it is this which separates it permanently from 
capitalism and communism which are ‘internationalist 
ideologies.’ Another fact separating Fascism from the above 
is that Fascism is spiritual and non-materialistic whereas 
both capitalism and communism are materialistic in the 
extreme. 


The greater majority of people today have been trained 
from childhood to think politically and socially along the 
lines of ‘right-wing’ versus ‘left-wing’ and to consider only 
those things existing between them stretched out along a 
definite line. The primary purpose of ‘Part One’ of this book 
is to break this pattern of thinking. 


In ‘Part One’, | used quotes from some very eclectic and 
extreme sources. | even found it necessary to paraphrase 
and directly quote Marxists who, during moments of 
frustrated candor, have put forth statements of observable 
truth. | wanted to reach out an invisible hand and slap 
people across the brain, to wake them up, even to shock or 
Surprise the reader that they may become aware that other 
options exist besides the limited views they have been 
given for their consideration by the internationalist Finance 
Capitalists, the Federal government’s educational system 
and the mass media. 


“Parts Two’ and ‘Three’ are less disturbing. After years of 
studying corporate syndicalism, nationalistic social 
collectivism(s), and Fascism in its various extensions, it 
wasn’t until | had read a little hard covered book titled 
‘Reviling of the Great’ written by the noted American 
Marxian-socialist author Arnold Peterson that my own mind 
was finally freed from the right wing—left wing kind of 
thinking; the wicked propaganda purveyed and forced upon 
the general public. 

Some things you hear time and again until finally one day 
someone states it in just the right way so that you actually 
‘get it’. It did surprise me at the time that it was a Marxist 


socialist that had helped free my mind of the bondage of 
conceptual limitations it was under. Such a freedom allows 
one to consider, without any treasonous feelings of guilt, 
alternative ideologies not taught openly and unbiasedly in 
our schools or expressed in the mass media. This freedom 
leads us into some areas of social and political thought 
wherein real solutions and programs of actualization for the 
many issues historically facing us may be found (modern 
solutions for a modern society). A driving force in Fascism is 
‘modernism’; Fascists are ‘futurists’. 
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Of all possible places to begin a study of Fascism one 
would probably not consider looking toward France. 
Certainly, Italian Fascism is the standard by which all 
instances of Fascism are measured. The literary and social 
activists like Giovanni Gentile, Gabriele D’Annunzio, 
Italo Balbo, Sergio Panunzio, and of course the great 
orator Benito Mussolini cannot be discounted. And 
especially Guiseppe Mazzini’s contribution of the ‘soulish 
nature’ to the ideology must be well appreciated. Fascism 
was first established in Italy but it had its earliest debates in 
France with its initial ideas in the late 1800’s. But, the fact is 
that those ideas contained in Fascism, though perhaps not 
Originating exclusively in France were first written down and 
furiously debated there. Stanley G. Payne in his article titled 
‘Fascism __In_ Western Europe’ has_ pointed to Paul 
Derouldede of the “Boulangist” movement of the 1880's 
as having pioneered many of the original themes of what 
later evolved into what we today know as Fascism. 


Zeev Sternhell, in his book ‘Neither Right Nor Left’ states: 
“It is perhaps not without interest to recall that it was in 
(Arturo) Labriola’s review, ‘Avanguardia socialista’, (note: 
a French journal—HRM) that a young’ revolutionary 


syndicalist called Benito Mussolini made his debut. His 
biographer claims that for him, too, socialism was above all 
else a state of the soul; socialism was action, and it was 
through this weekly journal that Mussolini, exiled in 
Switzerland, took part in the intellectual ferment of the 
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Italian extreme ‘left’. 


Paul Derouldede’s work formed his ‘League of Patriots’. 
This group was considered for this study because its ideas 
meet some of the basic criteria for being a fascism; a.) “a 
new kind of nationalism which was _ ultra-nationalist, b.) 
contemptuous of representative liberal democracy, c.) (it 
was primarily ‘populist’) directed toward the masses, d.) 
sought to harmonize the interests of diverse ‘classes’, e.) 
(as a) central motif (for outward social-political symbolism 
there were the ideals of) national vengeance requiring the 
doctrines of f.) neo-militarism, and g.) a mystique of 
discipline and death rooted in the national soil and the 
popular (or ‘ethnic’) culture.” 


However pre-fascist its ideas were, for the time 
‘Boulangism’ was more interested in social issues than in 
militarist and international issues related to the prime 
Fascist ideal of eliminating International Finance Capitalism. 
Fascism being primarily a doctrine devoted wholly to the 
well being of the national population may embrace 
‘Boulangism’ without the former coming to define the latter. 


In this same era of Derouldede came the ideas of 
Maurice Barres with doctrines of “national rootedness” 
(ad ibidem Payne) and popular charismatic hero worship, 
traditionalism, and a kind of corporated society or 
nationalistic collectivism. The ideals of blood & soul and 
national veneration of the ancestral homelands broke much 
ground in the development toward a later realization and 
ideological consolidation of Fascism as an ‘-ism’. 


The ‘Action Francais’ movement of Charles Maurras, 
which will be a disappointment to the hopeful sympathizer 


of what is called true-Fascism, was also a precursor. The 
seeds of Fascism were there among Maurras’ pages. He may 
be applauded for keeping the torch going afterward to later 
encourage the many Fascist and semr-fascistic groups which 
flourished in France throughout the 1920’s, 30’s and 40’s. 


In the 1930’s there was the ‘Croix de Feu’, and there 
also was the ‘Faisceau’ which was started by Georges 
Valois in 1925 and was also one of the first French groups 
to manifest more closely a true Fascist ideology. There was 
the ‘Francistes’ of Marcel Bucard which was subsidized 
by the Italian government. The nearest occurrence of a well 
developed Fascism then was ‘Parti Populaire Francais’ 
started by Jaques Doriot in 1936. This party (conforms) 
more closely to Italian Fascism in its earlier incarnation. The 
P.P.F. was the largest of the ‘hard core’ Fascist parties in 
France reaching its peak in 1938-39. 


Petain and the Vichy government has been rejected as 
merely a collaborationist government and not truly one of 
the Fascist movements. As a German occupational puppet 
the Petain government, though it did employ many true 
French Fascists, was pseudo or quasi Fascist, only mirroring 
the Germans and their National Socialist militaristic outer 
veneer. 


While the French could philosophically conceive a Fascism, 
the actualization of Fascism came about in Romania in 
1918-1919 and during the 1920’s and 30’s. Corneliu Zalea 
Codreanu started his ‘Legion of Archangel Michael’, known 
commonly by their short name ‘the /ron Guard’. This 
political movement was a true Fascism. Fascism as a 
doctrine was first codified and placed into action as an 
ideology in the streets of Italy. Benito Mussolini took the 
concepts further to actually establish a working and 
empowered Fascism, also giving the ideology its permanent 
name of ‘Fascist’ (prior to this Fascism had been called by 
such titles as ‘neosocialist’, ‘Planist’, ‘Voluntarism’ et al.). 


This was the first time that Fascism was to assume political 
power in an established government. Within the framework 
of the Italian government at that time, Fascism was able to 
enact its programs of social and economic revolution on a 
nation wide scale. 
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Though Fascism is always couched in militant-militaristic 
clothing (the phrase “uniforms create uniformity and unity 
of purpose” as remarked by American Fascist Uncle 
Garibaldi, i‘s demonstrated by this traditional Fascist 
practice as “an important part of its program to eliminate 
social class warfare and to create social unity on the 
national level’—Uncle Ziotio Garibaldi) it is usually not an 
ideology or doctrine which interferes with other countries. 
Still another reason for the use of uniforms is to combat the 
inevitability of the occurrence of social entropy. Mussolini’s 
Fascism, although being true and actual Fascism, also 
developed into a limited adventurist/imperialistic power. It 
did not become overly belligerent until Italy joined National 
Socialist Germany under Adolf Hitler in his aggressions 
toward France and the Soviet Union. The Ethiopian conflict 
was a matter of the Italian government protecting Italian 
citizens abroad and would have eventually occurred under 
any other Italian government at that time whether it had 
been Fascist, Republican, Democratic, or Monarchist. 


One cannot define Fascism by its performance during war 
time. For a clear picture of Fascist doctrine in action one 
should examine it on the domestic level during times of 
relative peace. The reason for this is that Fascism is 
primarily and essentially a system of social development. 
War tends to interfere with its programs just as war always 
interferes with the working programs and policies of all 
nations whether they are “democratic”, socialist, 


monarchist, dictatorial, or republican. So far as Italy is 
concerned, there was no way in which the government of 
Rome could have chosen otherwise regardless of whether it 
was Fascism and Mussolini, or the parliament under the 
Italian monarchy that was in power at that time. Italy was 
being attacked by agents of Moscow. The Squadristi were 
necessary at the time. 
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International Communism had been busy murdering, 
extorting, and terrorizing the people and local & regional 
governments throughout Italy in the 1920’s with the result 
of the Italian people becoming extremely anti-communist; 
with the Soviet Union so close by, encouraging and 
financing the Marxist terror it was purely a common sense 
move for the nation of Italy to prefer a close relationship 
with Germany who, at that time, was the only country 
powerful enough to stand against the Soviet Union, which 
was also actually doing so. 


The decision could not have been easy, for Italy under a 
personality like Benito Mussolini, to choose to side with one 
of Italy’s historical enemies such as Germany had been. 
Italy and Mussolini were still stinging from their fight against 
Germany and Austria in World War One. Though they were 
on the victorious side, Italian military forces had been 
bloodied badly enough in the war to have left a strong anti- 
German sentiment. 


Even so, the Fascist principles of corporate syndicalism 
embracing all sections of society, nation, labor, culture, 
social, environmental, and economic (totalitarianism), were 
paralleled by similar policies addressing the same issues in 
National Socialist Germany. The main differences between 
Italy and Germany at that time were their doctrines 
concerning extra-national imperialism, nationality and Nazi 


Germany’s racism. The National Socialist German 
Worker Party (National Sozialistiche Deutsche Arbiter 
Partei—N.S.D.A.P) then in power cited race purity as the 
essential drive and goal of their program, while the 
National Fascist Party (Partito Nazional Fascisti—P.N.F.) of 
Italy did not place such extreme emphasis on this with their 
call to all members of the ethnic Italian nation toward unity 
without the intense concern about whether a citizen was of 
non-lItalian descent. Italy was one of the last places in what 
later became part of Nazi occupied Europe where Jews and 
Gypsies were rounded up and then it was only after and 
during the German army’s invasion and occupation of the 
Italian homeland. 
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| would like here to refer back to previous mention of the 
‘Legion of Archangel Michael’ in Romania. This 
movement had been started by veterans of the First World 
War. Cornelius Codreanu had been a Captain in the 
Romanian army as well as a student of the university. They 
were violently anti-communist. They were also national 
syndicalist or social collectivist nationalists. The movement 
had been begun primarily as a nationalist reaction to the 
takeovers of major industries, newspapers and other media 
by Marxists and the flooding of the universities and 
businesses in their country by foreign immigrants. They saw 
the universities, schools, government bureaus, and heads of 
labor being controlled and occupied by non-Romanian 
foreign nationals who had come from surrounding countries. 


The ‘Iron Guard’, its shorter name, under Codreanu had 
been most impressed by the inequality that had been 
afflicting the Romanian workers in favor of Marxists and the 
extant foreign plutocracy which had developed sometime 
prior to World War One. So, Romanian Fascism did have a 


more ethnic nationalism as one of its end goals. Though 
having more in common with the German form of Fascism 
by far than it did with Italian Fascism, Romanian Fascism 
was initially persecuted by the Hitler regime which later, 
when it was too late, repented of its mistake. 
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Though Fascism and National Socialism are in agreement 
on many things, eugenics has never been a part of the 
official Fascist program. Throughout the world wherever 
Fascism has been established there has been a 
homogeneous population. In those countries where a 
minority ethnic population existed the Fascists in power 
were able to avoid the need to regard it as an issue. The 
popularity of the social programs and agenda of the Fascist 
governments also made it easy for minority ethnics to 
assimilate into the established system and the national 
society. 

It is only in countries where a large minority population 
from a completely foreign nation that is insistent upon 
inserting its own alien culture, often including the same 
traditions and cultural degeneracies which was cause for 
immigration from those nations of origin in the first place, 
into the society of the nation under a Fascist government 
where friction might occur. Such a problem could possibly 
occur in places like the United States of America and Brazil. 
This is why in such countries it has been German National 
Socialism which has so often been manifested as the semi- 
fascist revolutionary norm. 


A prime example of this is the life work of Dr. E. R. Fields 
and Professor William Luther Pierce. Dr. Fields, though 
he was enamored with German style national socialism and 
for decades was editor of the worlds most anti-Semitic news 
tabloid called ‘The Thunderbolt’, was also an avid pro- 


Fascist insofar as domestic social politics were concerned 
and for many years was the only supplier of Fascist books 
pertinent to a study of this kind. He sold hundreds of copies 
of ‘The Coming American Fascism: A Crisis of Capitalism’ by 
Lawrence Dennis, ‘Tomorrow We Live: Fascism Defined’ by 
Sir Oswald Mosley, ‘BuF (British Union of Fascists) Medical 
Policy’ and ‘Selections From ‘BUF Quarterly’ which he 
himself edited and produced. Professor Pierce, best known 
as the author of ‘The Turner Diaries’, while also espousing 
radical racism had edited and published an extremely large 
number of articles on Fascism and Corporate Syndicalism. 
These valuable articles and essays may be found in a book 
he published in the 1980’s titled ‘The Best of Attack and 
National Vanguard: The Tabloid Years’. However, in most 
cases, it has been my personal experience, that the vast 
majority of American national socialism is steeped in racism 
and Fascism itself is not about such an issue. Only in Hitler’s 
Germany was national socialism so intolerant of other ethnic 
groups. Racism in itself has nothing to do with true Fascism. 
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| would like to present the relationship of Fascist doctrine 
and ideology as it relates to religion. Fascism and corporate 
syndicalist ideology, doctrine, and policies in no way 
interfere with the legitimate practice of religion. This is 
evidenced by the examples of the French Fascists of the 
1920’s and 1930’s, the policies of the National Fascist 
Party’s government in Fascist Italy, and the ideals and 
actions of similar fascisms in every other nation and region 
where it has had an influence. 


One of the earliest Fascist movements, the ‘Romanian 
‘Iron Guard’ under Corneliu Zelea Codreanu, established 
in 1919, was also officially named ‘The Legion of Archangel 
Michael’. And was saturated with Christianity. Christian 


ethics and “fair play” was one of the prime motivating 
factors in the development of Fascist social doctrine world 
wide ideally resembling the social structure of the earliest 
Christian secular communities and societies. 


Of course the fact that those nations where Fascism was 
born were predominantly Catholic and Eastern Orthodox, 
and that Fascism is a true expression of direct ‘populism’, 
has provided no way for the Fascists to digress from the 
Originating ideals of the will of the national-cultural populist 
movements of the people. Also an ideal espoused in ancient 
Christianity. 

Another example of this discipline may be found in the 
philosophy of Plinio Salgado, the founder and leader of 
Brazilian Integralism in the 1930’s. This was a Brazilian 
Fascist movement. Its outward character showed many 
similarities to the Italian and initial Spanish versions of 
Fascism. 


The party that was started by Salgado was named Acao 
Integralista Brasileira (Brazilian Integralist Action). Its 
members wore green shirts and had a well disciplined 
formation. It was radically anti-Marxist and engaged in 
street battles with the Communists. They were also well 
known for large public ‘demonstrations’. 


Salgado did not preach racism. This is yet another mark of 
the true Fascist form. In fact, one of their slogans was 
“Union of all races and all peoples!” Still another more 
popular slogan which was the official party members 
greeting was the word taken from the indigenous TJup/ Indian 
language “Anaue!!?’ which translates to ‘you are my 
brother’. 


Plinio Salgado’s Fascism states that throughout the 
evolution of the history of humanity as being that of 
‘materialism’ in a constant condition of struggle against 
‘spiritualism’. That is to say, the laws of nature and the 


pursuit of life’s necessities on the one side of the human 
condition interfering with man’s striving toward his own 
higher sense of intended conformity with what was the 
desire of the deity, or ‘God’. 


Salgado and the Integralistas advocated the overcoming 
of the desires of the individual in order to engender a real 
concern for the welfare of others, that is, the national 
community. Ideals of ‘compassion’, self sacrifice, and a 
passion for the social well-being of his fellow citizen- 
brothers. 


The Fascist doctrine of the never ending battles of the 
human spirit or soul against the proclivities of the often 
cruel world of ‘nature’ was a primal concern for the 
Integralists. They saw this in the non and anti-spiritualist 
modern’ industrialized society and, as_ all Fascists, 
denounced Marxian Socialism and liberalism along side of 
International Finance Capitalism and the great industrial 
Capitalist concerns which perpetually brought men to their 
knees and sought to keep them there without hope of a 
better future for their families and themselves. 


The ideology of the Brazilian Integralists embraced the 
concept of what they termed an “/nternal Revolution’— “a 
Revolution of the Self.” 


The Brazilian Integralist Front (Frente Integralista 
Brasileira) extant today throughout Brazil is primarily a 
Christianity dominated fascist form of populism. They 
embrace the entire population of that country in their social 
policy; they are militant, determined and refuse to just ‘go 
away’. The ‘Integralistas’ know that there is a better way, 
a third way. One that is neither ‘leftist’ or ‘right-wing’. And 
they place themselves under the protection of, and in the 
divine service of God as they understand Him to be, that is, 
the God of the Christian Bible. 
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There are many more points that could be remarked upon; 
| will carry forward my intention to let the original Fascists 
state their case in their own words. By adding too much to 
them | would run a risk of polluting or confusing the genuine 
intent of their original statements. 


There is, however, yet a few more points | would like to 
touch upon. One will note that the main text of this 
anthology begins with excerpts from ‘The Coming 
Insurrection’ a book attributed legally to an authorship 
calling itself “The Invisible Committee” (which | see as 
related to the French ‘Cagoule’, translated “Hooded 
Cloak” being its short name—‘The Secret Committee’- its 
official name ‘Comite secret d’action revolutionaire’ exactly 
‘Secret Committee of Revolutionary Action’) published 
by Semiotext(e)—Los Angeles, California USA 2007. The 
authors seemed to consider themselves neosocialists. 
Though today the term ‘socialist’ has lost it’s old 
connotation from the ‘Cold War’ era as being primarily 
Marxist, it has returned to the original meanings and 
attributes it held in the 1880’s through the 1930’s and prior 
to 1848. It is also interesting to note that this latest book of 
socialistic nationalistic politics originated in France. And, 
interestingly enough, the authors were put on trial for 
sedition in France. Apparently France has not forgotten the 
Original righteous terror caused by the Fascist Cagoule in 
the 1930’s! 
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Fascist ideology went through a lengthy period of 
development. Beginning around 1880 the development of 
Fascism steadily evolved until reaching maturity in the 
1930’s. It had taken some years for Italian Fascism, after it’s 


own assumption of power, to get most of the “kinks shaken 
out” of it’s system. Fascism was changing rapidly at the 
time to meet the challenges caused by the mass 
industrialization and resultant urbanization of society. 
Fascism, in fact, is the result of pragmatism in the face of 
extremely rapid changes. 


| began this book with ‘The Coming Insurrection’ because 
that little book from France is a direct throw back to that 
age when elements of the extreme left and the extreme 
right came together on the common ground of syndicalism. 
From the Boulangists to the Proudonists to the Spanish 
Falange through both British and Italian Fascism and on 
down to this current movement that is stirring throughout 
the world today whether it is calling itself “/ntegralism” in 
England, Ireland, and Brazil, “Corporate Syndicalism” and 
“National Syndicalism” in the United States and Canada, 
“Synarchy” in Mexico, or “Falangism” in Spain, Portugal and 
the nations of North Africa, South America and the middle- 
East, it is still the coming together of society’s most polar 
social political elements into, what has been appropriately 
termed by the National Syndicalist Party-USA, as the 
“far center’ or what could better be called ‘the extreme (or 
‘radical’) center’. 


‘Moderates’ do not insist, ‘Conservatives’ do not conserve, 
and ‘liberals’ maintain a static state in some wondrous 
limbo of social fantasy, while scientific technique and 
society hurtles forward at a previously undreamed rate of 
change. The entire world of mankind is evolving so fast. The 
old forms of social politics are simply not capable of 
addressing the new issues and problems as they arise. The 
best thinking of people like Jefferson and Marx could not 
conceive the challenges and social changes resulting from 
the computer chip and the satellite. Fascism, as_ this 
‘extreme center,’ was conceived directly for just such 
occasions and for exactly this purpose. 


Thierry Maulnier, in his essay titled ‘The State of Force 
versus the Liberal Society’ (1938) stated what is firmly and 
as variably true in our times as it was in 1938, that: 
‘Whatever the future of these movements may be, it is clear 
that they have brought the historical and_ biological 
infrastructure of human communities back to the fore stage 
of history,—and thus given rise to the only kind of synthesis 
strong enough to resolve the enormous antagonism created 
by industrial development between the economic power and 
the old world of human relationships.’ 


There is currently a modern example of this in the 
resurgence of interest in Fascism in Great Britain and not 
only Northern but also in the entirety of the nation of 
Ireland. The ‘National Integralist Front’ and _ the 
‘Integralist Party of Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland’ are recent developments there. 


The ‘National Integralist Front’, led by the true English 
patriot Richard Winter has graciously allowed for the 
inclusion of their ideological doctrine and program in this 
compendium. Richard Winter is the author of ‘The 
Founding 33 Points of National Integralism’. He has 
put forth one of the clearest and most concise sets of 
defining principles your editor has seen in my years of 
research into this field of social/political study. Winter has 
also. written and published many important articles 
pertaining to English Integralism which may be found on the 
internet in the pages of ‘Attack’ that is to be found on the 
web site of the /ntegralist Party of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. 


| have found that if there is one thing which both 
International Finance Capitalism and Global Communism 
fear it is when members of the extreme radical ‘left’ and 
members of the radical ‘right’ come together to talk things 
out and find common ground on which to settle their 
differences. Such a political union frees up the radical 


elements so they may turn their attention to the actual 
problems of modern society, culture, and economics, these 
being the ultra’ materialistic ideologies of Capitalist 
exploitation and Marxist social and economic enslavement. 


It was in the trenches of World War One that such a 
‘common ground’ was found. The war threw members of 
both the ‘right’ and the ‘left’ together; in the quiet times 
between battles and explosions the suffering idealists 
talked. From this boiling pot of furious political thought 
came the combining of socialism and nationalism. With this 
was a heavy anti-capitalist anti-liberal sentiment. These 
men had realized that their war was a conflict between 
Capitalists with international finance Capitalism against 
other Capitalist interests having nothing to do with the 
national interests of citizens or national sovereignty. 
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| would like to end this introduction with some final 
statements: From Giovanni Gentile ; ‘7he philosophy is not 
a philosophy by affirming what Is not its thought, it is rather 
one that is done. It therefor announces and affirms itself not 
with formulae, but also with action.—they are expected. 


‘Vorrei questo’ sviluppato’—'.'I’d__like it to be 
developed’. 


In closing this Introduction, | choose further yet another 
quote from Giovanni Gentile. “The Fascist state may be 
defined in negative terms, what it not affirming that it is not 
rather than what it is. This is so because,—the Fascist state 
has arisen as antithetical to socialist (Marxian doctrines), as 
articulated in its own conception of the state. It Is 
understood that at the bottom of the anti-(Marxist) socialist 
and anti-liberalism their battle therefor was something 
‘positive’—the ethical conception to its own ends, 
subordinating to itself.’ And also ‘The ethical conception of 


the state as an autonomous personality (being ‘ethical’) that 
has its own value and its own ends; subordinating to itself 
every (social/economic) interest, existence, and individual 
interest; they have their own (ethical/moral) ‘values’—not to 
suffocate them, but to recognize them only as realizations of 
the personality of the State, as conscience, and as will.’

This is why the 
present society doesn’t hesitate to impose Ritalin on its 
overactive children, or to strap people into lifelong 
dependence on pharmaceuticals, and why it claims to be 
able to detect ‘behavioral disorders’ at (the) age (of) three. 
(This is evidence) Because everywhere the hypothesis of the 
self is beginning to crack. P34 


248. To whom do the children of this era belong, to the 
television or to the parents? The truth is that we have been 
torn from any (sense of) belonging, we are no longer from 
anywhere, and the result—is an undeniable suffering. P34- 
35 


249. We have been expropriated from our own language by 
education, from our songs by ‘reality TV shows, from our 
flesh by mass pornography, from our city by the police, and 
from our friends by wage-labor. To this we should add 
relentless age old work of ‘individualization by the power of 
the state, that classifies, compares, disciplines, and 


separates its’ subjects starting from a very young age, that 
instinctively grinds down any solidarities that escape it until 
nothing remains except (the/r corrupt notion of) citizenship; 
a pure phantasmic sense of belonging to the Republic. 
(Therefor,) some can’t help ‘envying’ the so called “problem 
neighborhoods” where there still persists a bit of communal 
life (social-cultural continuity), a few (rea/) links between 
beings, some solidarities not controlled by the state, an 
informal economy, an organization that has not detached 
itself from the organizers. P36 


250. The reappearance over the last twenty years of a 
school and a culture of the street in competition with the 
school of the Republic and its card board culture is the most 
deepest trauma that universalism is undergoing. P38 


251. However, there is one item those fancying themselves 
“our” enemies despise foremost of all and that is the 
tenacity of fascism wherever, whenever, and however is 
comes about including the localized/rural customs, belief 


structures, and etc. of a national people. HRM 


n” 


252. There is no such thing as “Islamic Fascism”. Let us 
dispose of this newly formed word combination brought to 
us by the ever active Capitalist public relations firms. HRM 


253. Idealism is a faith in an ‘ideal’ reality that must be 
sought, (Giovanni Gentile—‘Origins and Doctrine’ of 
Fascism’.) 


254. In reality, the decomposition of all social forms is a 
blessing. It is for us the ideal condition for a wild, massive 
experimentation with new arrangements, new fidelities. 


255. For, while Welfare cheques and drug dealing were the 
only guarantees—against the possibility of a_ social 
explosion at any moment, it’s the psychic economy as much 
as the political stability of the country that is at stake in the 
maintenance of the workerist fiction. 


256. That isn’t even precarious as the most advanced 
factions of the militant Left like to theorize, because to be 
precarious is still to define oneself in relation to the sphere 
of work, that is, to its decomposition. We accept the 
necessity of finding money, by whatever means, because it 
is Currently impossible to do without it, but we reject the 
necessity of working. Besides, we don’t work anymore: we 
do our time. Business is not a place where we exist, it’s a 
place we pass through. 


257. We aren’t cynical, we are just unwilling to be deceived. 


258. They say we are disappointed by business, that it failed 
to honor our parents’ loyalty, that it let them go too quickly. 
They are lying. To be disappointed one must have had to 
hope for something. And, we have never hoped for anything 
from business: we see it for what it is and for what it has 
always been, a fools game of varying degrees of comfort. 


259. Exploitation of individual and collective labor power 
through the private or social approbation of surface value; 
participation in a common effort through the relation linking 
those who cooperate in the universe of production. These 
two dimensions are perversely confused in the notion of 
work, which explains workers’ indifference at the end of the 
day, to both Marxist rhetoric—which denies the dimension of 
participation—and managerial rhetoric—which denies the 
dimension of exploitation. 


260. The disaster has already occurred: it resides in 
everything that had to be destroyed, in all those who had to 
be up-rooted, in order to end up as the only way of existing. 


261. Here lies the present paradox: work has _ totally 
triumphed over all other ways of existing, at the same time 
as workers have become superfluous. Gains in productivity, 
outsourcing, automated and_ digital production, and 
mechanization have so progressed that they have almost 


reduced to zero the quantity of living labor necessary in the 
manufacture of any product. 


262. We are living the paradox of a society of workers 
without work, where entertainment, consumption and 
leisure only underscore the lack from which they are 
Supposed to distract us. 


263. 'On the margins of this workforce that is effective for 
the functioning of the “machine”', is a growing majority that 
has become superfluous, that is certainly useful to the flow 
of production, but not much else. Which introduces the risk 
that in it’s idleness, it will set about sabotaging the 
‘machine’. 


264. 'Not everybody responds to the question “Why work?” 
in the same way as the ex-welfare recipient: “For my well- 
being, | have to keep myself busy.” There is a serious risk 
that we will end up finding a good use for our very 
‘idleness”’. 


265. ‘It is therefor necessary to prefer the dismantling of 
“social gains” so that the most restless ones, those who will 
only surrender when faced with the alternative of dying of 
hunger or stagnating in jail, are lured back to the bosom of 
wage-labor. The burgeoning ‘slave trade’ in “personal 
services” must continue: cleaning, massage, domestic 
nursing, prostitution, tutoring, therapy, psychological aid, et 
al. 


266. 'The order of work was the order of the world. The 
evidence of it’s ruin is paralyzing.’ to those who dread what 
will come after. Today work is tied less to the economic 
necessity of producing goods than to the political necessity 
of producing producers and consumers, and of preserving 
by all means necessary the order of work. Producing oneself 
is becoming the dominant occupation of a society where 
production no longer has any ‘merit’. 


267. 'The present production apparatus is therefor, on the 
one hand, a gigantic machine for psychic and physical 
mobilization, for sucking the energy of humans that have 
become superfluous, and, on the other hand, a sorting 
machine that allocates survival to complaint subjectives and 
rejects all ‘problem individuals”, all those who embody 
another use of life and, in this way, resist the ‘machine’. 


268. 'On the one hand, ghosts are brought to life; on the 
other hand the living are lift to die.’ 


269. ‘To organize,—to collectively desert the regime of 
mobility, to demonstrate the existence of a vitality and a 
discipline precisely in demobilization is a crime for which a 
civilization on it’s knees is not about to forgive us. In fact, 
though, it’s the only way to survive it.’ 


270. 'The metropolis is this simultaneous death of city and 
country. It is the crossroads where all of the petty bourgeois 
come together, in the middle class that stretches out 
infinitely, as much a result of rural flight as of urban sprawl. 


271. 'A school, a hospital, or a media center are all 
variations on the same theme; transparency, neutrality, and 
uniformity. These massive, fluid buildings are conceived 
without any need to know what they will house. 


272. People can burn cars because they are pissed off, but 
to keep the riots going for a month, while keeping the police 
in check—you have to know how to organize,—to establish 
complicities,—to know the terrain perfectly, and to share a 
common language and a common enemy. 


273. ‘The metropolis is a terrain of constant low-intensity 
conflict. 


274. 'The battles conducted by the great powers resemble a 
kind of never-ending police campaign in the black holes of 
the “metropolice” metropolis. 


275. ‘Urban space is more then just the theater of 
confrontation, it is also the means. ' 


276. ‘The metropolis is not just this urban pileup, this final 
collision between city and country. It is also a flow of beings 
and things, a current that runs through fiber-optic networks 
—video surveillance cameras—{ making certain this culture 
is run completely to it’s ultimate }ruin. 


(notation: that which appears within the symbols {} is a 
paraphrase by myself in clarification of the meaning 
inherent) pg.58 ‘The Coming Insurrection’ 


277. ‘It is a current that wants to drag everything along in 
it’s hopeless mobility, to mobilize each and every one of us. 
Where information pommels us like some kind of hostile 
force.' pg. 59 


278. ‘Such mobility only ever means’ uprootedness. 
Isolation, exile.’ 


279. 'To cope with the uniformity that surrounds us, our only 
option is to constantly renovate our own interior world, like 
a child that constructs the same little house over and over 
again,—reproducing his own little universe {as on a desert 
island or a deserted place—HRM} our ‘desert island’ is 
civilization itself.’ 


280. ‘Thirty years of “crisis”, mass unemployment, and 
flagging growth, and they still want us to believe in the 
economy. Thirty years punctuated, it is true, (by) 
delusionary interludes. 


281. 'But here we are, we’ve drained our supply of 
delusions. We’ve hit rock bottom and are totally ‘broke’, or 
buried in debt.’ 


282. 'We have to see that the economy is not “in crisis”, the 
economy is itself the crisis.’ 


283. '—the general misery becomes intolerable the moment 
it is shown for what it is, a thing without cause or reason. ' 


284. 'The collapse of the socialist block was {by no means} 
a victory for capitalism; it was merely a breakdown of one of 
the forms that ‘Capitalism’ takes. ' 


285. '{So,} everything has revealed, is that the economy is 
political.'{ And ‘false’.} 


286. ‘They have always pretended to believe in the 
economy as a “reality”—because their ‘neutrality’ is safe 
there. Small business owners, small bosses, minor 
bureaucrats, managers, professors, journalists, middle men 
of every sort make up this ‘non class’, this social gelatin 
composed of the mass of all those who just want to live 
their little private lives at a distance from history and it’s 
tumults. This swamp is predisposed to be the champion of 
false consciousness, half asleep and always ready to close 
it’s eyes on the ‘war’ that rages all around us. 


287. 'Re-discover true wealth in the blossoming of convivial 
social relations in a healthy world.’ 


288. ‘Capitalism got as much as it could from undoing all 
the old social ties, and it is now in the process of ‘re-making’ 
itself by rebuilding these same ties on it’s own terms. ' 


289. 'This new humanity requires a new economy that 
would no longer be a separate sphere of existence but, 
rather, its very tissue, the raw material of human relations. ' 


290. 'The burgeoning “bio-economy” conceives the planet 
as a closed system to be managed and claims to establish 
the foundations for a science that would integrate all the 
parameters of life.’ 


291. '{We require a new and total/complete economy built 
from the ground up.} HRM 


292. 'The new economy cannot be established without a 
similar selection of subjects and zones singled out for 
transformation. The chaos that we constantly hear about 
will either provide the opportunity for this selection, or for 
our victory over the odious project.’ 


293. ‘There is no ‘environmental catastrophe’. The 
catastrophe is the environment itself. The environment is 
what’s left to man after he’s lost everything. ' 


294. 'What has congealed as an environment is a 
relationship to the world based on estrangement. It’s 
difficult to imagine a more complete hell.' 


295. ‘Ultimately the environment is nothing more than 
relationship to the world that is proper to the ‘metropolis’, 
and that projects itself onto everything that would escape 
it.’ 

296. 'The situation is like this, they hired our parents to 
destroy this world, and now they’d like to put us to work 
rebuilding it, and—to add insult to injury—at a profit. 


297. 'The morbid excitement that animates journalists and 
advertisers these days as they report each new “proof” of 
global warming reveals the steely smile of the new ‘green’ 
Capitalism {Which has been in the process of realization 
since the 1970’s. HRM} 


298. 'These are the very same groups that for nearly a 
century have been the vanguard of disaster and certainly 
intend to remain so, for the small {cost} of a change of 
‘logo’. They had the impudence to trot out it’s nuclear 
program as the new solution to the global energy ‘crisis’ 
goes to show how much the ‘new solutions’ resemble the 
old problems. ' 


299. ‘This is how they would like to convince us to 
participate in the great industrial challenges of this century. 


And to our bewilderment we are ready to ‘leap’ into the 
arms of the very same ones who presided over the 
devastation {from the very start of it all,}, in the hope that 
they will get us out of it.’ 


300. ‘Ecology isn’t simply the logic of a total economy; it’s 
the new morality of Capitalism. The system’s {constant} 
internal state of crisis and the rigorous screening that is 
underway demand a new criterion in the name in which this 
screening and selection will be carried out. Without ecology 
how could we justify the existence of two different diets: one 
healthy and one organic? For the rich and their children, and 
the other ‘notoriously toxic’ for the “plebes” who’s offspring 
are doomed to a life of obesity. 


301. 'Without ecology nothing would have enough authority 
to gag every objection to the exorbitant progress of 
‘control’. 


302. 'The new green asceticism is restraint and self-control 
that is required of us all in order to negotiate a rescue 
operation where the system has taken itself ‘hostage’. 


303. 'Those who claim that a generalized self-control will 
Spare us from an environmental dictatorship are lying: the 
one will prepare the way for the other, and we'll end up with 
both! As long as there are mankind and the environment 
there will be Police there between them. 


304. ‘Everything about the environmentalist discourse must 
be turned upside down. Where they talk about 
“catastrophes” to label the present system’s 
mismanagement of people and things, we only see the 
catastrophe from its all too perfect operation {or, vantage 
point}. 


304. 'What is presented everywhere as an _ ecological 
catastrophe has never stopped ‘being’, above all, the 
manifestation of a disastrous relationship to the world. 


Inhabiting a ‘no where’ vulnerable to the slightest jolt in the 
system, to the slightest climactic risk. Environmentalism’s 
present paradox is that under the pretext of saving the 
planet from desolation it merely saves { (‘oreserves’)—HRM } 
the causes of it’s desolation.' pg. 80 


305. 'What is called “catastrophe” is no more than the 
forced suspension of this state, one of those rare moments 
when we begin some sort of presence in the world.' 


306. 'Whatever. And loss of control would be preferable to 
all the crisis management scenarios they envision. When 
this comes, the specialists in sustainable development won’t 
be the ones with the best advice. It’s within the malfunction 
and short circuits of the system that we find the elements of 
a response who’s logic would be to abolish the problems 
themselves. ' 


307. 'We won’t let ourselves be let astray by the ones 
who’ve brought about the catastrophe where the managers 
discuss among themselves how they might decrease 
‘emissions’ without “breaking the bank”, the only realistic 
option we can see is to “break the bank” as soon as possible 
and, in the meantime, take advantage of every collapse in 
the system to increase our own strength. ' 


308. '- Anyone trapped in the anemic and atomized 
everyday routine of our residential deserts might doubt that 
such determination could be found anywhere anymore. 
Reconnecting with such gestures, buried under years of 
normalized life, is the only practicable means of not sinking 
down with the world, while we dream of an age that is equal 
to our passions. ' 


310. ‘In a single century, freedom, democracy, and 
civilization have reverted to the state of hypotheses. It was 
a century in which democracy regularly presided over the 
birth of fascist regimes, civilization constantly rhymed to the 


beat of Wagner or Iron Maiden—with (so many 
extrapolations and polarizations—HRM).' 


311. The statements seem to be saying “There’s nothing 
more to say, everything has to be destroyed.” (‘nihilism’ Is 
the watchword for today; however, to the merit of a logical 
‘nihilism’ there is also inherent the glimmer of a practical 
solution.—HRM)

312. ‘Though it seems general in nature, the question of 
civilization is not an abstraction, is not a philosophical one. 
A civilization is not an abstraction hovering over life. It is 
what rules, takes possession of, colonizes, personal daily 
existence. It is what holds together that which is most 
intimate and most general.' 


313. 'The older and more powerful the state, the less it is a 
superstructure or exo-skelleton of society.’ 


314. 'It is the ‘formal-freedom’ that conceded to those who 
Cannot accommodate themselves to the nothingness of 
their real freedom. ' 


315. 'The feeling that we’ve been tricked is like a wound 
that is becoming increasingly infected. It is the source of the 
latent rage that just about anything will set off these days.’ 


316. ‘The West has sacrificed itself as a particular 
civilization in order to impose itself as universal culture. ' 


317. ‘Patriarchy survives by attributing to women all the 
worst’ attributes of men: willfulness, self-control, 
insensitivity. A disintegrated society survives by propagating 
an epidemic of sociability and entertainment. ' 


318. ‘Today, Western imperialism is the imperialism of 
relativism, of the “It all depends on your point of view”; it’s 
the eye rolling or the wounded indignation at anyone who’s 
stupid, primitive, or presumptuous enough to still believe in 
something, to affirm anything at all.' 


319. 'No critique is too radical amongst postmodernist 
thinkers, as long as it maintains this total absence of 
certitude. No social order can base itself for long on the 
principle that nothing is true.’ 


320. 'Saying “nothing is true” says nothing about the world, 
but, everything about the Western concept of truth. For the 
West, truth is not an attribute of beings or things, but, of 
their representation. ' 


321. 'This is why Westerners have always been thought of 
as liars and hypocrites by the people they’ve colonized.’ 


(1 strongly urge the interested reader to read the book ‘The 
Coming Insurrection’ ) 


The Origins and Doctrine of Fascism’ 


The following excerpts are from the book 
‘The Origins and Doctrine of Fascism’ by Giovanni 
Gentile 


322. 'A Fascist government will always issue declarations 
before entering into a state of war and shall never attack a 
country without first warning them, (HRM) 


323. ‘Idealism is a faith in an ideal reality that must be 
sought. It is a conception of life that must not limit itself to 
present fact, but must transgress and transform. itself 
incessantly to conform to a superior law that acts upon 
souls with the force of the soul’s own convictions. Idealism 
was the very substance of the teachings of Mazzini. That 


idealism, well or ill Understood, was the spirit of the 
‘Risorgimento’; and because of the moral influence which it 
exorcized and the recognition with which it was received (on 
the outside HRM) revealed the historic character of that 
great event of the world. ' 


324. 'Fascists pursue the same end: to plant a conviction in 
souls—a conviction that hearts disposed to suffer in order to 
make possible the good—an_ anti-materialistic and 
essentially religious conviction. 


325. 'A materialistic conception of life—that conception in 
socialism is what Mazzini fought against; that life is not what 
it is, but what it ought to be; and only that life is worthy of 
being lived which is as it ought to be, with all its duties and 
difficulties, requiring always efforts of the will, abnegation.' 


326. ‘Liberalism and socialism are both individualistic 
insofar as they both deny a reality superior to that of 
material life which has its measure in the individual.' 


327. 'Materialists are always individualists.' 


328. 'The Fascist State does not wish to be a State imposed 
upon the citizen, rather it wishes to be a State which invests 
the citizen and informs his conscience. The Fascist State, in 
order to penetrate and direct the consciousness of its 
citizens, wishes to organize them in national unity; a unity 
possessed of a soul. The Fascist State is ‘idea’ that 
vigorously actuates itself. It is an ‘idea’, and as such, 
transcends every present and defined contingent and 
materialistic form. 


329. A special and most vital reference: ‘The usage of the 
book titled: “Origins and Doctrine of Fascism’—G. Gentile— 
was fully endorsed by the ‘Society of Uniformed Fascists in 
2007). 


330. A new ‘looking-over’ in the area(s) here listed will do 
much to accelerate the indoctrination process so as to 
accomplish the initial ideological rudiments for a working, 
feeling, and properly contented society and overall populace 
(HRM), 


331. Fascism (/s) not an association of believers, but a party 
of action, (that has no need of ‘programs’) of particulars, but 
of an idea that indicated a goal, and therefore a way to be 
followed with a resolute will—that refuse(s) to acknowledge 
obstacles because (/t is) ready to overcome them. ' 


332. 'The ‘fascist revolution’, by the development of Fascist 
Squads, (meaning) the action squads, are the military force 
of a virtual State. 


333. They are the military arm of the state in the process of 
realizing itself—(in which to) order and create a Superior 
regime, (eliminating) violating the controlling laws of a 
moribund state system—understood as inadequate to the 
demands of the national state sought by the revolution. 


334. From this point Fascism as the idea of the state, 
undergoes ‘evolution’. Slowly creating the _ institutions 
necessary for its actuation and its investment in all the 
economic juridical, and political arrangements which make 
up the state, and which the state guarantees. ' 


335. 'Fascism (becomes) the state and (proceeds) against 
those internal factions that (oppose & resist) (the) Fascist 
principles that are expected to animate the new State.’ 


336. ‘Fascism (/s) no longer a Revolution against the state, 
but a revolutionary state mobilized against the residue and 
internal debris that (obstructs) it’s organization and 
evolution. ' 


337. 'The government (seeks) to have reality conform to the 
logic that (governs) the development of it’s idea.' 


338. 'It transforms it’s own “legal” action squads into the 
legal voluntary militia—in which the spirit of the revolution 
(will) be maintained until the fulfillment of the revolutionary 
program. ' 


339. This is a concept of “integral” politics. HRM 


340. ‘Point number one: a definition of fascism is the 
totalitarian character of its doctrine, which concerns itself 
not only with political order and direction of the nation, but 
with its will, thought, and sentiment.’ 


341. 'Point number two: The doctrine of fascism is not a 
philosophy in the ordinary sense of the term, and still less is 
it a ‘religion’. It is also not an explicated and definitive 
political doctrine articulated in series of formulae. ' 


342. ‘Often having settled on an immediate goal to be 
attained, a concept to be realized, a course to be followed, it 
has not hesitated, when put to the test to change direction 
and reject as inadequate or violative of principle just that 
goal or that concept. ' 


343. '“Intellectualism” divorces thought from action, science 
from life, the brain from the heart, and theory from 
practice.’ 


344. '‘Anti-intellectualism does not mean—that we are 
authorized to dismiss science and philosophy—(nor) that 
One denies the value of thought and those superior 
expressions of culture through which thought expresses 
itself. 


345. ‘Spiritual reality is a synthesis, in who’s unity one finds 
expression and value in that thought that is action. In the 
conclusive unity of that syntheses converge—many 
elements without which the synthesis would be empty, 
operating in a void. ' 


346. 'Among these elements are all the forms of spiritual 
activity, which share in the same value which is that of the 
synthesis. ' 


347. 'All the elements of the synthesis are essential.’ 


348. '‘Anti-intellectualism is directed against those 
individuals who exhaust their spiritual life in an abstract and 
remote intellectual activity far from that reality in which 
everyone should realize that our existence is rooted.’ 


349. 'Anti-intellectualism is opposed to those postures that 
are sometimes assumed that miss superior, more concrete, 
more humane alternatives. ' 


350. '(Fascist) anti-intellectualism does not imply a hostility 
to culture, but a hostility to a decadent culture. ' 


351. '(Fascism) is hostile to that culture that does not 
educate and which does not make, but rather unmakes, the 
person, rendering him a pedant, an intellectual aesthete. 
That person is rendered an egoist, a man morally and 
therefor politically indifferent-one who considers himself 
superior to the fray.’ 


352. ‘The intellectual sees the summit of wisdom in 
achieving that state of apathy in which one can consider the 
pros and cons of everything, extinguishing every passion, 
finding a place where he might watch, with security, those 
who suffer.’ 


353. ‘Because of its repugnance to that kind of 
intellectualism, Fascism is not (prone to waiting) on the 
making of abstract theories—because it does not expect 
theory to serve as a major force for the reform or promotion 
of culture and life.’ 


354. 'Fascism is a perfect system with a most steadfast 
principle possessed of a rigorous logic of development.’ 


355. ‘Fascist politics has many points of contact with the 
doctrine of Nationalism. For Fascism, the state and the 
individual are one, or better, perhaps, “State” and 
“individual” are terms that are inseparable in a necessary 
synthesis.’ 


356. 'The State is within us, mature, alive and of necessity 
living and growing and expanding and elevating itself in 
dignity, and conscious of itself and of its high duties and the 
grand goals to which it is called, in our will, our thought, and 
our passions. The individual develops and the state 
develops. The character of the individual consolidates itself 
and with that character the structure, the force, and the 
efficacy of the state consolidates itself. 


357. 'The Fascist state—is entirely a spiritual creation; it is 
the result of spiritual action rather than a presupposition.— 
this state realizes itself in the consciousness and will of the 
individual rather than being imposed from ‘on high’.' 


358. 'The Fascist state is a populist state and in that sense a 
democratic state.—The relationship between the state and 
individual is not that between it and one or the other citizen. 
Every citizen shares a relationship with the state that is so 
intimate that the state exists only insofar as it is made to 
exist by the citizen. Its formation is the product of the 
consciousness of each individual and thus of the masses. So 
that the thought and will of the solitary person becomes the 
thought and the will of the masses, to conform the masses 
to the demands of an elite Party of vanguard morality. ' 


359. ‘Fascism does not oppose itself to liberalism as a 
system of authority against a system of liberty. It sees itself 
as a system of true and concrete liberty as opposed to 
abstract and false liberty. With the breaking of the circle 
opposing the individual to the state, and liberty to authority.' 


360. 'The merit of Fascism is that it courageously and 
vigorously opposes itself to the prejudices of contemporary 
liberalism. Moreover, the Corporate state realizes in the 
most coherent and substantial manner the unity and 
comprehensiveness of authority and liberty through a 
system of representation more genuine and more in 
correspondence with reality; the new fascist state is more 
liberal than the old one.’ 


361. 'It cannot be irreligious because the absolute value and 
authority it confers on itself would be incomprehensible 
without a relationship to a divine Absolute. ' 


362. ‘Politics cannot isolate itself from reality (e/ther) 
historic or natural, because man with all his activity, when 
not abstractly considered, is intimately related to all reality. 
Fascism has a full awareness of that truth and accentuates 
the ethical character of the conception that it presupposes. ' 


363. ‘Fascism in fact polemicizes against abstract and 
intellectualistic philosophies—that presume to explain life by 
putting themselves outside of it.’ 


364. 'The Fascist conceives philosophy as a philosophy of 
practice—‘praxis’. Fascist philosophy is not a philosophy 
that is thought, it is rather one that is done. It announces 
and affirms itself—with action. (/t is) expected to produce 
not empty words but practical effects. ' 


365. '(The) Fascist style is of literary expression and a style 
of practical conduct inspired by an economy and austerity 
that would (wi//) suppress in discourse every superfluous 
element—(thus,) the form of the Fascist conception defines 
itself. It is a ‘form’ that has a determinate content which 
turns on the concept of the state—the center of its entire 
system of thought.’ 


366. 'The Fascist state has arisen as antithetical to the 
socialist and the liberal conception. From that antithesis has 


arisen the energy with which Fascism has articulated its own 
conception of the state.’ 


367. ‘It is (true) that underlying this anti-socialist—anti- 
liberalism is something (very) positive, the ethical 
conception of the state as an autonomous personality that 
has its own value and its own ends subordinating to itself 
every existence and individual interest, not to suffocate 
them, but to recognize them only as realizations of the 
personality of the state as consciousness and as will.' 


368. 'The anti-individualistic conception affirms a spiritual 
reality that is universal, not the result, but the ideal principle 
and the original source of the concrete life of individuals 
possessed of moral value.’ 


369. ‘Fascist authoritarianism rejects license which is not 
liberty at all;—that is to say, the liberty of the state that 
realizes its existence in the better part of the consciousness 
and will of the citizen. That state is an effective existence. It 
does not accept the anarchic liberalism of the ‘individualist.’ 


370. ‘The Fascist state, having organized and _ juridically 
recognized worker’s syndicates and employer organizations, 
intends to adapt its structure to those united syndicates to 
draw them into national corporations to a system that 
adapts itself to the immediate concrete conditions of—the 
population in which one finds the root of popular 
consciousness. ' 


371. 'The Fascist conception appeals to faith and celebrates 
ideal values (such as) family, country viz. Nation, civilization 
and the human spirit as superior to every contingent value. ' 


372. 'The Fascist regime seeks to gradually constitutionalize 
the Revolution. ' 


373. 'The Fascist state possesses an acute awareness of its 
proper individuality—together with a sense of its own power 


of development,—a powerful concept of the absolute 
autonomy of its proper ethical personality and of the 
consequent continuity of its very being. The Fascist state 
opposes itself to every conception that would make it the 
result of contingencies. ' 


374. 'As the organization of the great majority of the nation, 
of the populus, the Party becomes the nation. The minorities 
that remain at the margins of the national life are by the 
Party made valuable in so far as they can make a ‘moral’ 
contribution to that life.’ 


375. 'The (Fascist) Party is totalitarian in law and in fact— 


| 


because politically law prevails over “fact”. 


376. ‘Within the new laws every right is sacred because 
every right is a duty.’ 


377. '(Here is) revealed the true defining trait of Fascism, to 
take life seriously.'

378. 'A feature common to all (fascisms) totalitarians is the 
commitment to urgent industrial and economic growth.

379. ‘Development is a necessary condition for the 
generation of those—capabilities essential for securing and 
sustaining the sovereign independence and _ international 
status of the Revolution and for use as a platform for 
embarking upon the systems particular (soc/a/-cultural) 
aspirations. ' 


380. ‘Spiritual values are substituted for the materialistic. ' 


381. 'Fascism (/s) a cry for spiritual rebirth, an injunction 
that men become involved in their community and abandon 
the individualistic political apathy; against materialism and 
selfishness. ' 


382. 'Fascism (/s) the victory of the partisans of true liberty 
and organic equality over the debased license that was the 
product of crass socialism and egoistic liberalism.’

383. 'Fascists—can read a “desire for true freedom”, “moral 
conviction”, “ethical transcendence”, “romanticism”, and a 
recognition of the spirit in (their) psychology.'

385. 'Fascism is hyper-democratic. Fascism is seen as the 
direct and immediate expression of the dispositions of the 
masses. Fascism (does) not govern the masses, it (/s) their 
embodiment.’ 


386. ‘If the social revolution is delayed then the Fascist 
Revolution is inevitable.’ those who hesitate at revolution 
will do well to ponder closely the inevitable final alternative 
which is Fascism... (which) is and becomes inevitable if the 
working class follows the line of “reformism’.' 


387. 'Fascism (does) not restrict or suppress the forces of 
production nor (does) it stabilize simple reproduction of 
capital. Fascism corrects the unemployment situation. ' 


388. ‘Fascism allies itself with those agrarian and industrial 
forces that can maximize and increase and defend 
production. ' 


389. 'Fascism constitutes too strong a force to be contained 
by the established ‘elites’. It cannot, in effect, be employed 


as “a simple tool of the bourgeoisie.” “Fascism grew over 
the heads of the capitalist classes.” (These could not 
“domesticate” Fascism).

419. 'This is a fact that no pen and ink or pious words can 
efface; consequently that the Fascist works on facts—he is a 
‘realist’. 

420. 'In Fascism, life is looked upon as a means to an end 
and not as the end itself. The individual is mortal. But the 
State, not only the mass of individuals, but is (that which) is 
noble, inspired, and inspiring in their history; in two words 
—“national spirituality,” (which) is immortal and infinitely 
greater.’ 


421. 'Because of this dynamism,—Fascism stands for peace, 
nevertheless it does not fear war, all it fears is inert living.’ 


422. 'The Creed of Fascism reads: 


The legitimate object of war is a more perfect peace; 
because war is a Surgical instrument. 


The legitimate object of peace is a more perfect man; 
because peace is a creative instrument. 


And the legitimate object of man is a more perfect world; 
because man is a divine instrument.’ 


423. '“Live dangerously” would be a far better motto than 
“safety first”, which when applied to the heart of man can 
accomplish no other end than that of breeding a race of de- 
Spiritualized eunuchs.' 


424. 'In the philosophy of Fascism life is looked upon as a 
means to an end and not as the end itself.' 


425. ‘Poverty not only creates want but a feeling of injustice. 
That in an age of potential plenty there should still be actual 
and excessive poverty appears criminal, and when a 
government is looked upon as a gathering of gangsters, the 
suffering and thinking man comes to believe in his right to 
overthrow it.' 


426. 'Poverty and, consequently, revolution are created by a 
maldistribution of wealth, by a rotten system of finance, by 
wage cuts, rising prices, and a general lowering of the 
standard of living.’ 


427. ‘It, is in fact, the purest form of co-operative 
democracy which political “democracies” have never 
attempted to realize. This control the Fascist intends to 
establish by means of the Corporate State. Industries will be 
divided into self-governing groups each electing an 
industrial corporation composed of employers, workers, and 
consumers. In such an organization class warfare, strikes, 
and lock-outs can find no place. ' 


428. ‘Instead of fighting for increased wages, the object will 
be to raise the standard of living as science and industry 
increase the powers of production. Exploitation will be 


replaced by organization and a new body social will be 
created.’ 


429. 'The measuring of wealth is to base currency on real 
wealth, not on one commodity that can be cornered (i.e. 
gold) but on all commodities with a market value.’

431. 'Integralism is a doctrine that, looking to the absolute 
and divine providence that is of God, and taking into 
complete consideration that this is a complete nation that is 
ours and our children s’, the born and those yet to be born, 
the land of our parents, and by the family, understands the 
universe in such a manner as it is, is intending to build a 
new society and a new state and a new civilization 
according to the hierarchy in their spiritual and material 
values in accordance with the natural laws governing actual 
reality to create a high destination, a transcendent destiny. ' 


432. ‘The above mentioned hierarchy in which is found the 
principle and the exercise of authority prevails Spiritually on 
the moral, social, national levels of ultimate (totalitarian) 
personal domestic national existence. ' 


433. 'Integralism is a civil/political movement which aims for 
establishing the total happiness and well-being of the 
people of Brazil, is determined to establish Social Justice; 
renewal of the greatness of our nation that must be 
renewed and rejuvenated to re-establish the march towards 
its historical destiny; building (actually ‘creating’) an Ethical 
State and a complete democracy (‘direct’ democracy) and 
the creation of a Legal Order which is based on the intimate 
essence of national (cu/tura/) tradition and totally based in 
the nations’ past (experience) that reflects the deep, 
authentic realities of (the true and actual) Brazil. So as to 
achieve the standards of natural law taking into account the 
circumstances of time and place.’ 


434. 'It is not possible that there is a new State, a new 
community, or a new civilization without there first being a 
new (kind of) man, and because of this, Integralism 
preaches Inner Revolution, revolution of the spirit, change of 
attitude in the face of reality and of occurring issues (and 
adversities), which must necessarily precede the outer 
revolution; revolution of the institutions which may under no 
circumstances (be allowed to) violate the freedom, the 
integrity, or the inviolability of the human personage; 
natural groups to which such free will belongs to best serve 
their ‘rights’ toward the fulfillment of their duties to their 
national society, of the family, and of the fatherland.’ 


435. ‘Integralism is a spiritual movement, affirming the 
immortality of the spirit and the love of God—above all that 
is. Integralism is a broad spiritualistic front, that brings 
together people of all faiths united within the fight against 
materialism which is coarse and overpowering as plainly 


seen in society now in its form as liberal (Marxian) 
Communism. ' 


436. 'The human person created by God that is of individual 
substance—has an immortal’ spirit endowed with 
intelligence and free will, and finds in national groups and a 
national state the means (for the citizen) to better fulfill 
their duties and the exercising of their rights according to 
their transcendent nature.’ 


437. 'The human entity which possesses the mastery to 
practice in their march on the earth the virtues (of ethics 
and morality) should not have their value measured by what 
they possess, their social class or ethnicity, but rather for 
their civic, ethical, and moral virtues and the work they 
have carried out for the benefit of the common good 
believing this as the set of conditions suitable to allow the 
integral human development and continued existence of 
natural social groups.’ 


438. 'The human being, who must have integrity, dignity, 
inviolability and freedom respected by the State, is endowed 
with natural (human) rights, sacred and untouchable, such 
as: 


a. The right to life from conception to natural death. b. 
The right to freedom (/iberty) when used for community 
benefit (or when benign in its exercise). c. The right to 
work, the right to fulfill a social human duty, paid a fair 
wage so that the employee—develops morally, ethically, 
mentally, socially, politically, and economically. d. The 
right of Association, that is, the right to join with others to 
form autonomous cultural associations, scientific, social, 
economical, recreational, or professional in order to 
protect the interests of their members and strengthen the 
common good. e. The right to religion; the right to fulfill 
their duty to confess a faith in God and to promote and 
attend public and private worship. f. The right to property 


within the limits imposed by consideration of the common 
good, that is to say, the right of ownership exercised fairly 
for the benefit of the entire society. g. The right to start a 
family through marriage and to personally (and privately) 
govern it. h. The right to education, physical, intellectual, 
ethical, moral, civic and religious training. ' 


439. 'The doctrine of Integralism defends Natural Law, 
‘classic’, authentic, and concrete, as opposed to (un-) 
Natural Law with its license, which is abstract and 
inauthentic (not based in ‘reality’), and the belief that 
‘enlightenment’ on the moral-ethical and legal level is 
characterized by belief that the State is the sole and 
exclusive source of morality, ethics, and justice. Classic 
natural law has its foundations resting on the tradition 
formed by the philosophers of ancient Greece, by the law 
makers of Rome, and by theologians and canonists of the 
middle ages. Natural law should be complimented by 
‘positive’ law—taking into consideration the circumstances 
of time and space being in full accordance with the 
traditions and the spirit of the nation. ' 


440. 'The family is the natural and divine institution that is 
based upon marriage of persons of different sexes and 
being the very living tissue of society, is the first and the 
most important of natural groups since it is the birth place 
of all social life, and the repository of the most authentic 
traditions of the homeland. The State must to everything 
possible to maintain the integrity of the family, respecting 
the inviolability of their rights and lasting autonomy with 
solid economic foundations. The family has a right to a 
salary that is high enough to support their moral, 
intellectual and basic needs in materials i.e. food, clothing, 
housing, transportation to the work place etc.’ 


441. ‘Private property is legitimate in accord with human 
nature; overall, private property is legitimate as a system 
that assures the best most accurate use of assets and the 
freedom of the human population. Raw materials taken from 
the national soil are meant first and foremost for supplying 
(meeting) the social needs of the community so that the 
right to property must be exercised fairly for the benefit of 
everyone, that is to say, the property must be used to fulfill 
its social function.’ 


442. 'The property which does not serve its function socially 
must be appropriated for purposes of Agrarian reform if it is 
located in the countryside, and for Urban reform if it is 
located in an urban area with just compensation being made 
to the former owner.’ 


443. 'Agrarian reform meaning the set of measures which 
realize the revision of legal and social-economic relations 
concerning the ownership and the rural labor for a more fair 
and equitable distribution of land and income, and finally, 
the promotion of social justice, progress, and human welfare 
and the integral sustainable and harmonious economic and 
social development of the country with the gradual 
extinction of anti-economic and antisocial forms of 
exploitation of the earth. The agrarian reform that Brazil 
lacks is a fair land reform, balanced, healthy, and 
democratic and without ideological purposes of any kind, in 
the same way as land reform that no land reform we need is 
confiscatory, motivated by ideological interests that thus far 
have been for the benefit of strange foreign doctrines and 
movements alien to our tradition that are based on 
fomenting hatreds and violence, terror, and moral, ethical, 
and social breakdown (viz. ‘social entropy’).' 


444. ‘According to Integralist doctrine, the definite 
Integralist Municipality being the Nation, is a gathering of 
free people and politically organized families constituting a 


society that is a national group with absolute respect for our 
peculiar interests (a corporate government of syndicalized 
citizenry).' 


445. 'The nation is composed of the dead founders, of the 
living who continue on today, and those who are yet to be 
born and who will continue forward into tomorrow in a 
Spiritual heritage which is the true amplification of a family 
unit. Integralism preaches patriotism; instinctual feeling that 
is true to the natural law. The nation is characterized by its 
tradition and formed by its children and by natural groups of 
which they are part which best meet their duties while 
exercising their rights consisting in an easily discerned Unity 
(the national ‘being’ or entity), a dynamic body with a way 
of life that is sociologically the formula of its own earthly 
mission due to its historical past and traditions. ' 


446. ‘Integralism maintains healthy constructive 
Nationalism, just and proper unity and recognizes the moral 
virtue that compels us to love and defend the nation and its 
best interests, assuming not only patriotism but also cultural 
traditionalism. Our traditionalism should never be rigidly 
tied with the past or be confused with ‘conservatism’ (which 
stagnates and kills all social progress) but rather a 
accession to the true and current state of national social 
affairs forward toward real progress. ' 


447. 'The economy must be an instrument for the service of 
humanity contrary to what has occurred all too often since 
the Industrial Revolution. The entire economic life of the 
nation must be subordinated to the common good and to 
the ultimate goal of man and the will of God.' 


448. 'Integralism defends the system of “free-enterprise” 
which is intertwined with a free market in the domestic 
sphere, and should the Integralist State intervene in the 
economy in collaboration with the private and domestic 
sector in accordance with its principle of social subsidies 


pertaining to relief of the common welfare; Integralism 
preaches that the economy should be directed toward social 
Supremacy over the national, that is, the State should be 
against the unjust and unfair interests of the very large 
privately owned capitalist economic interests and financial 
conglomerates that threaten the sovereignty and personal 
well being of the citizenry.' 


449. 'The social question is in the strictest sense the 
question of the relationship between Labor and Capitalism, 
notably with regard to the situation of the working class. 
The social issue can only be resolved by co-operation of all 
with the adoption of new regulatory processes for industry 
and trade so as to avoid such imbalances that are harmful 
to the stability of society and with the socialization and 
constant improvement of fundamental rights of the human 
being. The worker must attain a fair wage adequate and 
proper for their needs along with profit sharing in 
accordance with their effort and ability as well as taking part 
in government decisions (through a process of ‘direct’ 
democracy). \Integralism is opposed to class struggle, 
arguing that these, although being different but not 
adverse, should and can work and exist at peace.’ 


450. 'The full national state synthesis is the Ethical State 
that is both anti-authoritarian and anti-individualist which is 
not in itself a beginning and an end, but only a means, a 
tool in the service of humanity and the common good of the 
national community that is subordinate to God and is 
transcended by ethics and propelled by an ethical ideal. The 
full Nationalist State is a synthesis of a hierarchy of groups, 
exists to protect the citizen and not to violate their human 
rights and to promote and accomplish the permanent 
progress and renewal of the synthesis of Brazilian 
civilization through philosophy, literature, law, arts, that 
Shall express the true human spirit.’ 


451. ‘The Integralist State will maintain the defense of 
national sovereignty and the mission to restore the 
greatness of our nation to promote its prestige abroad 
causing it to become a nation effectively respected in the 
face of the other great nations, assuming a leadership role. ' 


Some Aims and Principles of British 
Fascism 
in the Conduct of Imperial and 
Foreign Affairs 


The following by Robert Gordon-Canning—‘Some 
Aims and Principles of British Fascism in the Conduct 
of Imperial and Foreign Affairs’ 


431. ‘Fascism with its accustomed directness, impatient 
always of subterfuge, will strive to clear away the fog 
hanging over foreign affairs, and bring to the (nation and its 
people) a clearly defined policy and a definite aim.' 


432. ‘Under Fascism there will be a real continuity of— 
foreign policy, a continuity under which, the governments of 
Social-Democratic parties, has been impossible to achieve 
opportunism being the keynote of their policy.’ 


433. ‘Fascism will not permit (the nation) to be involved in 
quarrels in any part of the world which are of no import to 
the welfare of its citizens.’ (RGC/HRM) 


434. 'Fascism’s’ aims in foreign policy (are basically made 
up of only) two items: 1.) The consolidation and 
development of the nation toward stability. 2.) A creation of 
a league of states working toward international peace 
treaties. The old parties will say that the first two aims are 
equally theirs; but, a disintegration rather than a 
consolidation of the nations has taken place under their 


auspices; and that world peace has been more disturbed 
during (their reign) than ever before, under the guidance of 
these political cliques and their great master, international 
finance (capitalism).' 


435. '(/t is a) Fascist principle that the welfare of the whole 
means the welfare of the individual.’ 


436. 'Fascism certainly accepts without any reservation the 
premise that peace is desirable; that only under conditions 
of peace (may) constructive efforts be made towards an 
improvement in living standards for the mass of the people. 
But this does not give rise to a corollary that war is 
unnecessary because it is horrible, and thus leave a nation 
defenseless in an armed world. Within a nation the element 
of force, the presence of power, iS an essential and 
stabilizing factor for peace.’ 


437. ‘Fascism believes that national states and _ not 
internationalism, (cultural integrity) purity, (and) not 
(national) miscegenation, are the materials with which to 
create a sound international order.’ 


438. 'The Fascist is confident that the combination of the 
real and the ideal is a practicable marriage, and that these 
two have seldom if ever been brought together in the salons 
of “democratic” diplomacy. ' 


439. 'The Fascist lion thunders out his message of patriotism 
and nationalism as the sole anti-toxin of War.' 


440. 'The national state is the medium by which—Fascist 
principles shall be advanced. Therefor, a. this national state, 
unlike the mechanical and soulless state of Socialism, unlike 
the egotistical state of Liberal Capitalism, is founded on a 
combination of the real and the ideal, is, giving expression 
to the practical necessities of the people and at the same 
time to their mystical yearnings. b. the national state is a 
natural union of people as opposed to unnatural divisions. c. 


the national state is a result gradually attained through 
centuries of effort both by the individual as a leader and the 
mass of the people who speak a common language and who 
are contained within’ certain’ natural geographical 
boundaries, d. the national state is based upon the common 
blood-stream (or ‘ancestry’).' 


441. 'These three (four) fundamentals bring in their wake a 
common culture and a common tradition which are the 
remaining necessities to create a real national state.’

442. ‘Profit is not more important than honesty, but the 
other way around.’ 


Party State or Order State 


The following excerpts are from ‘Party-State or 
Order-State’ 
by C. R. Miller 


443. 'More than ever it is becoming widely recognized that 
the Party System chokes initiative and action on the part of 
a government, and that parliament today is the scene of 
frivolous obstruction, delay, indecision and _ harmful 
compromise, unworthy of its great past. But worst of all it is 
being felt more than ever that the state in its present form 
does not offer its members a truly living type of citizenship. ' 


444. 'No political system can endure unless it embodies a 
worthy form of citizenship. The Party-State is doomed not by 


Fascist violence and propaganda, but by its own outlived 
impostures.' 


445. 'Instead of appealing to a class, Fascism appeals to a 
sense of national unity; instead of offering bribes and 
“programs” which cannot be fulfilled, it offers work for the 
common good. ' 


446. 'In short, Fascism is not a Party, but an Order dedicated 
to the service of a great ideal—unity, welfare and progress 
of the (people or masses) of the nation.’ 


447. ‘Fascism aims at making a new political Order the 
official basis of the state. The Order will be open to every 
member of the masses of the nation who is prepared to 
serve loyally in its ranks, and it will in no way interfere with 
his private life.’ 


448. 'The Order will function as a national ‘corps d’elite’ 
(elite civic body), training its members as leaders in every 
sphere of political and social activity, and encouraging men 
of widely differing temperaments and talents to turn their 
particular abilities to the service of the nation. ' 


449. ‘Those with aspirations of leadership will be 
encouraged to enter some branch of the (emerging) Order 
and will rise in it, regardless of their (economic) class, to 
whatever responsible positions they prove themselves 
capable of filling. Whether or not a man becomes a member 
of the Fascist Order, he will be able to secure competent 
representation of his needs through the occupational 
franchise and the Corporate system. ' 


450. 'The government will not be dependent on the will of a 
few irresponsible financiers, largely foreign in ethnic origin 
and interests, but on the will of the people en-mass.' 


Politics and the Land 


Excerpts from ‘Politics and the Land’ by Jorian Jenks 


451. 'There can be no clearer evidence of the degeneracy of 
democracy and the extent to which it has become a vested 
interest than the apathy of the general public towards 
questions of national policy.’ 


452. 'How much value can be attached to “political liberty” 
when the majority of citizens assert uncompromisingly that 
they “take no interest in politics”? How much value can be 
attached to “representative institutions” when the national 
executive is commonly referred to as “the government 
instead of “our” government?’ 


453. 'This apathy is more noticeable in the countryside. The 
farmer is no materialist; his philosophy is based on real 
living things like plants and animals and not abstract things 
like figures and theories. Government has so far given him 
little but un-kept promises and windy generalities (and) a 
steadily growing bureaucracy.’ 


454. 'So there has grown up a curious illusion of agriculture 
as (being) a thing apart, but not to the actions and reactions 
of national policy. This apathy has bred fatalism and fatalism 
has a great deal to do with the decay of the countryside. 
There can be no better monument to democracy than the 
lingering death of rural industry; the nation is rotting at the 
roots.’ 


455. 'The liberty of trade and “finance” has meant the 
enslavement of industry and the atrophy of agriculture.’ 


456. 'But never under any circumstances is this policy 
allowed to interfere with international trade, because 
international trade is the lifeblood of Finance. International 
trade and home agriculture being diametrically opposed 
interests. ' 


457. 'Moderate Social-Democrat governments are never 
more than a transitional phase. They seem fated to 
capitulate either to Finance or to their extremist ‘allies’. In 
the former event the land would almost certainly be turned 
over to Big Business to be “rationalized” (‘developed’) in 
large mechanized units which is the pet dream of ‘modern’ 
agricultural theorists. ' 


458. ‘Either way, the small capital producer who has long 
been the backbone of farming would be doomed to 
extinction, even if he is not summarily ‘liquidated’ like the 
unfortunate Russian Kulaks.' 


459. 'By contrast, Fascist land policy is refreshingly realistic 
as well as idealistic. Unlike Finance ridden Liberalism, we 
regard the land, not as economic superfluity with amenity 
and no ‘value’, but as a natural base of an independent 
national economy. ' 


460. 'As the avowed enemy of international Finance, a 
Fascist state will have no_ scruple in  subordinating 
international trade to national development. As the avowed 
enemy of social and economic ‘communism’ in all its forms, 
it will reject the doctrine of state monopoly and aim to 
increase substantially the number of small free-hold 
cultivators.’ 


461. 'After the long night of decadent Liberalism, after the 
false dawn of “national” agricultural policy (the agrarian) 
meeting Fascist new policies, can say “then will the soil give 
forth its increase for the nourishment and invigoration of its 
sons and daugNters.' 


Fascintern or Pan-Europa 


Excerpts from ‘Fascintern or “Pan-Europa’ by 
Kenneth T. Dutfield 


462. ‘Fascism affirms positively that every ideal is— 
worthless unless it contains within itself all the potentialities 
for its realization. ' 


463. 'Fascism will succeed because of the deeply religious 
outlook that lies at its root, the certain knowledge that man 
must look always within himself as a part of his nation and 
his people. Thus only can success be attained not by 
concentration upon apparent evils of the outside world 
alone and persistent willful ignorance of the causes which 
have led to those evils existing, but be eternally by self- 
sacrifice, by exercising the will to create that which lies 
within us.' 


464. 'Fascism demands that we shall in every department of 
life surrender that extreme mental extroversion which is 
ultimately responsible for the chaos—social, political, 
economic, and cultural in which the Western world now finds 
itself. ' 


465. 'Dear to Fascism are these plans which truly can only 
be carried out in a golden age of achievement—they are the 
physical manifestation of a new found spiritual harmony. ' 


466. 'Fascism demands of its followers that they shall above 
all else be prepared to live and to die heroically, that they 
Shall place belief in the heroic—ideal, far before concern for 
the individual corporeal life.’ 


467. 'The Fascist will create an international peace and 
understanding based on the firm pillars of nationalism, the 
only permanent peace, and will say along with the Spanish 
philosopher ‘Unanumo!' 


The Problem of Decadence 


The following are excerpts from ‘The Problem of 
Decadence’ 
by A. K. Chesterton 


468. 'Life and death, integration and disintegration—these 
are the eternal foes, between whose “fell, incensed points” 
the fate of the individual is forever being decided. And more 
than that, the fate of the nation and the fate of all mankind. ' 


469. 'One of the tragedies of the democratic drift is that 
profound truths may become ‘truisms’ without being 
incorporated in legislative action, especially those truths 
that require to be imaginatively perceived. ' 


470. ‘But, should millions of people be fighting a battle, no 
less desperate, against all the nameless armies. of 
decadence and ruin that threaten the spirit, (while) the 
politician can be trusted to observe nothing and therefor not 
to be diverted from his major business in life, which is 
service to his own career. Make him aware of the struggle 
and he will still go his own way, affirming that he is neither 
parson nor psychoanalyst. ' 


471. 'Members of the community stand or fall together, and 
when they fall only those continue who are parasitically 
adjusted to conditions of decay. (Such a_ state of 
conditioning has led many a civilization to disaster and 
many to their graves. HRM).' 


472. ‘At the present time when knowledge of the 
mainsprings of human action rapidly accumulates, it seems 
strange even in democratic countries that governments 
should be the last citadel to hold out against the onrush of 
important new ideas, and that a commercial age requiring a 
high level of specialization in each of its departments should 
relax its demand only in favor of the institutions technically 
entrusted with the supreme direction of affairs.' 


474. 'These institutions are retained as the last preserve of 
the amateur and the quack when they should be the 
meeting places of alert, progressive men and women 
dominated by a scientific outlook and profoundly informed 
by historical and psychological study.' 


475. 'When power passed from the Capitalist producer to 
the Finance-Capitalist the world came under the mastery of 
the parasite, and the parasite fears only the resurgence of 
the spirit with its scorn and its anger and with its implacable 
hostility to decay.’ 


476. ‘That is why there is no clamor for scientific 
government, but a determination that government shall be 
kept as inexpert and malleable as possible. (For) once 
positive direction were given to human affairs the earth 
would very soon become no fit place for the habitation of 
usurers who now hold the greater part of mankind in thrall.’ 


477. ‘Decadence, an affliction of the spirit, is a collective 
disease exactly as bubonic plague is a collective disease, 
and only by collective measures can it be fought.’ 


478. 'Here is to be found evidence of the more serious perils 
of decadence—in the general attitude of the community 
towards human beings who crown abnormality with laurel 
wreaths instead of lending their aid to the life force in its 
war against the spiritual death which threatens them and 
many another human being as well.’ 


479. ‘It is not that the bulk of the populace becomes 
contaminated in any physical sense, but that it becomes 
acquiescent in the spiritual sense; it attempts the 
atmosphere and repeats the jargon. Thus it lends its voice 
to the cry of “Liberty” without asking to what use their 
“Liberty” is being put and shouts for “Tolerance” without 
investigating the matters that may fairly be said to be 
intolerable. ' 


480. 'The individual has sought escape into a world of make- 
believe, Known technically as a world of fantasy and wish 
fulfillment. Then, as an inevitable consequence of each 
individuals attempt to evade reality there has been set up a 
neurosis which multiplied by millions has created a 
collective neurosis (or ‘mass psychosis) assailing entire 
nations. The astounding depravity of the press (and public 
media) represents this.’ 


481. 'The meaningless catch words and slogans, the 
advocacy of the ‘brave new world’ by human leeches 
sticking fanatically to the bad old order, the failure of the 
Conservatives to conserve, the inability of the Progressives 
to progress, the murder of the intellect by the intellectuals 
and above all the hanging, drawing and quartering of Peace 
by pacifists who in the frenzy of their hysteria howl and 
dance and shriek for war. All these things indicate 
something more than mental or spiritual stammer; they 
indicate a strongly entrenched neurosis which is the spirits 
cancer and the trumpeter of death.’ 


482. ‘Stupendous ingenuity and energy are expended to 
keep the people from contact with reality every day of the 
year, and all so the masters of the democratic-finance 
Capitalist world may have privacy for the garnering of their 
dividends and the exercising of their power.' 


483. 'The great mass of the citizens are deliberately barred 
from making any corporate attempt to solve their individual 
problems, because once that task were undertaken there 
would be a speedy end to the system of smash-and-grab 
Capitalism which oppresses them and the miasma which 
hangs over the world like a pall.’ 


484. 'The realities are driven everywhere underground, the 
result being intensified conflict between the dream-doped 
mind and the sharp actualities of life, a conflict that has led 
to wide-spread neurosis quivering on the verge of lunacy. 


The people in their agony cry louder than ever their familiar 
catch words, and wriggle further and further into the 
poisonous womb of their make-believe. Because the position 
is intolerable they seek refuge in the cult of toleration. 
Because chaos at home is unbearable they create chaos 
abroad.’ 


485. 'The lords of decadence (do al/ they can) in order to 
break down what remains of a healthy, virile nationalism 
that alone could check and defeat the_ international 
rampage of usury and the _ international crowning of 
(social/cultural/moral/ethical) decay.’ 


486. 'The arts decay; the theater languishes; honor is a 
memory. There is no ‘vision’. The people perish. And this 
because of their divorce from reality; their occupation of a 
Paradise of Fools. ' 


487. ‘Fascism, a realist creed, confronts this menacing 
problem by bringing the people back to reality, first of all by 
legislating for that profound need of man to work out his 
personal difficulties through direct contact with the social 
difficulties of his time.’ 


488. ‘Fascism, recognizes the human necessity to serve a 
social purpose and the fact that in a very real sense man 
lives only insofar as he is related to others—that his own 
specialized knowledge can give to society.' 


489. 'In the theoretical limitation of the individuals power 
Fascism in practice extends it illimitably by rescuing it from 
an impossibly large milieu and concentrating it upon the 
smaller field where he is able to walk with the sure tread of 
an expert—the field of his own special study. ' 


490. 'He is allowed at long last, the corporate activity which 
his souls health demands, by the simple expedient of being 
able to work upon the task of bringing order and decency 
into his own occupation, thereby functioning normally and 


realistically as a social being in a world where idealism and 
realism no longer spell antithesis.’ 


491. 'Herein is both the meaning and the mechanism of the 
Corporate State of Fascism—normal functioning which is the 
solvent of neurosis and the conqueror of (socia/) decay.’ 


Can Private Enterprise Survive? 


The following excerpts are from ‘Can Private 
Enterprise Survive?’ 
by James Larratt 


492. ‘Fascism, by the exclusion of goods that can be 
produced within the nation, and, as essential to an assured 
home market, increases purchasing power by higher wages 
throughout industry, so raising production and consumption 
together.' 


493. 'We make a just claim that much for which today we 
depend upon the foreigner for can be produced in this 
country, and that in helping the home producer we create a 
market for home produced goods that are today cut out of 
former export markets, now ‘industrialized’.' 


494. 'Short sighted critics of the Fascist case argue that a 
high-wage internal policy is incompatible with export trade. 
Such criticism is seen to be without foundation when it is 
considered that the higher rate of home production will 
enable high wages to be combined with relatively low prices 
by reason of the reduction in overhead charges, a position 
further strengthened through the control of distribution and 
selling prices by the Fascist Corporations of Industry.’ 


495. 'The immediate task is to raise wages without raising 
prices to an uneconomic level. Selling prices must be 


controlled within currency expansion, managed so as to 
prevent inflation. ' 


496. ‘Fascist planning will broadly divide business into two 
sections, the manufacture or distribution of articles for mass 
consumption, and the handling of more specialized goods. It 
is only along these lines of organization that the conflict 
between large and small firms can be ended and their 
respective interests reconciled.’ 


497. 'Under Fascism the trading functions of large and small 
firms will be clearly defined, so that the harmonious working 
of the whole in a planned expansion of markets may be 
achieved. ' 


498. 'We must preserve competition in efficiency and quality 
in production and service, which advance civilization; but 
end the unjust power of monopolistic finance, with the 
swollen profits, and the competition of wage-cutting and 
price cutting, which are anti-social.' 


499. 'A business has to create profit or cease to exist, but 
not the excessive profits that concentrate the earnings of 
industry in the hands of a small section of the community to 
the detriment of the nation as a whole. ' 


500. 'The spiritual urge of our Fascist Movement demands 
that Business shall exist to provide the highest standard of 
life that our power to produce can make possible. Such is 
our morality.’ 


501. 'Fascist industrial procedure is not one of taking money 
away from one section of the community and of giving it to 
another. Fascism will end class struggle which, carried to its 
logical conclusion would bring the horror of economic chaos 
and civil war.' 


502. 'Fascism is an objective system of economics without 
class bias. ' 


503. 'The exclusion of foreign goods which compete with our 
own production is an economic necessity today.' 


504. ‘Fascism alone challenges the system to which 
Conservatives and Socialists alike are subservient, the 
system of International Finance, the parasite that sucks the 
life blood of Western civilization. We are determined that the 
nation shall be freed from this materialist grasp, free to 
assert once again the spiritual values and go forward in 
unity in prosperity and in peace.’ 


Defense of Western Civilization 


Following excerpts are from ‘The Defense of Western 
Civilization’ 
by Arthur Reade 


505. 'A nation which ceases to think from its own roots is 
doomed. ' 


506. ‘It is through the control of money that the enemies of 
western civilization have established their over lordship. It is 
through the nations asserting or resuming their own control 
that this over lordship can be brought to an end. ' 


507. 'So long as the control of this vital matter remains in 
“international” hands, no nation can hope to be master of 
its own house. While the International Money Power pays 
the piper, the cabinets of the various nations will continue 
to play the International tune. ' 


508. 'The cardinal fact about the position and presence of 
foreign International finance within the Western nations is 
that the latter cannot harbor more than a certain number of 
them without danger of infection by Financial decadence 
and total political corruption. ' 


The Hope and the Glory

‘The reality today here, is a triumphant Capitalism that is 
mutating. Toward anarcho Capitalism where the nation-state 
becomes inoperative. The current domestic war is to build 
new power blocs and the criminal gangs are just that; they 
are building new states with armies territories, corrupt rules 
and creation of enemies of the social order, all under the 
predatory postulates of pure Capitalism.’ 


‘Their goal is to weaken the independent structures which 
still exist in the natural villages. Leading the people to be 
isolated consumers (and communities), satisfied in the 
basics so that they do not realize their required essentials. 
To reduce the cultural and social diversity in order to 
facilitate the creation of companies subject to international 
money sales. Among the apparent benefits of the current 
Capitalist model that are based on individualist so called 
‘civil liberties’ laws.’ 


‘Self management—solidarity—collaboration: Homeland is 
Shared space land and manicured nature and human 
community that is in communion. Culture is the soul and 
spirit of peoples. People are the sum of communities. 
Spirituality is the experience and the deep reflection of the 
meaning of life and the transcendent. Revolution is the clear 
and realistic conscience that the necessary will not be 
accepted by those who enjoy ‘privileges’. And this has to be 


confronted! This does not necessarily mean absolute 
violence. It means the construction of social, popular 
community alternatives.’ 


‘We will support faithfully the honest struggles of the 
people, to put an end to the injustices caused by the 
Capitalist. And, as a promise to the Mexican people, we will 
not give in!’ 

‘Facing the failure of economics imposed by the dogmatic 
Marxists and unable to manifest the economics of ‘free 
market’ to produce decent living conditions for the domestic 
population generally speaking, societies today wonder what 
could be a less catastrophic future. First thoughts are that 
the economy should contain a deep ethical vision and not 
only focus on the generation of utilities. Also that the 
present economy may not actually be ‘proactive’. We must 
have an accelerated diagnosis so a logical, sensible, and 
well planned process may be implemented. With correct 
parameters and a participation of all those involved.’ 


‘The proposal which we propose is a three ‘pole’ (or 
sectional level); the economy of the social community, or 
Sinarquista economy seeks to transcend and go beyond the 
dogmatism of classical Marxism (guided economy) and the 
current neoliberaism (free market and social economy).’ 


‘The legitimate State must transform its current approach 
to promotion almost strictly for the promotion of investment 
(with a ‘Grand Council for investment in economic planning 
towards benefit to the domestic social population). The 
National Sinarchist Union explains it thusly: We propose the 
creation of a National Council for economic planning who’s 
functions is a. To design and map out the needs and 
evaluate concrete measures for each particular situation. b. 
Develop alternatives to diversify the local economy 
according to its own culture and social conditions. c. 
Designing a policy system of generating resources for 
productive projects based upon the economic objective. This 


means that resources on the basis of a Plan shared both by 
community organizations, cooperatives, local, social and 
business entities will be considered. d. Facilitate and 
monitor commercial (community) companies, cooperatives, 
and entities of the whole for the solidarity of the overall 
economy. Such enterprises must create their own vision, 
strategies, and approaches (methods).’ 


‘However, if we set aside the radicalism of other times we 
can apply planning policies. ‘Planning’ is not synonymous 
with tyranny or a pathway towards autocracy, on the 
contrary, all planning to be successful requires the 
conscious and committed participation of those involved 
(not only the Government and its agencies, but, mainly and 
overpoweringly the workers and the citizens who are far 
more important than the wiles of the seated ‘government’. 
The problem arising in other times was for two reasons: 1. 
lack of knowledge of the basic principles of organization and 
administration, and 2. corruption precisely caused by the 
seated Governments insistence that ignorance, deliberately 
or not (be fomented throughout the community of citizens 
and the population in general). We see it quite clearly now 
as well’ 


‘The word ‘community refers to the common universal and 
average men and women precisely as it relates to the home 
and neighbors, the way that they generate their own 
families and their incomes, the creeds, beliefs and traditions 
Shared and their style of life and their social activities. The 
importance of learning to talk, live, work, coordination and 
resolve conflicts. Emmanuel Maunier’ called — this 
‘Personification’ as opposed to the disintegrating 
individualism. Freire called it ‘Comunitaeism’. In fact, Freire 
returns to Maunier and brings his postulation to maturity: 
the communitys ‘personalism’ and the community culture 
are part of the same process which Synarchism, as a social, 
political and cultural movement has tried to put theory into 


practice. To raise awareness of what we do in everyday life, 
create specific soaces where a climate for dialogue between 
human beings exchange of ideas and knowledge in a 
mature manner. Culture is the process whereby human 
beings are related to recovering and recognizing their 
Shared history; understanding their life and projecting a 
Shared future.’ 


‘Culture is forming networks among all communities aware 
that they created an extensive social network that becomes 
a ‘town’ (village, or small city). Symbols, myths, and 
legends are their social legacy which help and create 
cohesion of the Mexican people. But we have to create a 
critical conscience which will purify something which has 
prevented the full realization of the person that is conducive 
to search, research and adaptations of the total society; it is 
the basis of a healthy, dynamic, powerful culture: 
Mexicanism.’ 


‘But we start from a reality’. In the current social model a 
huge majority is marginalized, plundered, denied access to 
education, health, knowledge, decent income, and _ full 
(‘direct’ democratic) participation in decisions that concern 
them. Therefor, what we have is an enormous mass of 
citizens which is a crowd without organization and shared 
projects. That is why society is suffering violence and self 
destruction. Thus, the reconstruction of society has to start 
from the extreme basics: community relations and the 
building of an organized and conscious people to create a 
different political model which will establish a ‘planned 
economy’ that will strengthen community life on a local 
level (at first) and generate a virtuous circle.’ 


‘Ethics is building—education schools and family and the 
creation of spaces (places) where they can develop ethics 
and consistency. The role of the State is to promote and 
guarantee such free zones and allocate the appropriate 
physical spaces and to generate resources for proper 


research and academic application. The role of the 
grassroots movement is to promote consistency in their own 
organizational processes, well understood discipline and 
strength to establish correct actions and parameters.’ 


‘We are back to the basics free from demagogic 
radicalism.’ 


‘Ethics in the economy goes beyond clean business. It is 
through observance of rigid ethics that the basic rules of 
coexistence are realized and actuated so that a community 
can guarantee its members an adequate existence and a 
dignified life.’ 

‘Our program rejects both Marxism and dogmatic 
socialism and we say a resounding NO to monopolistic 
finance Capitalism. The proposal of the National Syndicalist 
Movement has been presented as an Integral economy, a 
Sinarquista economy. Calling for substantive amendments in 
the State, deep changes in the manner of ‘trade’ to 
generate businesses, fiscal frameworks, and above all an 
understanding that economic life must pass—the war 
against all policies of collaboration and large business 
partnerships. The evil is not the property. The bad is that 
few have access to it. We must real use either for utilitarian 
goods or for the means of production.’ 


An Interpretation of Fascism 


Following excerpts are from ‘An Interpretation of 
“Fascism”’ 
by Claud Sutton 


509. 'Fascism is not international as Communism is, in the 
sense of being a dogma to be thrust down the throat of 
every nation, regardless of its history and circumstances. It 
is rather a similarity of outlook which can be detected in 
various modern national movements, and which may be 


seen to emerge with a kind of necessity from the situations 
which nation and culture finds itself in at present.’ 


510. ‘Today the driving power of Liberal-Democracy has 
everywhere run down. Few people wholeheartedly believe in 
its slogans. Half its present day advocates are really 
Marxists. Their avowed end is ‘equal’ wealth for all 
(especially for themselves), and democracy merely a means 
to this. They fondly imagine that this end can be achieved 
by mere voting, without force, at lease in the not so distant 
future. The key note of Marxism is class war.' 


511. ‘Fascism has arisen out of the decay of Liberal- 
Democracy and the response to the menace of Marxism; it 
arose in response to an actual situation. Originally Fascism 
was a kind of instinctive reaction to the forces of disorder, 
materialism, crime, plutocracy, and cosmopolitanism.’ 


512. 'It conceives the nation as an organic unity of many 
different functional groups; each of these represents a 
certain unique contribution to the nation, with its own type 
of life which must be fostered.’ 


513. 'Moreover, Fascism conceives the nation, in the words 
of Burke, as “a partnership not only of the living, but of the 
living with the dead and with those that are yet unborn. ' 


514. ‘Fascism evidently must and does devote its chief 
efforts to strengthening the weakest links in the national 
chain, that is, in improving the conditions of those groups 
which are hardest pressed. ' 


515. “It cannot, however, admit equality between the idle 
and the active, between imaginative and routine work even 
as a far-off ideal. “Fascism affirms the immutable, 
beneficial, fruitful inequality of men”—Mussolini.' 


516. ‘There is nothing in Fascist nationalism which is 
incompatible with the well understood interests of other 


nations. Its foreign policy is based on the principle of 
minding one’s own business and being really ready to fight 
for certain well known vital interests and only these. It is 
naturally opposed to the democratic, equalitarian, and 
universalistic principles of the United Nations. It wants 
friendly cooperation with those coordinate nations with 
whom it actually has interests in common, based on the 
planned elimination of possible causes of friction. ' 


Corporate State or Crime State 


Following excerpts are from ‘Corporate State or 
Crime State’ 
by A. K. Chesterton 


517. 'Property demands general recognition of the need to 
respect property; life, an acknowledgment of the value of 
life. The nation survives only so long as the lowest common 
denominator of public opinion does not infringe the laws of 
Survival.’ 


518. ‘(As for ‘true’ criminality) we discover that while the 
criminal who steals a purse is sent to jail, the more 
dangerous criminal who throws the food of the people into 
the sea in order to raise the price of what remains is sent, 
very often to the House of Lords (or to Congress).' 


519. 'This brings us to a contemplation of the stark and 
rather hideous truth that, in its upper reaches at least, 
organized modern life is essentially a crime organization, 
and that its organizers and many others who accept the 
prevailing commercial precepts are themselves criminals. ' 


520. 'The same view will one day be universally held about 
war-scares, planned by armament firms, economic boycotts 
against friendly nations, the wholesale dissemination of lies 
by the Press, financial rackets, monopolist dictatorships, 


sharp commercial practices, all the bullying and bluffing and 
wrangling and lying and cutting of throats which go to make 
up pretty nearly the sum of human enterprise at the present 
time.’ 


521. 'When the social conscience finally catches up with 
these activities, those who persist in them will go to jail as 
will their friends who systematically mismanage_ public 
affairs in their interests. ' 


522. 'Life cannot indefinitely be sustained upon a system of 
economic brigandage and political chicanery: we come back 
to our analogy of the colony of thieves. ' 


523. 'At both ends of the scale the people are betrayed: the 
well-to-do are promised stability and presented with social 
disintegration; the poor are promised social (stability) and 
presented with a conspiracy on the part of their leaders to 
secure (i/nstability).' 


524. 'While dividends dwindle and wages fall, while millions 
go short of commodities which they desperately need 
because purchasing power is arbitrarily withheld from them, 
while government becomes ever more contemptible and 
ever more worthy of being ignominiously kicked from public 
life, while a mighty nation is handed over to dissolution. ' 


525. 'In this Fools Paradise it is not surprising to find that 
even the revolutionaries are only a sham, as full of 
bourgeois gullibility as the rest, their leaders as cowardly, as 
treacherous, as deeply compromised as the other leaders, 
and their remedial measures only (‘honey-pots).' 


526. 'Unless our people learn the lessons of cooperation and 
service they will fling away, not only what is finest in their 
dawning manhood, but with it the high destiny of their 
(innate ‘culturality’). Criminal societies cannot indefinitely 
endure or be endured. ' 


527. ‘Fascism sees clearly that the entire communal life of 
today is in the grip of economic (financialist) crooks who's 
crimes keep ahead of the law, who recognize that these 
crooks are protected at every turn by Congressional hacks 
through the organized betrayal of the electorate, and who 
are resolved that the tyranny exerted by both shall be 
Smashed no matter what personal sacrifices may be 
exacted from them in the ‘crusade’, and no matter how 
drastic the punishments required to enforce economic law 
and order upon the brigands who ride roughshod over the 
greater part of the world to satisfy their lust for gold (and 
power).' 


528. ‘Purchasing power must everywhere be increased, the 
demands of our own fellow countrymen met by the 
development of our own industries and of our own vast 
resources. Poverty must be replaced by plenty; and 
defeatism by a virile will to achieve. The Blackshirts are on 
the march. ' 


Left Wings 


Following excerpts are from ‘Left Wings’ by 
Wyndham Lewis 


529. 'Let me make this statement to the Fascist at large. You 
stand today where Socialism stood yesterday—for the Poor 
against the Rich. You do not stand against (private) 
property; you are reproached for that, but you should in fact 
be congratulated upon it. For today it is the Rich who are 
against property since money has merged into power.' 


530. 'You as a Fascist stand for the small trader against the 
chain-store; for the peasant against the usurer; for the 
nation great or small against the super-state; for personal 
business against Big Business; for the craftsman against the 


Machine; for the creator against the middleman; for all that 
prospers by individual effort and creative toil, against all 
that prospers in the abstract air of High Finance (capitalism) 
or of the theoretic ballyhoo of Internationalism.' 


531. 'As Fascists, you stand upright for all that is right. You 
fight for the elderly, the handicapped, those who are 
disabled from extreme physical labor, for the jobless worker, 
for those who are mentally retarded, for the citizens right 
against personal victimization by violent criminals, for 
honesty in government, for everything that makes living 
worth while. Freedom to speak your mind, for the right to 
make your own choices!’

The Political and Social Doctrine of 
Fascism 


The following is from ‘The Political and Social 
Doctrine of Fascism’ by Benito Mussolini with 
comments by HRM 
Published 1932 by Signor Benito Mussolini 


532. ‘Fascism was not the nursling of a doctrine worked-out 
before hand with detailed elaboration: it was born of the 
need for action and it was itself from the beginning practical 
rather than theoretical; in opposition to all political parties 
as such, and itself a living movement.’ 


533 Fascism Is the result of a free humanity expressing itself 
toward its own survival and advancement. HRM 


534. 'If one were to research the records he would find: ‘the 
Fasci del combattimento’ were constituted, one would there 
find no ordered expression of doctrine, but a series of 
aphorisms, anticipations, and aspirations which, when 
refined from time from the original ore, were destined after 
some years to develop into an ordered series of doctrinal 
concepts, forming the Fascist political doctrine—differing 
from all others either from the past or the present day.’ 


535. 'The Fascist political doctrine is different from all others 
either of the past or of the present day. ' 


536. 'There was battle that had to be fought in the towns 
and villages—there was much discussion, but—what was 
more important and more sacred, men died. Thus, Fascist 
thought armed itself' 


537. 'Fascism is now a completely individual thing, not only 
as a regime but as a doctrine. And, this means that today 
Fascism, exercising its critical sense upon itself and upon 
others, has formed its own distinct and peculiar point of 
view, to which it can refer and upon which, therefore, it can 
act in the face of all problems, practical or intellectual which 
confront the world. ' 


538. 'The anti-Pacifist spirit carried by Fascism even into the 
life of the individual; the proud motto of the Squadrista, “Me 
ne frago’ (/ do not fear), written on the bandage of the 
wound is an act of philosophy not only stoic, the summary 
of a doctrine not only political—it is the education to 
(struggle), the acceptance of the risks that combat implies 
and a new way Of life.’ 


539. ‘Fascism repudiates any universal embrace, and in 
order to live worthily in the community of civilized peoples 
watches its contemporaries with vigilant eyes, takes good 
note of their state of mind and in the changing trend of their 
interests does not allow itself to be deceived by temporary 
and fallacious appearances. ' 


540. 'Fascism now and always believes in holiness and 
heroism; that is to say, in actions influenced by no economic 
motive, direct or indirect. And if the economic conception of 
history be denied, according to the theory that men are no 
more than puppets, carried to and fro by the waves of 
chance, while the real directing forces are out of their 
control, it follows that the existence of an unchangeable and 
unchanging class-war is also denied—the natural progeny of 
the economic conception of history.’ 


541. 'And above all Fascism denies that class-war can be the 
preponderant force in the transformation of society.' 


542. 'Fascism repudiates the concept of economic happiness 
to be realized by (Marxian) Socialism—Fascism denies the 


materialist conception of happiness as a possibility, and 
abandons it to its inventors, the economists of the first half 
of the nineteenth century; that is to say, Fascism denies the 
validity of the equation, well-being = happiness, which 
would reduce men to the level of animals caring for one 
thing only—to be fat and well fed—and would thus degrade 
humanity to a purely physical existence. ' 


543. ‘Fascism combats the whole complex system of 
democratic ideology and repudiates it whether in_ its 
theoretical premises or in its practical application. Fascism 
denies that the majority can direct human society; it denies 
that numbers alone can govern by means of a periodical 
consultation, and it affirms the immutable, beneficial, and 
fruitful inequality of mankind, which can never be 
permanently leveled through the mere operation of a 
mechanical process such as universal suffrage.’ 


544. ‘Fascism supersede the antithesis monarchy or 
republicanism, while democracy still tarries beneath the 
domination of this idea, forever pointing out the 
insufficiency of the first and forever the praising of the 
second as the perfect regime. ' 


545. ‘Fascism denies, in democracy (representative- 
republicanist), the absurd conventional untruth of political 
equality dressed out in the garb of collective irresponsibility 
and the myth of “happiness” and indefinite progress. But, if 
democracy may be conceived in diverse forms—that is to 
say, taking democracy to mean a state of society in which 
the populace are not reduced to impotence in the State— 
Fascism may write itself down as “an organized, centralized 
and authoritative democracy.”' 


546. ‘Fascism has taken up an attitude of complete 
opposition to the doctrines of Liberalism, both in the 
political field and in the field of economics. ' 


547. 'A doctrine then must be no mere exercise in words, 
but a living act; and thus the value of Fascism lies in the fact 
that it is veined with pragmatism, but at the same time has 
a will to exist and a will to power, a firm front in face of the 
reality of violence. 


548. 'The foundation of Fascism is the conception of the 
State, its character, its duty, and its aim. Fascism conceives 
of the State as an absolute, in comparison with which all 
individuals or groups are relative, only to be conceived of in 
their relation to the State. The Fascist State is_ itself 
conscious and has itself a will and a personality, thus it may 
be called the “ethic’ State. ' 


549. 'For us Fascists the State is not merely a guardian 
preoccupied solely with the duty of assuring the personal 
safety of the citizens; nor is it an organization with purely 
material aims, such as to guarantee a certain level of well- 
being and peaceful conditions of life;—nor is it a purely 
political creation, divorced from all contact with the complex 
material reality which makes up the life of the individual and 
the life of the people as a whole.’ 


550. 'The State, as conceived and created by Fascism is a 
spiritual and moral fact in itself since, its political, juridical, 
and economic organization of the nation is a concrete thing: 
and such an organization must be in its origins and 
development a manifestation of the spirit.’ 


551. 'The State is the guarantor of security both internal and 
external, but it is also the custodian and transmitter of the 
spirit of the people as it has grown up through the centuries 
in language, in customs, and in faith. And the State is not 
only a living reality of the present, it is also linked with the 
past and above all with the future, and thus transcending 
the brief limits of individual life, it represents the immanent 
Spirit of the nation.’ 


552. ‘It is the State which educates its citizens in civic 
virtue, gives them a consciousness of their mission and 
welds them into unity; harmonizing their various interests 
through justice, and transmitting to future generations the 
mental conquests of science, of art, of law and the solidarity 
of humanity.’ 


553. 'Of such gigantic importance is the (people’s) State. It 
is the force which alone can provide a solution to the 
dramatic contradictions of (rampant Financial Capitalism, 
and that state of affairs which we call ‘the crisis’ can only be 
dealt with by the State, as between other States.’ 


554. 'The Fascist State is unique and an original creation. It 
is not reactionary but revolutionary in that it anticipates the 
solution of the universal political problems which elsewhere 
have to be settled in the political field by the rivalry of 
(political factions and) Parties, the excessive power of the 
Parliamentary regime and the irresponsibility of political 
assemblies; while it meets the problems of the economic 
field by a system of syndicalism which is continually 
increasing in importance as much in the sphere of labor as 
in industry; and in the moral field enforces order, discipline 
and obedience to that which is the determined moral code 
of the country.' 


555. 'Fascism desires the State (nation) to be a strong and 
organic body, at the same time reposing upon broad and 
popular support.’ 


556. 'The Fascist State draws into itself even the economic 
activities of the nation, and through the corporative social 
and educational institutions created by it, its influence 
reaches every aspect of the national life and includes, 
framed in their respective organizations, all the political, 
economic, and spiritual forces of the nation. ' 


557. 'The individual in the Fascist State is not annulled but 
rather multiplied just in the same way that a soldier in a 
regiment is not diminished but rather increased by the 
number of his comrades. ' 


558. 'The Fascist State organizes the nation, but leaves a 
sufficient margin of liberty to the individual; the latter is 
deprived of all useless and possibly harmful freedom, but 
retains what is essential; the deciding power in this question 
cannot be the individual but the (national people’s) State 
alone.’ 


559. 'The Fascist State is not indifferent to the fact of 
religion in general, or to that particular and positive faith 
which is (Christianity). The (Fascist) State professes no 
theology, but a morality, and in the Fascist State religion is 
considered as one of the deepest manifestations of the spirit 
of man; thus it is not only respected but defended and 
protected. ' 


560. 'The Fascist State has never tried to create its own 
God,—nor does it seek to obliterate religion from the hearts 
of men as does Bolshevism. Fascism respects the God of the 
ascetics, the saints, and heroes, and especially God as He is 
perceived and worshiped by (the people in general).' 


561. 'The Fascist State is an embodied will to power and 
government, an ideal of force in action. According to 
Fascism, government is not a thing to be expressed in 
territorial and military terms, but in terms of morality and 
the spirit.’ 


562. 'Fascism is the doctrine best adapted to represent the 
tendencies and the aspirations of a people. For if a doctrine 
must be a living thing this is proved by the fact that Fascism 
has created a living faith; and that this faith is very powerful 
in the minds of men is demonstrated by those who have 
suffered and died for it. Fascism has henceforth in the world 


the universality of all those doctrines which, in realizing 
themselves, have represented a stage in the history of the 
human spirit.’ 


The following are quotes and paraphrases from 
‘My Autobiography’ by Benito Mussolini 
Published 1933—London by Signor Benito Mussolini 
along with updating and commentary by H.R. Morgan 


563. ‘Tremendous chaos has given birth to the dissolving 
intellectual skepticism from which has sprang the 
philosophy of realities.’ 


564. 'We observe strange tendencies in our political world. 
Evil activities are perceived now at hand; governmental 
corruption and international interferences in the affairs of 
other countries, formerly friendly with our nation, are 
deliberately overthrown for no apparent reasons. This needs 
to be exposed and suppressed; it is cloaked under the 
appearance of ‘humanitarianism’ but is in reality the 
destruction of the foreign governments that have 
maintained order that the monster of International Financial 
Capitalism may prosper to the extreme detriment of the 
people of both these nations and the people here in our own 
borders.' B.M/HRM 


565. 'This crisis was sufficient to inspire many great men 
still under the influence of antiquated and_ rusted 
democratic ideas to start (again) discussions about the 
‘problems’ of racial differences (which only serves to 
polarize society rather than to achieve the unity Fascism 
seeks). They always tended to favor our worst (foreign) 
enemies. The spirit of our nationalism was attacked and 
dwarfed by sophisticated and pernicious applications of 
sentiment, irritating to our deepest feelings and to our 
legitimate susceptibilities. Voices began to say that every 


time the nation was on the verge of living its hour of joy, 
(peace), glory, and victory there were always those who 
soiled the moment.’ 


566. ‘Politicians and philosophers, profiteers and losers—for 
at least many have lost their illusions—sharks trying to save 
themselves; promoters of war trying to be pardoned; 
demagogues seeking popularity; spies and instigators of 
trouble waiting for the price of their treason; agents paid by 
foreign money in a few months throw the nation into an 
awful spiritual crisis. | (see) before me the gathering dusk of 
our end as a nation and as a people.’ 


567. 'As to internal politics,—a strong government would 
quickly put in order the (Marxian and Liberal) Socialists and 
the Anarchists, the decadents, (deviants), and wreckers and 
the instigators of disorder (and _ social/political/cultural 
corruption)\—(along with unattended-to criminality). We 
know their soul. It has always been the same at all times, in 
all ages—it is the spirit of coward wolves and ferocious 
sheep.’ 


568. 'This is an evidence of the deep mire in which all the 
classes of the population (are) sinking, especially those 
belonging to the ‘populari’. As such a (debased social 
visualization) proceeds through the streets the bourgeois 
(and the majority of common people close their eyes and 
ears to its din); there are eyes closing with the weariness of 
anxiety and fear. Naturally enough the revolutionists 
observing their effects puff up with new braggart triumph. 
Not a single force, ‘Interventionists’ (or vigilantes) set foot in 
the street to stop the irresponsible.’ 


569. 'If (such) opposition—is now a pretext for a (socially) 
ignoble doubt, then we, who are not ashamed to have been 
‘Interventionist’ (vigilance committeemen), but can feel the 
glory of our position will shout to the heavens “Stand back! 
You jackals!” 


570. 'It is necessary to organize our resistance, to take care 
in discussions of international character, to strengthen our 
position on the front of internal politics, to be guarded from 
false friends, to fight false pacifists and to confound the 
false humanitarians. We have to make general assault upon 
all that bundle of various degenerate tendencies, diverse in 
their appearance but absolutely identical in their utter 
failure to understand the logical and absolute meaning of 
our victory.’ 


571. ‘(And so,) Fascism must assume the characteristic of 
being anti-Party. It is not to be tied to ‘old’ or ‘new’ schools 
of any kind.’ 


572. ‘It is necessary to imagine a wholly new political 
conception, adequate to the living reality of the 20°. (21*.) 
century, overcoming at the same time the _ ideological 
worship of liberalism, the limited horizons of spent and 
exhausted (representative) democracies, and finally the 
violently (quasi-) Utopian spirit of Bolshevism (Communism). 
—lIt is necessary to lay the foundation of a new civilization.’ 


573. 'The second declaration pledged the Fascisti of Combat 
to oppose themselves to the Imperialism (whether economic 
or military) of any other countries damaging to our nation. It 
(affirms) the necessity to complete the stability of our 
frontiers. The third declaration spoke of the elections.; The 
Fasci de Combattimento pledged themselves to fight with all 
their means the candidates that were ‘milk and water’ 
countrymen, to whatever Party they belonged.’ 


574. 'Finally,—the organization that would be adapted to the 
new movement did not favor any bureaucratic cut and dried 
organization. It was thought wise that in every big town the 
correspondent should be the organizer of a section of the 
Fasci de Combatimento, with the idea that each group 
should become a center of Fascist ideals, work, and action. 


The central committee was formed to guide the whole 
movement.’ 


575. 'A “quelque chose malheur est bon a mattre un sot a la 
raison”; 'For one thing is misfortune good, to bring a fool to 
reason.”" 


576. ‘Through newspaper propaganda (on/y) or by example 
we should never attain any great successes. It is necessary 
to beat the violent adversary on the battle-field of violence.’ 


577. 'The nation will be saved by one historic agency—in an 
imperfect world, sometimes inevitable still—righteous force. ' 


578. ‘Our (representative) democracy of yesterdays has 
died; its testament has been read; it has bequeathed us 
nothing but chaos. ' 


579. ‘In certain contingencies violence has a deep moral 
Significance. There is no solid modern or national unity.’ 


580. 'It is time to give necessary timely genial recognition of 
chivalrous violence. The only strait road is to beat the 
violent forces of evil on the very ground they have chosen. ' 


581. 'We shall meet and destroy the social-communist 
spiders which in their web of foolishness and ignorance 
were exterminating every life germ of our people. Wherever 
popped up a vexation, a ransom, a case of blackmail, an 
extortion, a disorder, a reprisal—there will gather the Fascist 
Squads of Action. The Blackshirt—symbol of truth and 
hardihood, is our uniform of war. And to this we say: “Give 
us our Blackshirts for our ‘winding sheets (for the graves)'”. 


582. 'From these general premises it follows that the Fasc/ 
de Combattimento should ask: 


That the treaties of peace be re-examined and modified in 
parts which are revealed as inapplicable or the application 


of which can be a source of hatred and incentive to new 
Wars.’ 


The gradual disengagement of our nation from the group 
of the Occidental Plutocratic nations by the development 
of our productive forces at home. ' 


583. 'By its fatiguing work, Fascism is preparing men of 
spirit suited to the task of an immanent tomorrow—that of 
ruling the Nation. ‘already in germination through all these 
affirmations, there is growing the definite intention of 
preparing by legal action, as well as by violence, for the 
conquest of power.’ 


584. ‘Asserting that Fascism, by getting away from the 
‘parliamentary’—(political) “majority”, has accomplished a 
gesture of high political and moral (ethica/) modesty—lt is 
impossible to be part of the ‘majority’—and at the same 
time act outside as Fascism is now forced to act.' 


585. 'Fascism will make its own decisions. ' 


586. 'The Fascists are silently preparing the yeast and the 
bread, the will and the weapons for an insurrection (in favor) 
of national dignity.’ 


587. ‘In the trial of strength, however successful, the 
enemies of our nation will be taken with convulsions. They 
tossed responsibilities back and forth in foolish oratorical 
and literary battles. The life of the people will come back to 
a normal rhythm Fascism will reveal a profound strength, 
one able to dominate our nation of tomorrow, not only in the 
sense of mere force, but in determination, fundamental 
wisdom, character and unselfish patriotism. ' 


588. 'We are preparing every minute the details of the 
conquest of (the minds of the people) and of power. We 


certainly are not moved by any mirage of ‘personal’ power, 
nor by any other allurement, nor by any desire for 
egotistical political domination.’ HRM 


589. 'Fascism has a vision of life which is altruistic. We have 
(long ago) groped in the standard for theories, but we 
groped not (only) to relieve ourselves, but to bring 
something to others. We have fought but not to our 
advantage, indirect or immediate. We have aimed for the 
Supreme advantages for our nation. We desire finally that 
Fascism should rule the nation for her glory and for her good 
fortune.’ 


590. 'Our propaganda, without attracting too much attention 
from outsiders and from our enemies, must become the 
headquarters of the spiritual and material preparation for 
the March on the Capitol.’ 


591. 'We have defined the ultimate goal of Fascism. It is 
candidly stated. It is the conquest of (politica!) power. We 
don’t want to ingratiate ourselves with the masses. We have 
always spoken with naked candor and even with brutality to 
the multitudes. That is a_ distinct contrast to the 
contemptible courtship made for their favor by the political 
parties of every time and every land.’ 


592. '(So, visit) four cities. So different and so far one from 
the other, and we see the same light! (We’// be standing 
among) the honest, the good, the pure, the sincere soul of 
our nations people.—And so we have finally come to the sad 
sunset of Liberalism, and to the Fascist-dawn of a new 
(invigored) nation. ' 


593. ‘Having completed our survey and estimate of 
conditions in the provinces, having listened to the reports of 
the various chiefs of the Black Shirts, having selected the 
plans of action and having determined in a general way 
upon the most favorable moment, we will call together the 


chiefs of the Fascist movement, and of the Squadristi of 
Action and various others, someone (awaiting the appointed 
moment when our leadership)—suggests the mobilization of 
the Black Shirts.’ 


594. 'It is necessary to give our movement the advantage of 
Opportunity and to make it spark and detonate. It is 
necessary to weigh, besides the militant aspects, the 
political effects and values. We have to consider, finally, the 
painful possibility of a violent suppression, or a failure 
spreading from some slip to all of our plans. We are obliged 
to determine beforehand all the hows and whens, the 
details and the means, with what men and with what aims 
the Fascist assault could most wisely be launched. ' 


595. 'The Fascist great congress (Fascist Grand Council), 
with its display of discipline and of speech-making serving 
to hide the beginnings of the real mobilization. At a fixed 
moment the Squads of Action of all the nation are to be at 
arms. They will have to occupy all the nerve centers—the 
cities, and the post offices, and the prefectures, police 
headquarters, transportation stations and military barracks.’ 


596. 'Detachments of Fascists are to march along—led by 
chiefs. That plan requires that we must free the Capitol of 
social-communists and the traitors of Congress in their 
domination. From the middle of the country the squadrons 
already mobilized are to be directed toward the national 
Capitol. The moment the Fascist mobilization and campaign 
is decided and actually begins operation martial law and the 
stern rules for privates and officers are to be enforced. ' 


597. 'But suddenly when we know that everything is ready, 
we will issue by means of independent publications and 
through the correspondents of news’ papers’ the 
proclamation of revolution. ' 


598. ‘Fascism renews its highest homage to the army; 
Fascism, furthermore, does not march against the police, 
but against a political class both cowardly and imbecile, 
which for many years has not been able to give a 
Government to the Nation (that is of the nation).' 


599. 'Fascism wants to impose nothing more than order and 
discipline upon the nation and to help to raise the strength 
which will renew progress and prosperity (to the civilian 
population). The people who work in the fields and in the 
factories, those who work in the railroads and in the offices 
have nothing to fear from a Fascist government. Their just 
rights will be protected. We will even be generous with 
unarmed adversaries.’ 


600. 'Fascism draws its sword to cut the knots; only one 
impulse sends us on, that only one passion burns within us, 
the impulse and the passion to contribute to the safety and 
greatness of our country. ' 


601. ‘It is time to change not only the direction of the 
Government, but also of the entirety of national life. There is 
no question of a struggle of Parties in Congress,—but here is 
a question—we want to know if we the people are able to 
live an autonomous life or are to be slaves of our own 
weakness, not only toward foreign nations, but also in our 
own affairs.—We will fulfill the traditions of our country. It 
will not die in a compromise. ' 


602. 'Anyone can see that in all events, even in solemn 
events, the grotesque and ludicrous are always to be found, 
and sometimes prosper under the very shadow of great and 
tragic happenings.—So, Fascism under arms will dominate 
the centers of national life, it has a very well defined aim, it 
follows deliberately an extra-military path and it can not 
allow its victory to be mutilated or adulterated in such a 
manner. That was our exact answer to the mediators of a 


union between the national Right-wing and Fascism. No 
compromise!’ 


603. 'But the (social political) ascetics and the adventurers 
are a dead burden. The first would like to see overnight a 
perfect humanity, without faults. They do not understand 
that there is no Revolution that can change the nature of 
men. (Fascism, in action, does change the character and 
spirit of men. HRM)’ 


604. 'We have discarded the idea of a Fascist dictatorship 
because we want to give the country the impression of a 
normal life free of the selfish exclusiveness of a (purely 
political) Party. That sense of instinct for equilibrium 
accompanies us fortunately in the gravest, the most 
strenuous, and the most critical moments. We decide then, 
after having weighed everything, to compose a ministry of 
(popular) nationalist character.’ 


605. 'Among the ‘popular’ and Social Democrats we shall 
select those who give promise of national spirit and who did 
not (and wil! not) intrigue with subversive liberalist (forms of 
‘oseudo-’) populism or with socialism. ' 


606. ‘It is necessary to recognize all civil life without 
forgetting the basic need of a Supervisory force. It is 
necessary to give order to political economy, to the schools, 
to our military strength. It is necessary to abolish double 
functions, to reduce bureaucracy, to improve _ public 
services. It is necessary to check the corrosion and erosion 
of criticism by the remnants of the old political parties. We 
have to fight external attacks. We have to refine and 
improve Fascism. We need to divide and floor the enemies. 
We see the vision that in every respect work to improve and 
to give tone to all the manners and customs of National 
Political life.’ 


607. 'Fascism is a unit; it cannot have varying tendencies 
and trends, as it cannot have two leaders on any one level 
of organization. There is a hierarchy; the foundation is the 
Black Shirts and on the summit is the Chief, who is only 
one.’ 


608. 'This is our synthesis: let (the corrupted) Parties die 
and the country be saved.’ 


609. 'A new sense of justice, of serious purpose, of harmony 
and concord guides the destinies of all the peoples and 
classes of the nation. There will be neither vexations nor 
violence, but there will be exaltation of what is good and 
exaltation of the virtue of (soci/a/) heroism. In every class, 
among all citizens, nothing shall be done against the Fascist 
state, nothing will be done outside the state. ' 


610. 'Many have finally opened their eyes to the serene and 
severe truth; our people are going to feel themselves of one 
fraternity in a great work of justice. The sense of duty, the 
necessity of action, the manner of civil life shall mark an 
intense reawakening. The old Parties will become forever 
dead. In Fascism politics is fused into a living moral reality; 
it is a faith. It is one of those spiritual forces which 
renovates the history of great and enduring peoples. ' 


611. '(A universally true statement relating equally to all our 
lives:) He that looks back over his shoulder toward those 
who lag and those who lie is a waster; without recording the 
steps we have taken in the general march of civilization, 
that we call up one after another the recollection of our 
recent battles over measures which submerge men, over 
policies which bury, under their simplicity and weight 
everything else we might have loved. ' 


612. 'We think of all of them in terms of utter simplicity, 
Stripped of complex phrases. We have seen the futility of 
those who endlessly speak streams of words. These words 


are like armies enlisted to go away forever into the night, 
never to return from a campaign in which the enemies are 
compromise of principle, and cowardice, inaction, and 
idealism without realism. ' 


613. 'There are those, no doubt, who regard us or have once 
regarded us as an enemy to the peace of the world. To them 
there is nothing to say unless it be to recommend 
Mussolini’s Autobiography to them for careful reading. The 
record of facts is worth more than the accusation of fools.' 


614. 'From the first, we wanted to renovate from the top to 
the bottom the foreign policy of the nation. Let it be 
remembered always that we were fully conscious of the 
history and the economic and spiritual possibilities of our 
country in its relation to the world.’ 


615. ‘But truth usually comes behind any simple, clear 
policy and overcomes the obliquity, the conventional 
mentality, the spirit of opportunism, and the lie barking 
(‘barking liars’) of yesterdays. ' 


616. 'Our ‘Representatives’ abroad were sometimes shown 
to have a cold, isolated, autonomous life, far removed from 
their primary duties toward their country. (Domestic 
legislative representatives have also fallen in such a filthy 
mire.)' 


617. 'We have always said that treaties must always be 
carried out. But treaties are not eternal nor irreparable. We 
cannot allow ourselves a plan of insane altruism or one of 
complete subservience to the plans of the other peoples. 
Ours is then a policy of (nationa/) autonomy. It shall be firm 
and severe. ' 


618. 'We are idealists in the sense that we endeavor to 
make and keep peace by building and maintaining brick by 
brick, stone by stone, a structure of peace founded on 
realities rather than on ‘dreams’ and visionary plans. We 


have insisted upon being strong, but we have labored to be 
generous. ' 


619. 'The nation has accorded the greatest hospitality to all 
those who for business, for religious faith, for pleasure and 
even for curiosity have wanted to visit our soil. Our people 
are taught to show appropriate respect for foreign 
representatives in our country; it is never admissible, in 
face, for diplomatic controversies to be twisted or troubled 
by angry public demonstrations against embassies or 
consulates. Such disorders belong to an ‘old democratic’ 
habit which Fascism has clearly outgrown. ' 


620. 'There have been delicate moments in national affairs 
during which resentment and protest might easily have 
been (and has been) exhibited. We have always held these 
protests within the limits of Fascist dignity, though often 
they have been exaggerated in the foreign press. This is no 
Slight undertaking even for those who have imposed upon 
themselves the task of giving order, safety and discipline to 
the general people of the Nation. ' 


621. ‘The foreign policy of our nation must be simple, 
understandable, and must rest on these points: 


First, Fascism promotes a policy of peace. It is not 
founded upon words, gestures, and mere paper 
transactions, but comes from the elevated National 
prestige and from a whole network of agreements and 
treaties which cement harmony between peoples. 


Second, We have not made any specific alliances with 
the great powers. Instead, we have negotiated a series of 
treaties which show a clear and decisive will to assure our 
Nation a prosperity in its relations with all nations, 
especially with those of great historical importance, such 
as England. ' 


622. ‘(Within the populace of our Nation) There are many 
demands due and waiting (for resolution): necessity has 
turned the printing presses to the production of new paper 
money, driving down and down further the value of the 
national currency. An irresponsible and demagogic policy 
has been followed, which has brought about complex 
makeshifts. These have not only affected the soundness of 
the sitting governments budget, but also is undermining all 
our economic life and the whole efficiency of the state.’ 


623. 'We have to deal a smashing blow to useless 
expenditures (such as ‘foreign “lending”’), and to those 
politicians who sought undeserved tribute from the Treasury. 
We have to ‘rake-up’ wealthy and corporate tax slackers. We 
have to establish severest economy in every branch of state 
administration (without taking away one single cent from 
retirement funds, and assure the fullest monetary and 
health benefits for the citizens here who are elderly, 
handicapped, crippled, mentally ill or psychologically 
diseased essentially those citizens incapable of physical 
labor). We have to put a break on the endless increase of 
state employees. Furthermore, the obligation of settling our 
debts to foreign powers even now stares us all in the face. 
Even if our resources are currently limited, this supreme act 
of wisdom and honesty has got to be performed. ' 


624. 'Before launching a policy of severe economy. We shall 
compassionately do full justice to the aforesaid invalids, we 
Shall fix the system with those special privileges without 
regard to economy (as these are the only funds the state 
and government actually spends on its own citizens; we will 
allocate more than enough public funds for the comfortable 
well-being and living standards for these people who are our 
brothers and sisters, our fathers and mothers, grand parents 
and children). The obligations which the state will assume 
for orphans and for impoverished widows, yes, and again 


emphatically—yes! After having repaired in this way a cruel 
wrong, and fulfilled a duty toward those who have given 
their lives and blood and health to the country, it is easy for 
us to strike at certain forms of exaggerated and sudden 
wealth derived from wars and internationalism’s financial 
Capitalism. There is no doubt that we will be very harsh in 
this matter. But, why not? These unjust pocket-book 
privileges represent an offense against all citizens who are 
and have suffered, not only in misery and death, but also in 
loss of money and their own property.' 


625. 'Fascism tries to promote individual production to the 
greatest degree. We have to respect honestly accumulated 
wealth and make everybody understand the value, not only 
economic but also moral, of inheritance transmitted to 
families. Because of this, because we have approved a tax 
reform of great importance, Fascism restores many basic 
rights, such as the right of succession. ' 


626. ‘Fascism and Fascist Doctrine—and ideology makes it 
clear that we shall never approve subjecting inheritance to 
taxation, which in recent decades has assumed a Socialistic 
character of ‘expropriation’. Interference with succession 
strikes a devastating blow at the institution of the family. 


627. ‘Fascism considers that the cornerstone of all 
governmental policies is a wise and strong financial policy.' 


628. 'We have to review the situation of many a corporation 
and industry. Generally, this includes all those industries 
which were quotes on the stock exchange. ' 


629. ‘It is inconceivable that an orderly quiet disciplined 
state which has no public agitation as a liability and which 
works with tenacity, faith, and pride, should abandon those 
wholesome forces and assets to the mercy of ‘shark- 
speculators’ and parasites eager to enrich themselves of the 
depreciation of the National currency, those ready to accept 


willingly or even to quicken a general bankruptcy so as not 
to be obliged to settle their private (and business) debts, or 
to face their obligations toward depositors in their banks.’ 


630. 'Amid the innovations and experiments of the new 
Fascist civilization, there is one which is of interest to the 
whole world; it is the corporative organization of the State.’ 


631. ‘Practical reality itself has been the navigator. First of 
all, we must remember that the cooperative organization 
was not born from a desire to create more juridical 
institutions; in our opinion it grew out of the special 
necessities of the people’s situation in particular, and out of 
those necessities which would be general in any situation 
where there is economic restriction and where traditions of 
work and production have not yet been developed by 
experience and time. ' 


633. 'Opposed to the directing middle class, there is another 
class which we will call proletarian. It was influenced by 
Socialists and anarchists, in an eternal and never ending 
struggle with the directing class.’ 


634. 'Let us add that the discipline that we will impose is not 
a forced discipline; it is not born of preconceived ideas, does 
not obey the selfish interests of groups and of classes. Our 
discipline has only one vision and one end—the welfare and 
the good name of our people here in one nation.’ 


635. 'Fascism has ratified the laws for the eight hour day, of 
obligatory insurance, for regulation of the work of women 
and children, for assistance and benefit, for after work 
diversion and for adult education. And, finally for obligatory 
insurance for disease, illness, and  physical-mental 
disabilities.’ (Note: All this was accomplished before the 
year 1928—HRM) 


636. ‘All that it is possible to do without working an injury to 
the principle of solidarity in our economy; Fascism will 


insulate by setting out to do, from the minimum wage to the 
continuity of employment, from insurance against accidents 
to indemnity against illness, from old age pensions to the 
regulation of military service. There is little which social 
welfare research has adjudged practical to _ national 
economy or wise for social happiness which has not already 
been advanced by us. We want to give to every man and 
woman so generous an opportunity that work will be not a 
painful necessity, but a joy of life. But even such a complex 
program cannot be said to equal the creation of the 
corporative system. Nor can the latter equal something 
even larger.’ 


637. ‘Beyond the corporative system, beyond the states 
labors, is Fascism, harmonizer and dominator of popular 
social life standing ever as its inspiration of life.’ 


638. 'In 1923, some months after the march on Rome, we 
insisted on the ratification of the law for an eight hour 
(work) day. All the masses which had been a friend in the 
legislative policy of Fascism gave their approval to national 
syndicalism. Instead of the old professional syndicates we 
substituted Fascist corporations. ' 


639. 'At a meeting of December 19, 1923, we had occasion 
to affirm that: “Peace within is primarily a task of 
government. The government has a clear outline of conduct. 
Public order must never be troubled for any reason 
whatsoever. That is the political side. But there is also the 
economic side; it is one of collaboration. There are other 
problems such as that of exportation. We remind the 
national industries of these principles. Until now it has been 
too individualistic. The old system and old ways must be 
abandoned. ' 


640. ‘Over all conflicts of human and legitimate interests, 
there is the authority of the government; the government 
alone is in the right position to see things from the point of 


view of the general welfare. A Fascist government is not at 
the disposition of this man or that man; it is over everybody, 
because it takes to itself the juridical conscience of the 
nation in the present, but also all that the nation represents 
for the future. The Fascist government will show that it 
values at the highest the productive strength of the nation. 
A government which follows these principles has the right to 
be listened to by everyone. It has a task to fulfill It will do it. 
It will do it inexorably for the defense of the moral and 
material interests of the nation. ' 


641. 'Fascism is not the protector of any one class, but a 
Supreme regulator of the relations between all citizens of 
the state.’ 


642. 'A citizen of the Fascist State is no longer a selfish 
individual who has the anti-social privilege of ‘rebelling’ 
against the law of the Collectivity. The Fascist state with its 
corporative conception puts men and their possibilities into 
productive work and interprets for them the duties they 
have to fulfill’ 


643. 'In this new conception, which has found its logical 
expression in our representative forms, the citizen is 
valuable because of his productivity, his work, and his 
thought, and not merely because he is twenty-one years old 
and has the right to vote.’ 


644. 'From this need, imposed by a new political and social 
reality, arises the form of national and _ political 
representation. Not only does the new political directorate 
select its candidates with regard to their capabilities and for 
the number of citizens represented, but it is complemented 
by the work of selection and valuation devoted by the 
‘Grand Fascist Council’ to the task of creating the best, the 
most stable, the most truly representative and the most 
expert National Board of Directors of the Fascisti.' 


645. 'We will solve such series of problems of no little extent 
and importance; we will abolish all those perennial troubles 
and disorders and doubts that poisoned our National Soul. 
We will give rhythm, law, and production to Work: we have 
found in the co-operation of classes the evidence of our 
possibilities, of our future power. We do not waste time on 
brawls and strikes, which, while they last, imperil our 
strength and the solidarity of our economy.’ 


646. ‘Fascism regards strife as a luxury of the rich and 
wealthy. We must conserve our strength. We have exalted 
work as productive strength; therefor we have the majority 
of these elements represented in a future Fascist legislative 
body, and this body is a more worthy and a stronger 
helmsmen for our national/social/economic life.’ 


647. 'We have founded our work on facts and on the real 
conditions of the conditions of the national people; from 
such realistic activity we have drawn valuable lessons. 
Fascism will be able to bring about useful, immediate results 
looking toward a new future for our country.' 


648. ‘For retired employees who depend on very small 
‘pensions’ (or social relief) and have seen with alarm the 
value of their already meager resources diminish because of 
the successive deprecations of the currency we have to 
make a provision of an exceptional nature for their 
protection, by making their ‘pensions’ adequate to the 
necessities of the day and to the current value of money. ' 


649. 'It is not a thing of small moment that all public utilities 
be conducted with an efficiency (both affordable and 
governmentally regulated) to assure that no one has to go 
without lights, gas, heat, and etc. (B.M./HRM)' 


650. 'Every Fascist must be a guardian of such an order. Any 
disturber is an enemy even if he carries in his pocket the 
identification card of the Fascist Party. ' 


651. 'And in an intense period of Revolution! What is the 
truth? It is that a faith openly professed is a sign of strength. 
We have seen the religious spirit bloom again; churches 
Once more are crowded, the ministers of God are 
themselves invested with a new respect. Fascism has done 
and is doing its duty.' 


652. ‘Faith in the Nation is being strengthened. Fascism 
gives impulse and vigor to the religion of the country. But it 
will never be able for any reason to renounce the sovereign 
peoples rights of the state and of the legitimate functions of 
the state.’ 


Policy and Debate 


The following are quotes and paraphrases from 
‘Policy and Debate’ by Sir Oswald Mosley 
Published 1956—London by Sir Oswald Mosley 


653. 'What should be the position of the workers; would 
they be responsible for the daily management of the 
concern? The answer is that it will be their industry and they 
can do what they will. But if they are fools enough to 
neglect their own work in favor of a daily debate on the 
detailed management, the business will very soon be 
“wound up”; the taxpayer would no longer be there to foot 
the bill, this is in the case of Nationalized Industries.’ 


654. 'The majority of the workers are very far from being 
fools. On the contrary, the workers are very shrewd when 
they have a chance to learn the facts—and they would have 
no desire to ruin their own business and put themselves out 
of a job.' 


655. 'They would very seldom waste time in forming a 
workers’ Soviet for perpetual discussion of detail; they 


would employ skilled managers to conduct for them the 
detailed affairs of their business. ' 


656. 'These managers would no longer be employed by the 
Share-holders in a business, but by those who actually 
worked in it. It is not always better to be employed by 
someone who understands something of the matter than by 
someone who understands nothing at all. It is not better to 
work with or under someone who’s whole life is bound up in 
the enterprise then to work for someone who bought his 
Shares yesterday and may sell them tomorrow; not to 
mention working for a state bureaucrat who will draw his 
pay just the same whatever happens to the business, and 
who looks forward to his pension even if the business has 
ceased to exist.’ 


657. 'No man is fit to be a manager in a great concern if he 
cannot get along with the work-people in it.' 


658. 'Hde has to persuade the workers and carry them with 
him at every turn of modern industry; he will not find this 
more difficult, but more easier if the workers interest 
becomes identical with the interest of the firm. The workers 
will be on the look out for brains that can help them make 
money.’ 


659. 'When it comes to something like the disposal of stores 
of excess surplus for the best price in the freest market, it is 
very unlikely that managers would find themselves then 
impeded by ideological principles. If scrapping instead of 
selling meant a reduction in the workers pay, or annual 
dividend, instead of an increase to the taxpayers’ burden in 
the national budget, the workers would soon develop as 
shrewd a self interest aS managers or share-holders.' 


660. 'The only manager with anything to fear would be the 
man who seeks to command, but cannot persuade; and 
such a man is an incompetent. When it comes to great 


affairs, command is persuasion. Leadership must give 
confidence and arouse enthusiasm; that is why command is 
persuasion in the complex mass movement of modern life.’ 


661. 'The element of individualism will still remain in a 
completely syndicalized industry. In fact, the new 
syndicalism is a collective individualism. The workers in 
cooperation have the highest degree of individual interest in 
the business: the free individualism of the creative pioneer 
—the collective individualism of the workers who cooperate 
with each other to mutual benefit.’ 


662. ‘In the first instance we should only syndicalize 
industries which are now _ described as ‘ripe for’ 
nationalization; this should mean only industries who have 
become so big that they have passed beyond any kind of 
private management and are now controlled by the officials 
of monopoly capitalism or by the officials of the state. ' 


663. 'At this point we should syndicalize them; they would 
belong to the workers, who would take the place of the 
Shareholders. The workers will appoint their own managers 
who will be responsible for them and, for reasons already 
noted, the workers will have every incentive to choose the 
best managers and to pay them well. The shareholders will 
be fairly compensated; this sum will be a charge upon the 
industry, but our principles in regard to ‘hereditary wealth’ 
will reduce this burden with fair speed in the ordinary course 
of nature. ' 


664. 'At the other end of industry is the great multitude of 
Small men with their own concerns, which are rapidly being 
reduced in favor of big businesses of monopoly capitalism. 
These small men range from individuals who manage their 
own industrial firms, to farmers, small shopkeepers, etc.; 
and it must be admitted that only a few of these are likely to 
emerge from their present occupation to found a great new 
enterprise. Nevertheless, they should be maintained and 


encouraged, and in such affairs the hereditary principle is 
desirable. It is right, for instance, that a farm or enterprise 
which depends upon personal management should be 
handed down from father to son; death duties and all forms 
of repressive and destructive taxation must be lifted from 
them.' 


665. ‘The hereditary principle is only viscous when it 
reposes wealth and considerable power in idle and 
incompetent hands. Such accumulations of wealth in a 
hereditary system are a waste and a danger. We shall 
discriminate between the sterile and the creative; this 
means preventing such accumulations of hereditary wealth 
(and power) but encouraging hereditary management of 
family concerns. ' 


666. 'It is necessary to operate within an area large enough 
to be independent of outside supplies, and consequently 
independent of outside disturbance. The task is then greatly 
to raise the purchasing power of the people until their 
demand as consumers can equal their production, after the 
requirements of capital outlay for new developments have 
been satisfied. ' 


667. 'Government and trades unions must act together to 
raise wages equally through comparable industries over the 
entire field of industry. The sum total of purchasing power 
thus created must be sufficient to evoke and maintain the 
full productive power of industry.’ 


668. 'As science increases the power to_ produce, 
consumptive power must be increased proportionately. This 
lifting of the market to a higher level must be given 
statutory authority, and the subsequent increases, which 
will later become necessary, must be the subject of 
systematic organization’ 


669. 'I will be illegal for any man or any organization to pay 
lower wages than a rival in the same sphere of industry; 
anyone may undercut a rival by greater efficiency but not 
by paying lower wages. The undercutting of cheap labor 
competition will be illegal within and prevented from 
without.' 


670. 'The basic necessity is an area large enough to contain 
all necessary raw materials and to provide a full market for 
the production of its own industries coupled with the 
complete control of imports from outside. In the early days 
imports from (outside) will be virtually excluded. ; when the 
system is functioning smoothly an exchange of specialties 
from various climes will be permitted and encouraged. It is 
the control of imports and not the control of exchanges that 
is the key.’ 


671. ‘It is the movement of goods in and out of countries 
which matters in terms of economic reality, not the 
movement of ‘money’.' 


672-A ‘The exchange can be entirely free; the rate of 
exchange can move freely—look after itself—provided that 
the economy is protected by complete import control. It 
would not affect our economic situation at all. What 
menaces our economic position is the entry into our area of 
goods which are produced by foreign labor living on a far 
lower standard of life but who are equipped with the same 
means of production. At present we are tied down by the 
international trading system to competing with such goods 
on world markets in an effort to sell abroad sufficient 
exports to buy the foods and raw materials we cannot 
produce at home within our restricted living space. If we 
give industry freedom from such competition, we can give 
to the, individual freedom in his private affairs; the more the 
better!’ 


672-B ‘If in the early stages, panic were too engendered 
against us and a “Capital-flight” took place it would be a 
purely monetary transaction which could do us no harm in 
terms in economic reality. Under a system which completely 
controlled foreign imports a man who wished to move his 
money would have to find (/ocate) a similar person to 
exchange the currency of another country with him. If 
money were mostly leaving the country this exchange rate 
would move adversely and an automatic check (of the 
transactions) would occur' 


673. ‘But, whatever the external exchange rate the internal 
economy of the nation would in these conditions remain 
unaffected, because it would contain a area large enough to 
contain its own supply of raw materials and its own 
insulated market, based on the high purchasing power of its 
own national-people (i.e. citizens). It will, further, possess its 
own Banking System, which will base credit on the reality of 
actual domestic production. New capital could only easily be 
provided by such great production. Of such a system and 
the saving of the people who will be earning better, the and 
the saving of the investment of the national people; who will 
be earning more; a surplus can be set aside by industry 
itself for new development.’ 


674. 'In essential principle our taxation will fall on, spending 
—not on income; On what a man gives out, and not (what 
he takes in).' 


675. 'But never let us forget that civilization should add to 
nature; the strong must be free to create, but they must be 
kind to the weak. ' 


The Two Violences

676. 'We believe neither in Capitalism which creates the 
class struggle, nor in socialism which exploits it; neither in 
presidents of boards of directors who enrich themselves 
from the people’s labor, nor in politicians who make a career 
out of it’s resentment; neither in those who pay 
commissions nor in those who receive them; neither in 
conservative blindness, nor in demagogic impudence; 
neither in egoism, nor in humanitarianism; neither in 
cowardice, nor in arrivism; neither in the left, nor in the 
right." 


677. 'We do not say that the words right and left no longer 
have a meaning. We say that they still have one, and that it 
Should be taken away from them, for they signify routine 
and Utopia, death by paralysis and death by decomposition: 
Money and Figures, antagonistic tyrannies, possibly, but 
equally detestable, and liable to come together at the 
expense of the mystified onlooker. For we know from 
experience—and it is well to remember it now that the right 
and the left seem quite close to coming together around the 
Jacobin flag for another ‘union sacree’ with a thousand dead 
a day—we know that a War for Principles can also be good 
for business, and the interests of armaments manufacturers 
can easily be reconciled with the liberation of oppressed 
peoples.’ 


678. 'Separated from each other, confronting each other, 
neither the national consciousness nor the Revolutionary 
consciousness is the dialectical creative force of the future; 
they are only the sterile products of disintegration of a 
society coming to an end. The national consciousness 
becomes conservative; that is to say, it stupidly combines 


the effort to preserve the national entity with an attempt to 
preserve the strength of those forces in it that destroy it. 
The revolutionary consciousness becomes anti-historical 
and anti-national; that is to say, it works for the destruction 
of the very thing that it wishes to liberate. The very words 
“national” and “revolutionary” have so much been 
dishonored by demagoguery, mediocrity and verbalism that 
they are now received in France with an_ indifference 
bordering on disgust. The problem today is how to 
transcend these political myths based on the economic 
antagonisms of a _ divided society, how to liberate 
nationalism from its ‘bourgeois’ character and the revolution 
from its “proletarian” character, and how to interest totally 
and organically in the revolution the nation that alone can 
carry it out and to interest in the nation the revolution that 
alone can Save it.' 


679. ‘True nationalism against the power of money, true 
against (pseudo-) democracy. Fascist neonationalism 
attenuate(s) the economic rivalries of the classes, very 
correctly reminding the parties concerned that life should 
not be devoted to a search for material benefit.’ 


680. 'The deep desire for transformation that underlies 
neonationalism seems to waver and hesitate between real 
reforms on the one hand, sometimes admirable, but partial 
and empirical, and, on the other hand, a general attitude 
hostile toward Capitalism, the economic system of the old 
society, but mystical and sentimental—no moral patriotic, 
mystical or heroic negation of the class struggle can finally 
weigh against the fact that the class struggle really exists, 
and the only way to abolish the class struggle is to 
transform the economic conditions that have created the 
classes. ' 


681. 'The association of men according to a community of 
economic interests (/s) neither an original nor the most 


complete form of the human community. The division of 
society into antagonistic economic classes (/s) a particular 
case of the divisions that come into being in every society, 
(so) if it is no longer possible to question the role of material 
factors, (then we needa) to give the economic facts of human 
history and the actual problems raised by the economy their 
true importance and their true limits.’ 


682. 'Economic power far from being the origin of all forms 
of social power is only one of the many forms in which social 
power has been exercised in the course of history. (The) 
peculiarity of modern society (/s) the antagonisms produced 
by purely material circumstances which constitute(s) a 
menace for the “historical and biological” solidarity that (/s) 
the nation. ' 


683. '(The) first principle of the explanation of historical 
phenomena is the unity of the constituted historical 
community and not the struggle of the classes. (The nation) 
is a community formed of the whole human substance, 
representing all forms of life. Therefor (/f would) be absurd 
to imagine that antagonisms created by conditions of life 
and labor would be enough in themselves to destroy—the 
common social bond that, although threatened and hurt, 
nevertheless retains an almost invincible force, the common 
soil, blood and language continuing to mingle the voices of 
the conflicting factions.’ 


684. '(Never has Capitalism effaced) the powerful structure 
of national societies (showing that in the) superstructure 
and political form of the capitalist class domination, in the 
Capitalist world the organized nation has represented the 
living heritage bequeathed by a previous society. (Nor has 
capitalism overcome) other visible and invisible forces that 
embodied the community and the perpetuity of the superior 
interests of the group.' 


685. ‘It is the juridical and political form of the community 
conceived in its historic continuity. (when a hostile group 
takes over the state the state is not re-created by it, only 
“occupied” with it). (But when) when new and formidable 
instruments of social power (occurs) the ancient national 
state, the magnificent effort of the Western communities 
(became dis-empowered) by a new and more powerful form 
than science.’ (Capitalism!!!). 


686. (Liberalism became the tool of this new 
Capitalist/representative democracy that has set itself into a 
position to overthrow) 'the organic forces of the old national 
community and set out to conquer the state.' (The new 
oligarchy who holds the economic power succeeded in 
domination of the regulating of policies of the state to hold 
the state within its influence to overcome it,) 


687. (Capitalist democracy) ‘ruins the country (/t is) the 
economic and political aspects of the same evil. (The 
damage resulting from such an imported evil) is so to speak, 
immeasurable. It has betrayed the most important values of 
the civilization, has degraded the country and accentuated 
its decadence. It has produced a civilization of pretense, of 
lamination, of stucco and plaster; slovenly vulgarity of its 
people. One must at all costs avoid subjecting our 
civilization to proletarian values.’ 


688. (We need a total revolution. A cultural revolution. A 
spiritual revolution. A revolution of our national community. 
A totalitarian revolution that is the revolution of our souls.) 
HRM 


689. (This) ‘would be brought about by all the right-wingers 
who have understood the shame of capitalism and all the 
left-wingers who have understood the shame of democracy. 
What one must do is create an authority, a hierarchy, an 
order—a harmonious, coherent and noble society. Such a 
society could only be achieved through a_ national 


revolution, that is, a revolution that is at one anti-liberal and 
anti-Marxist. The crimes of the present regime would really 
be repaid on the day when a whole flock of cattle with 
Legions d’honour in their buttonholes, administrators, cops, 
and judges, will be kicked toward the legitimately inhuman 
justice or revenge of those who await their day.’ 


690. 'The Fascists were the first to advocate complete 
rupture—not simply to hate personalities, institutional, and 
authorities of the regime but to totally repudiate them. This 
kind of healthy and creative scorn was really a form of 
patriotism, to accept, love, venerate, serve France as it is, is 
to make oneself an active accomplice to its abasement.'

691. 'American associations (are) very different from ours... 
But in France, where one had to create something new at all 
costs, it blocked up the very spirit of creativity. The anti- 
fascist defensive reaction in all its negative characteristics, 
like the anti-communist reaction that paralyzed La Fleche, 
turned into a dangerous stain on the Christian democrats. 
We do not doubt for an instant the vigor of the genuine ‘no’ 
that one must oppose to all spiritual infiltration of the spirit 
of the victor, but here, as in military matters, defensive, 
even heroically defensive positions are bad and kill the 
creative spirit.’ 


692. 'We ought not to try to conceal the fact: dictatorship is 
indispensable for any revolution, particularly a spiritual one, 
in order to neutralize and overcome evil forces. This 
dictatorship could only be a provisional and limited one. 
(The regime we are proposing)—could not set up the 
dictatorship of the state or of a party, and consequently, 
together with a regime of falsehood, spiritual sterilization, 
and the supremacy of renegades and courtesans. Our 
formula is (of a) material dictatorship, controlled as far as 
necessary together with integral spiritual liberty; (but we 
must bear in mind that too much) Liberalism is the grave 
digger of liberty.’ 


693. ‘We should restore the significance of organic 
communities in the face of petty bourgeois distrustfulness— 
while providing the counter weight of a greater wariness of 
their pitfalls; that we should revise completely what 
empirically for a short period of French history, has been the 
so-called “democratic” notion of the state of the social 
system, of political life and of institutions; and that we 
should rid the very sources of the democratic idea of certain 
pretentious and deadly ideologies, we agree whole 
heartedly.’ 


694. 'The great lesson of the fascist regime that has echoed 
was to set against the impotent and pretentious idealist 
rhetoric with which the democracies were so deeply 
impregnated the preeminence of Being and of affirmation— 
from a taste for affirmation, however, one slips 
imperceptibly into a vindication of force—that reasserts 
itself far more forcefully after a period of too easy 
achievement.’ 


695. 'From the beginning we have not ceased to condemn 
liberal democracy, but that was a (type of kindness) 
rendered to a secondary truth, if not to a truth of the second 
order. We thought it was parasitic in France, like some kind 


of dust or lichen: we did not realize that it ate away at it like 
vermin, as surely as a Spiritual sickness or social disorder. 
We had conserved the hope that a real democracy would 
overcome a formal democracy, an organic democracy would 
overcome an anarchic demagogy.' 


696. 'By not indulging in political actions for some time the 
French (had) a chance to learn the value of an activity that 
has been devalued by (over) use and a reflectiveness that 
has been swamped in verbiage. They will also be in the best 
position to deal directly with their activities and problems, 
their work, literature and religion, abandoning the erroneous 
perspectives in which these had been seen in the light of 
the political obsession.—This has become necessary to true 
culture, to healthy labor, to true religion.’ 


697. ‘(There will be no compromise for) Fascism in its broad 
sense; revolutionary negation of bourgeois rationalism; 
(there are fine qualities of Fascism) devotion, sacrifice, virile 
devotion; the authentic spiritual energy that sustains these 
new men violently uprooted from bourgeois decadence, 
filled with all the ardor that one possesses when one finds a 
faith and a meaning in life.’ 


698. ‘(Committed to the necessary revolution) we invite 
these young intellectuals coming from the ‘right’ ‘and from 
the ‘left’ to (fight) that form of liberal intelligence that was 
prevailing yesterday, in order to preserve the values of the 
spirit. One cannot row against the stream of history, and 
even if one wishes to straiten its contours, it is only by first 
embracing it that one can influence its direction. More 
precisely, this means that (we are) taking a totalitarian 
(position) against that invisible and open wound in the body 
of the modern world (which has) completed its work of 
decomposition—individualism is at the root of the evil. A 
certain form of parliamentary and libertarian democracy 
heightened this disorder through its incompetence, 


irresponsibility, slovenliness, and vulgarity—all perennial 
evils, but a little too prevalent in our country in the last few 
decades. What we condemn is more than a single event, it 
IS an epoch, and more than a nation, it is a sector of 
civilization. ' 

699. ‘Fascism is giving birth to a new order, not only 
perhaps for Europe, but for the whole world. Only a spiritual 
revolution and an institutional rebirth of the same scope of 
the (tota/) fascist revolution could perhaps have saved 
France from destruction. The totalitarian countries present a 
frenzied image of the outlines of a civilization in which we 
will have to discover, after them and better than they have 
discovered, the profound essence...’ 


700. ‘After a century of bourgeois languor, the adventurous 
life again claims its place in the world. The vital question for 
every nation is to enter into this epoch with a high and valid 
purpose. For times of conquest are never easy times. | do 
not say that they cannot be times of joy. Our duty is to save 
the joy of life from the wreck of pleasure. ' 


The New Order

701. ‘Leaving aside for the moment the question of 
(German) national socialist excesses and brutalities—every 
inefficiently prepared revolution is accompanied’ by 
brutalities and excesses,—aimed in its entirety against the 
doomed liberal and Marxist ideologies.’ 


702. ‘In the sphere of ‘home’ policy (German) national 
socialism has violently rebelled against parliamentary 
democracy. It has regarded ‘parliamentary democracy, quite 


correctly, as a survivor of a period that has forever passed, 
as a political conception that is abstract, atomistic, and 
hopelessly obsolete. National socialism (/n Germany) has 
fought against the egotism, the corruption, and the 
impotence of political parties and has triumphantly exposed 
the fatal disorder of a regime dominated by the rapacity of 
party politicians—devoid of character or capability and 
Supported by a (media) press willing to do anything.’ 


703. ‘In the sphere of foreign policy, how can one fail to 
approve of the revolt of national socialism against the myths 
of decadent liberals.? National socialism has also risen up 
against the internationalism that denied human diversity, 
against Geneva type pacifism—that religion of eunuchs! 
And, against the falsehood of Capitalist “solidarity”, and 
other publicistic rubbish.’ 


704. 'In the economic sphere (a// fascisms) represents a 
reaction against the occult dictatorship of anonymous and 
wayward finance. ' 


705. 'The social policy is antagonistic to both capitalism and 
Marxism, which uproot people, tear them away from a living 
tradition, turn them into proletarians. (A// Fascists) deplore 
the servile condition of the artificial man, this “man in the 
street,” and advocate a return to a natural equilibrium and 
the restoration of human frameworks—family, profession, 
region—the rehabilitation of small-scale ownership and of 
man’s direct relationship to his work and to the land. ' 


Plutocratic Satellites

706. ‘(As stated before, Fascism is a revolt against) the 
ignoble ‘positivism (whereby) the bourgeoisie seems to 
have succeeded in sweeping along both the aristocracy and 
the people. Pessimism, utilitarianism, and materialism are 
eating away at all of us, nobles, bourgeois, and proletarians. 
(Fascism is against that ‘positivism’ which gave birth to the) 
regime of money, the essentially leveling, materialistic and 
cosmopolitan regime. (Which has turned society into) the 
essence and quintessence of bourgeois materialism, the 
(foreign) speculator and financier. ' 


707. ‘(Therefor) one saw _ socialism and_= syndicalism 
successively pass into the hands of the (foreigners) and 
become defenders of that nauseating and pestilential 
ideology of which Malthusianism, anti-Catholicism, and 
antinationalism are the whole substance. And it would 
seem, in fact, that the people now aspire only to the state of 
well being of the man who has retired and is completely 
uninterested in anything except his pension, and live in 
terror of social or international unrest and asks for only one 
thing: peace—a stupid, vacuous peace made up of the most 
mediocre material satisfactions.’ 


708. ‘(Fascism is against) bourgeois decadence (and) the 
completely bourgeois pacifism (which degrades) the people 
coming to birth with the corruption of the (middle classes) 
coming to an end. (Social entropy causes) a hypertrophied 
state, the product of a beggarly and half starved rural and 
urban ‘democracy’—universal stagnation—(whereby the 
workers believe) the worst ideas of the decadent bourgeois.’ 


709. 'War is not always that work of death that a vain 
people of effeminate weaklings imagines. Behind every 
powerful industrial and commercial development there is an 
act of force, an act of war. The sentiment of national 
independence, like the religious sentiment, leads to the 
most incredible manifestations of sacrifice. (By Corporate 


syndicalism/Fascism may) have the capacity to regenerate 
the degenerate bourgeoisie and restore its power of 
resistance so that it may fulfill its historical mission to the 
end.' 


710. '(Here is the cause of social entropy and atomization) 
Society is brought to the point where it is only a market 
made up of free-trading atoms, in contact with which 
everything dissolves. There are now only individuals, dust 
like particles of individuals shut up within the narrow 
horizons of their consciousness and their money boxes. 
(Collateral with the devastation) of the merchant, bourgeois, 
(middle class), \iberal, and democratic world. (But, there is 
also) the proletariat restoring the scattered condition of 
things and minutes to the permanent unity of its will power. 
(Inside) the strongholds of the syndicates (only the worker 
can) restore to a dissolving world a meaning, a goal, a 
direction, an ideal. It is (such a war) that engenders the 
sublime, and without the sublime there cannot be a lofty 
morality.’ 


711. ‘The dual parallel and synchronized national and 
syndicalist movement must bring about the complete 
ousting of the regime of gold and the triumph of heroic 
values over the ignoble bourgeois materialism in which 
Europe is presently stifling. In other words this revolt of 
force and blood, against Gold, who’s first signs were 
detected by Pareto, and the signal for which was given by 
Sorel in ‘Reflections on Violence’ and by Maurras in ‘Si le 
coup de force est possible’, must end with the total 
downfall of the Plutocracy.' 


712. '(In order to redeem civilization it is necessary to) 
persuade one group that the syndical ideal does not 
necessarily mean national abdication, and the other group 
that the nationalist ideal does not necessarily imply a 
program of social pacification, for on the day when there will 


be a serious revival of warlike and revolutionary sentiments 
and a victorious upsurge of heroic, national, and proletarian 
values—on that day the reign of Gold will be overthrown, 
and we Shall cease to be reduced to the ignominious role of 
satellites of the plutocracy.' 


Fascist Socialism

713. 'We are against everyone, we fight against everyone. 
That is what fascism is. (We go against) the old right and 
the old left (jn behalf of those who are) both anti-capitalist 
and anti-parliamentarianist. Social elements have (together) 
marched that belong neither to the right nor to the left, and 
confounded these two equal and impotent old formations 
with the same distrust and the same reproval.' 

714. 'The only merit of fascism is to tear off these masks, all 
these masks. One no longer speaks of left and right in 
fascist territory. There is only capitalism against socialism 
locked in a fight to the death. (This is a fight between two 
equally ‘materialist’ ideologies.) This (Fascism) is not a 
politics of equilibrium, of weights and balances; it is a 
politics of “fusion”.' 


715. 'The worlds of the right and the left go together and 
cannot be separated. Both of them... spanning all classes, 
they form part of the politico-economic system of capitalist 
democracy. The people of the left and the people of the 
right were all held to be equally attached to the system—to 
the democratic parliamentary regime, to the freedom of the 
press and of opinion—which meant that, in defending 
democracy they were also defending capitalism. ' 


716. 'A vague nationalism is a form of a capitalist defense. 
(Capitalism uses the patriotic hype of nationalism even 
though nationalism as an ideology is outside the realm of 
Capitalism as well as being separate, or independent from 


any and all materialist political and social manifestations 
inherently speaking).' 


717. ‘(Should not) a third party that, being social was also 
national and being national was also social (possess a 
greater appeal)?' 


718. ‘Reaction thinks that revolutions are purposeless. We 
joyously believe that they are necessary. Defense of man 
against the city and against the ‘machine’.' 


719. '(We must cease the misuse) of this word ‘worker’. We 
too are workers. The pedants and bourgeois are also 
workers, exactly like the industrial laborers.’ 


720. 'The deepest definition of fascism is this: it is the 
political movement that goes the most directly, the most 
radically toward a great revolution of morals, toward a 
restoration of the body—toward health, dignity, plenitude, 
heroism.’ 


721. ‘(lt is Fascism in its revolutionary form) that gives an 
important place to the spontaneous forces of life, of health, 
of the blood; it is a universal revolution.’

724. Liberalism tears down ‘reality’ and then proceeds to 
build a social, political, falsely ideological and economic 
construct based almost completely on a whimsical outlook 
and their own egotistic desires. Their entire program is a 
system created out of pure fantasy. Therefor, all that they 
accomplish to establish or place into action on both the 
social and political governmental levels are already doomed 
for failure. 


725. The liberal contrivances are totally ‘materialist’ and are 
therefor deeply joined firmly together with international 
finance Capitalism.

726. ‘(Fascists were aware of the destructive tendencies 
brought about through uncontrolled — international 
Capitalism) The frightful order brought about by this 
(equally) frightful capitalism; fascists nevertheless did not 
hold private property responsible. They do not think that it 
needed to be suppressed; what is necessary is to destroy 
the rule of finance. ' 


727. ‘That incoherent person encumbered and bedecked 
with tearful idiocy and spotted fabrics (for whom we fascists 
feel only a visceral disgust) these old cuckolds of the ‘right’, 
these (eternally) deceived “husbands” of politics: these 
enemies of all national restoration are not only on the ‘left’ 
but first and foremost on the ‘right. We have no interest in 
the Capitalist ‘right’.' 


728. ‘Fascism is a spirit. For us it is not a political doctrine, 
nor is it an economic doctrine. It was first of all an anti- 
conformist, anti-bourgeois spirit, in which disrespect plays 
its part. It is a spirit opposed to prejudices—to class 
prejudices, (as wel/) as to all others. It is the very spirit of 
friendship, which we (wil//) have (desired) to have raised to 
the level of the friendship of the whole nation. A new 
civilization—a new human type being born—the fascist man 
and woman. Universal revolution!’ 


729. ‘(The devotees of Fascism) want a pure nation. They 
like to be in gatherings of of throngs of people (where there 


seemed to be) like a single heart beat. They do not believe 
in the promises of liberalism, in the equality of mankind, in 
the will of the people... they do not believe in the justice 
that is expressed in words, but (are) inclined toward the 
justice that rules by force, and they know that this force can 
give birth to joy.' 


730-A. '(No one has ever made it so openly clear) as the 
attraction of national unity derived from its power of 
suggesting images to the masses, and its being, first of all, 
for better or worse, a poetry (of national action), only 
revolutionaries have understood the meaning and myths of 
ceremonies. Based on a system of moral values, it rejected 
‘materialism’.' 


The Origin of National Integralism 


A manifesto formulated by Richard Winter 
of the National Integralist Front—Great Britain 


730-B. National Integralism is a British originated political 
ideology based on the ideas of several political theorists 
such as Emille Durkheim, Georg Hegel, Charles 
Maurras and Giovanni Gentile. National Integralism is a 
perspective according to which nation and society is 
regarded as an organic entity. 


Ideologically National Integralism is extremely nationalist, 
meritocratic and technocratic in nature. National Integralism 
was not created or does not try to emulate ideologies of the 
past, it is forward thinking and not governed by traditional 
modern democratic social norms. National Integralism could 
be summed up in these words; Ability before egalitarianism. 
Duties before rights. Heroism before cowardice. The name 
Integralism was officially adopted because it is all 
encompassing, and complete. However the _ ideology’s 


actual and original name is Thirdism solely to distinguish it 
from generic Latin or ethno-based Integralism, however 
Thirdism is seldom used. Here are some key points of 
National Integralism: 


Strong leadership. 

Nationalism without ethnisicm it is cultural nationalism. 

Reformed economy to serve the people before profit 
(Corporatism). 

A more meritocratic and technocratic, corporistic system 
of industrial self rule. 

An emphasis on national unity. 

A meritocratic/technocratic social and political structure. 

Ideologically it serves all segments of society and not just 
the lower or upper echelons. 

A more streamlined executive with greater accountability. 


The foundation from which National Integralism grows 
stems from this statement: The degree of which men and 
women manifest honour and merit in the service of their 
country is determinant of their place in civil society. 


National Integralism defends social differentiation, loyalty 
and heroism, in so much as positive actions influenced by 
no economic motive, direct or indirect and a meritocratic 
hierarchy, while emphasising the importance of community 
in the functioning of political life. National Integralism also 
transcends conflict between social and economic groups 
because the state is responsible for negotiating compromise 
when conflicts arise between businesses and worker via the 
corporatist political system. 


National Integralism in some areas can be associated with 
the French Action Fran¢gaise movement, One of the most 
important principles in National Integralism is the “Internal 
Revolution”, or “Revolution of the Self”, through which 


individuals are encouraged to stop struggling only for self 
interest, and instead work for the greater social collective to 
achieve a millenarian national rebirth. 


The foundations of the National Integralist ideals, are 
known as the “Points”, the key points include: Integral 
nationalism, social justice, economic corporatism, social 
meritocracy and political sovereignty. National Integralism 
can be described as a third way ideology, as it rejects the 
extremes of both Capitalism and Communism; however it is 
mostly characterized as middle proletarian in nature. 


National Integralism is generally a difficult ideology to 
define, and is an ideology which develops in conjunction 
with a particular national culture therefore it would vary in 
principles from nation to nation. 


National Integralism has been described as a form of 
cultural nationalism, populist, albeit in the sense that it 
embodies the interests of the masses, and in particular the 
most vulnerable social strata. National Integralism was the 
political ideology of the National Integralist Front (UK) 
founded in 2012. The 33 Points of National Integralism were 
created and drawn up by Richard Winter in 2006. 


The Founding 33 Points Of National 
Integralism 


|, The meaning of life is the nation, beyond the individual 
there is only the nation. 


Il. The nation gives man its humanity, humanity and thus 
the nation gives man significance. Without the nation man Is 
nothing, man ceases to be human. 


II. The principles of National Integralism are grounded on 
historical evolutionary fact. The nation is the logical climax 


of humanity’s biological and social evolution and thus Is the 
only true expression of collective society. 


IV. All men have a duty to serve, endorse and protect the 
interests of the nation. It is through that service the 
existence of a man Is justified. 


V. The integrity of the nation demands the destruction of 
political forces which promote civil disunity, hatred, 
separation, or would otherwise seek to break the solidarity 
between men of the same nation. 


VI. National Integralism is the means by which mankind 
interacts fully with its ultimate environment. 


Vil. National Integralism its not about particular races 
ensuring their supremacy, nor is it about a static human 
race. The National Integralist ideology seeks to ensure the 
continued social and biological health of the human race, in 
a desire for healthy, active, intelligent, and socially 
cooperative people. Science and medical research must be 
utilized to accomplish these aspirations. 


Vill. National Integralism ts infinite and eternal in its focus; it 
has therefore, the greatest possible moral authority. There is 
no utopianism because life itself is imperfect, the strength 
of National Integralism lies in its ability to inspire. The 
doctrine of National Integralism does not imply any 
utopianism, It implies only struggle for a higher cause. 


IX. National Integralism seeks objectivity with the best 
means available. These means are science and reason, and 
science and reason alone. 


X. The imperfections of National Integralism are not inherent 
in National Integralism. They arise from human 
imperfections. As National Integralism seeks to eradicate 
these imperfections, it cannot share in their opprobrium. 


XI. Races though unique are physically equal; Individuals 
however are not. Regardless of race, ethnicity, colour, men 
are not created mentally, socially, morally the same, yet, 
each may use his or her unique talents for virtue. 


XII. National Integralism does not exist merely as an idea; it 
is a will to power itself. National Integralism cannot die so 
long as human civilization exists; it is like a restless ghost 
seeking incarnation In power. 


XIII. There is no wrong way to attain power; the desperation 
of our times demands all opposition must be crushed so the 
most effective way Is best. 


XIV. While National Integralism opposes all corrupt modern 
democracy as a farce and a tyranny, National Integralism 
maintains the fundamental democratic ideal and respects 
the historic political institutions of the nation. National 
Integralist democracy is organic and will reflect the will of 
the people through an incorruptible system of meritocracy, 
technocracy, action, efficiency, purity and effectiveness, 
accountable only to the national interest. 


XV. National Integralism exists above and beyond its 
leadership as a pure ideal. National Integralist leaders who 
betray National Integralist ideals automatically lose the right 
to be called National Integralists and lose all authority to 
lead. 


XVI. A National Integralist state is the most effective 
possible state. Because superior education, superior 
intelligence among the people and superior government are 
the foundation blocks of a superior higher culture. 


XVII. The National Integralist state seeks to end the current 
order of self-serving power elites known as the ‘political 
Class’. Politicians should be born leaders of principle and 
professionalism, and great men of innovation and action. 


XVill. True National Integralist leadership is never self- 
serving. It is always altruistic. Its only reward Is significance. 


XIX. A National Integralist state does not allow materialism 
and hedonism to thrive unchecked, especially for mere 
profit. They are allowed only if they are not at the expense 
of public life. 


XX. There are two spheres of human life private and public. 
In the private sphere the individual is sovereign and has full 
liberty. As such the individual has full respect paid to their 
inalienable rights and human dignity. The liberty of the 
individual however entitles no man to undermine the 
foundations of public life, all men therefore have a duty to 
conform to and uphold the public sphere. 


XXI. True diversity is a world of different nations and peoples 
interacting with each other predominantly _ living 
homogeneously, It’s not about all being forced to have the 
same religions, culture or morals and values, National 
Integralism upholds and protects true diversity. So it must 
be that all cultures within the National Integralist state must 
be compatible with the hosts civilization. 


XXII. The struggle of National Integralism is the struggle of 
civilization and culture. National Integralists must defend 
the integrity of authentic European civilization, over the 
inferior cultural doctrines of religious barbarism, cultural 
Marxism and postmodernism. 


XXIll._ The National Integralist state balances human 
material needs with that of the environment. 


XXIV. National Integralism recognizes the ultimate death of 
the Earth as a living environment and the need for mankind 
to expand across the vastness of space. 


XXV. National Integralism puts a premium on_ the 
development of scientific knowledge. 


XXVI. The goal of the State is vitality. It is the responsibility, 
and the main task of the state always to inspire its people 
towards moral, physical and mental vitality. 


XXVIII. National Integralism believes in the separation of 
church and state. 


XXVIII. National Integralism ts nationalistic and promotes a 
renewed spirit of national pride. 


XXIX. National Integralism seeks the creation of a higher 
type of man in society. The National Integralist new man Is 
one of refined character, will strength and wisdom, 
Nietzsche’s superman, but also a man of absolute self- 
abnegation, respect, responsibility, duty and service to the 
national community. 


XXX. The individual attains happiness not through seeking 
contentedness, but through the collective struggle for 
greatness, the feeling of one’s growing power and the 
overcoming of obstacles, on both a personal and national 
level. National Integralism seeks to empower the individual, 
to bind the individual with something greater than one’s 
self, the nation. 


XXXI. The National Integralist state strives for a 
meritocratic-technocratic state with a hierarchy based on 
skill, experience, knowledge, and competence as opposed 
to democracy, social status, race, age, or gender within 
their respective confines. 


XXXII. National Integralism is intent on having a citizenry of 
mutual interest that desired mutual success for state and 
nation. The state Is a living organic organism anything that 
causes sickness to that organism must be nullified like a 
cancerous entity in the human body. 


All must work within the nation and in its common 
interest. Those who knowingly work against the nation from 


within are traitors and should be subject to the laws of 
traitors. 


If Our Objectives Are Realized 


All soheres of society must and will ultimately account for 
the interests of Britain. 


The function of the state will enhance and act in the 
interests of its own citizens. 


The British people will need national unity, comradeship, 
and close knit communities, restored within wider society. 


Britain will be strong, self sufficient, industrious, and 
militarily capable of defending its interests. 


The political class and self serving power elites today do 
not represent the will of British people, and therefore should 
be removed. 


The current financial democratic system is a sham and will 
be replaced with the corporate state that will represent the 
financial interests of Britain and equally represent all the 
peoples of Britain. 

The nation’s interests will come before self-interest. 

The government will perform above all the task of 
governing. 

One of the key aims of our system will be to preserve and 
enhance authentic culture so that the next generation may 
draw from a deeper and stronger legacy. 

‘Individuality’ is a materialistic liberal construction 
promoted by the culture industry which destroys authentic 
British culture for profit. 

At all times we will act as guardians of the British 
character, traditions and British spirit. 

The most important quality in our struggle is the power to 
endure. 


We believe in the stability of nature and want a Britain 
where the air is clear, the water is clean and the grass is 
green. 


The law must be upheld, respected and enforced. 


The punishment must fit the criminal, before release the 
criminal must be corrected or disposed of. 


We want to restore the moral integrity of Britain where our 
families and children are safe from vileness and perversion. 


Races though unique are physically equal; Individuals 
however are not. Regardless of race, ethnicity, colour, men 
are not created mentally, socially, morally the same, yet, 
each may use his or her unique talents for virtue. 


Treason is the worst of all crimes. 


Only full citizens of the nation may have full rights in the 
state. Non-citizens may live in the United Kingdom only as 
guests and must be subject to laws for foreign nationals. 


The mass immigration of economical migrants is a 
decadence to support the standards of liberal Britain, which 
wersive actions, attempt to gain or hold political power or 
influence. 


Liberty in private, duty in public. 
Our ideals decree that all citizens are born with the same 
lofty rights within the nation. 


Indolence, inertia and shiftlessness are counterproductive 
traits and will not be rewarded. 

All citizens should be expected to perform physical or 
mental work. 

All citizens must be trained and educated in the defense of 
their nation. 


It is a national interest that the state must provide for the 
basic needs of its citizens such as medical treatment, 
education and work. 


The right to property is an essential right and serves the 
common good of the people and the state. 


Capital must be controlled and regulated so it serves the 
national interest. 


The only reward for power should be significance, and all 
roles are of equal importance as the national body requires 
all parts to work. 


Both Capitalism and Socialism in their present forms are 
degenerate and crass systems. Capitalism encourages 
avarice and Socialism encourages idleness, both encourage 
degeneracy. 


We believe in a meritocratic and technocratic society as a 
rule of efficiency and social justice. 


It is in the national interest that the state shall ensure a 
livelihood for its citizens. 


We believe the nuclear family model to be best. 


We seek objectivity with the best means available. These 
means are science and reason; common sense and not 
‘divine’ inspiration, race egoism, irrationalism, and_ blind 
obedience to false leaders. 


Democracy must be replaced by a hybrid of National 
Integralist meritocracy and technocracy. 


All people living within our country will live by our culture, 
traditions and follow our way of life. 


The Six Principles 


|. We believe that an honest citizen can never be really 
happy in the scramble for material gains and comforts, 
without some goal which they believe to be greater than 
one’s own self, and for which they are willing to sacrifice 
their own freedoms and personal comforts. That goal, for us, 
is the upward struggle of National Integralism in our country 


and the fight of the common good of our country for all our 
citizens. 


ll. We believe that society can function successfully, and 
therefore happily, only as an organism; that all parts benefit 
when each part performs the function for which it is best 
Suited to produce, a unified, single-purpose whole, which is 
then capable of outperforming any one part, thus vastly 
increasing the powers of all cooperating parts, and the parts 
therefore subordinating a part of their freedom to the whole. 


Ill. We believe that our citizenry will only make genuine 
progress when it fully accepts National Integralism and 
applies its will and laws. 


IV. We believe that determination is the vital element of all 
progress and the very essence of life itself. 


V. We believe that no citizen is entitled to the services and 
products of the labour of his fellow citizens, unless the 
citizen contributes at least an equal amount of goods or 
services of their own production or invention. Citizens with 
physical and mental disabilities would not be discriminated 
against, or indeed patronized as they are now, but would 
receive the support and encouragement of the National 
Integralist State to make their own valuable contribution, 
because National Integralism is an inclusive ideology. The 
willingness to contribute is the important factor, for we all 
Shall have a role in the Integralist State. 


VI. We believe that it is to the advantage of society to see 
that every honest citizen has the freedoms’ and 
opportunities to achieve their maximum _ potential, by 
positive health measures, attempting to protect ourselves 
from unforeseeable and ruinous catastrophes, educating 
citizens to capacity in areas best suited to the individual, 
and guarding citizens against economic and _ political 
exploitation. 


Our Political Outline 


This is the outline of our political platform. These 
statements would form the basis of a national manifesto. 
This is the foundation block of our brand of Integralism. 
These statements should be read in conjunction with the 33 
points and the political overview to gain a complete 
understanding of our political and social aspirations. 


We insist that the first duty of the state is to nourish its 
own citizens. 


We insist upon the sovereignty of the United Kingdom and 
to keep our independence. 


We insist upon the equality of rights for all the United 
Kingdom's people in its dealings with other nations. 


We insist on the withdrawal of the United Kingdom from 
the EU and NATO. 


We insist that only full citizens of the nation may have full 
rights in the state. 


We insist that non-British nationals may live in the United 
Kingdom only as guests and must be subject to laws for 
foreign nationals. 


We insist that the right to vote on the state’s government 
and legislation shall be enjoyed by the citizens of the state 
alone. We therefore insist that all official appointments, of 
whatever kind in the United Kingdom shall be held by none 
but British citizens. 

We insist upon the end of the parliamentary custom of 
filling posts merely in accordance with party considerations, 
and without reference to character or abilities. 

We insist that the state shall make it its primary duty to 
provide a livelihood for its citizens. 

We insist that all non-British immigration must be reduced 
to special interests skilled workers only. 


We insist that all citizens shall have equal rights and 
duties. 


We insist that Britain’s cultural heritage is an inheritance 
worth preserving and should never be allowed to become 
second to another in these Isles. 


We insist upon the right for Celto-Germanic British natives 
to exist in their own homeland and be officially recognized 
as the indigenous people of these Isles. Celto-Germanic 
British natives concerns must be addressed and not 
marginalized or ignored. 


We insist that it must be the first duty of every citizen to 
perform physical or mental work. The activities of the 
individual must not clash with the general interest, but must 
proceed within the framework of the community and be for 
the general good. 


We insist that the practice of political correctness and 
multiculturalism be a non-entity within British society and 
laws. All previous laws made which enforce reverse racism 
or favouritism should be rectified. All citizens should be 
judged according to ability and no other factor. 


We insist that laws be made calling for all immigrant 
British citizens living within the nation to be culturally 
assimilated or be asked to leave. We would not want 
anybody in our nation who does not want to be here 
whatever your race, religion or colour is, So we would enact 
laws of voluntary repatriation, however those who choose to 
leave by their own accord would receive financial assistance 
with conditions. Those who refuse to culturally assimilate 
and refuse to leave by choice would leave us no other 
choice but deportation. 


We insist upon creating the right of return repatriation 
laws giving members of the British diaspora the right to 
immigrate to their homeland. These laws would serve to 


maintain close ties between the state and its diaspora and 
would give preferential treatment to diaspora immigrants. 


We insist upon a powerful military so that the United 
Kingdom does not rely on NATO and has the capability to 
defend the national interests of the United Kingdom. 


We insist upon the rebuilding of British capital industries 
by putting British industry first and reducing imports that 
undermine our British manufacturing base. 


We insist upon the survival of Britain’s traditional village 
and high street way of life. 


We insist upon an extensive development of insurance for 
old age. 


We insist upon a land reform suitable to our national 
requirements, the passing of a law for the expropriation of 
land for communal purposes with or without compensation 
due to circumstance. 


We insist upon the prosecution of those whose activities 
are treasonous and injurious to the state interest. 


We insist that the state implements a_ thorough 
reconstruction of our national system of education (with the 
aim of opening up to every able and hard-working citizen 
the possibility of higher education and of thus obtaining 
advancement). The curricula of all educational 
establishments must be brought into line with the 
requirements of practical life. The aim of the school must be 
to give the pupil, beginning with the first sign of 
intelligence, a grasp of the nation of the state (through the 
study of civic affairs) all education will be free. All citizens 
will receive preliminary training to prepare them for the 
honour of admission to the United Kingdoms armed forces. 


We insist that the state must ensure that the nation’s 
health standards are lifted by promoting physical strength 
through legislation providing for compulsory gymnastics and 
sports, and by the extensive support of clubs engaged in the 


physical training of youths and protecting mothers, infants, 
by prohibiting child labour and ending the rudiments of child 
abuse, alcoholism, and drug addiction. 


We insist that the state should fully support British (state 
registered) medical research institutions across the entire 
spectrum of medical sciences within the UK. Without the 
outside influences of those who wish to hold back the 
progress of science and humanity. The state should also 
create a new state research corporation; build research 
centers for the new state institutions of the sciences and 
technological advancement. 


We insist that Great Britain returns to being a world 
authority in the sciences once again. 


We insist upon a sponsoring system where society will be 
organized in such a way that no talent will be lost for lack of 
finance. All those who deserve and excel in a sport, science 
or a skill conducive to the state will have easy access to 
Support outside of the national education system. 


We insist upon the establishment of a universal youth 
program that will take kids off the streets, instil in them 
discipline, patriotism, esprit-de-corps, and give kids the 
structure they are lacking today. 


We insist upon the enactment of pro-family policies such 
aS annual grants for children; encouraging the adoption of 
older and at-risk children. 


We insist upon the creation of conditions to make it 
possible for the reestablishment of the nuclear family in 
which the father works while the mother stays at home and 
takes care of the children if they so choose. By taking away 
the economic burden associated with childbirth and 
replacing it with a structured system of pay raises or social 
benefits for those that give birth to babies, thereby 
returning the blessing associated with children. 


We insist that a woman has the right to abortion and that 
our citizens have the right to die with dignity, so therefore 
insist that voluntary euthanasia be sanctioned within our 
state. 


We insist upon the creation of a true state run media 
network. To facilitate the creation of a British national press. 


We insist upon the freedom for all religious denominations 
in the state, provided they do not threaten its existence not 
offend the moral feelings of the citizens of the United 
Kingdom. 


The National Integralist Front, as such, stands for 
permanent health only from within on the basis of the 
principle: The state interests before self-interest uphold the 
state as supreme above all else... 


To put the whole of this programme into effect, we insist 
upon the creation of a strong central state power for the 
United Kingdom; the unconditional authority of parliament 
over the entire United Kingdom and its organisations; and 
the formation of corporations based on estate and 
occupation for the purpose of carrying out the general 
legislation passed by the state in the United Kingdom. 


We insist upon a crime free environment where people are 
free to come and go as they please without fear of robbery 
or worse. Also the re-introduction of capital punishment for 
murder, treason, paedophile/child molestation, rape, drug 
trafficking/supplying and terrorism. 


We insist upon a greener environment where the air is 
clean and the water is clear and there are trees and grass 
and open recreational areas for the populous to spend 
leisure time in. 


We insist upon the rebuilding of all cities in need, including 
our nation’s capitol to eliminate slums, reduce crime, create 
vibrant and prosperous communities, and to provide 
affordable housing. 


We insist upon the establishment of new communities in 
the sparsely settled derelict brown land of the United 
Kingdom where evacuees from the inner cities will be 
resettled while the inner city communities are torn down 
and rebuilt. 


We insist upon the establishment of 3 classes of Economic 
Refugee Centres (ERCs) where the homeless, mentally sick, 
unemployed, and social outcasts will receive free medical 
services, food, clothing, shelter, education, social interactive 
competence and attain the skills necessary to fit into society 
and be employed. After release from an ERC, social refugees 
will be transported to the city, town or village of their choice 
and be given social help to start a new life in that city. 


We insist upon a morally correct society where our families 
and children are safe from vileness and perversion. 


We insist upon new laws that will restore public morality 
and discourage smoking, drinking, gambling, and social 
disorder. 


We insist upon the creation of a ‘Grand Council” to replace 
the system of “representation” that we have today. 


We insist upon the creation of “Guilds” to aid the workers 
and to give assured governmental representation within the 
“Grand Council” 

We insist that all our citizens have the right to work and 
fair pay. 

We insist upon the creation of a National Integralists 
constitution and new British Bill of Rights to protect the 
people from tyranny. 

We insist upon a general improvement of life quality for all 
our citizens, it is the states duty to improve its people’s lives 
not destroy them.

On Revolutionary Myth 


Excerpts from Hubert Beuve-Mery 
‘Revolucions nationales, revolucion humaine’ (1941) 


731. 'Consequently, it is a human revolution, as much as a 
national one, that cannot remain isolated. It allows, it even 
postulates a daring rationalization of Europe, which the 
peace of Versailles had ridiculously divided up. That is to say 
that principles that long determined the fate of Europe—the 
absolute sovereignty of states, large and small, the 
European balance of power, the right of neutrality—must 
give way to a much ordered arrangement of the continent.’ 


732. '150 years of individualism has emptied man of all 
substance, the Marxist solvent that attacks national 
communities in their very heart and soul, a profound crisis 
for the whole of civilization has arisen: the communities had 
reacted strongly to the crisis and in its turn, which was 
practically the last, France entered the arena and was late in 
Carrying out its revolution. (But, France) does not want to 
and ought not miss the (coming) national revolution. ' 


733. ‘The national revolution in France can be neither 
radical nor quick, for a number of reasons. A revolution must 
have a leader, cadres, troops, a faith or a myth. The 
“national revolution” has a leader and, thanks to him, the 
main outlines of a doctrine, but it is looking for its cadres. 
Many ‘old ‘cadres, still solid—too solid—try to persist and to 


try to mold the revolution to their own requirements. The 
new ones often felt the effects of their improvisation. ' 


734. 'The revolution is recruiting its troops, but the aging of 
the population, the softening up from long prosperity, the 
stupor following great defeats, the absence of two million 
prisoners, and the occupation of the greater part of the 
territory are all reasons why the new spirit can penetrate 
the masses only very slowly.’ 


735. 'The revolution has an ideal, but the trilogy Family, 
Work, Fatherland cannot immediately attain the explosive 
force of a revolutionary myth. The binomial formula Person 
and Community is not yet sufficiently detached from its 
philosophical matrix. None of these expressions, as Francois 
Perroux says “catches you by the throat” or ‘hits you in the 
diaphragm.” A long-drawn-out effort, heroic testimonies will 
be required to give insipid or obscure words an immediate 
resonance for everyone, the value of dogma or talisman. ' 


736. '(As per the above stated) The revolution would thus be 
a ‘total revolution’; a total spiritual and material revolution. 
(This to give ability to) an organic significance to be found in 
this national unity that for years was only a subject for 
speech and profitable illusion.’

(Fascists) see clearly enough to admit that this 
disaffection of the (peop/e) of workers and the state, which 
has become republican, seems to me the culminating fact of 
the history of these recent years. The proletariat (may find it 
easier) to break with democracy (due to) the very 
experience with democracy.' 


741. ‘Revolutionary Syndicalism places itself against both 
liberal democracy and _ its substitute ‘parliamentary 
socialism. (opting for) direct action, which is the principle of 
syndicalism—(violent, noisy, loud!) for the debilitating 
atmosphere of social peace. (Therefor) the Syndicalist 
movement becomes even more an agent of moral progress 
than of economic progress. ' 


742. ‘Democracy only recognizes the individual: it ignores 
the ‘group’, (it devastates) the individual of his sensitive 
qualities (eventually creating) a ‘theoretical man. The fault 
of individualist democracy is that it leaves the producer 
defenseless. (Jo permanently sever from the established 
order, and the “abstract man” Is only attainable through a 
well and properly established Corporate Syndicalism) which 
has offered the most striking example of the “real” man 
brought by the group to the surface of society.' 


743. ‘By the coming into existence of the ‘real’ man, a new 
society and a better culture will take solid shape.' HRM 


744. If you can’t join us in physical combat: then join us ubs 
in oht

965. 'The challenge before us is dauntless and exciting. In a 
Supposedly democratic society where | corruption 
mechanisms atrophy, individualistic consumerism makes us 
forget the collective interest, and the (politica/) ‘parties’ 
intentionally forget our organization as a people, political 
action becomes more complex, but also more necessary. We 
know it is very difficult but our political program can be 
tested in the short term, but, it is our duty to want to be 
present in the social and political life of Spain, to tell our 
people what our proposals are and what we want for the 
future of our national community. ' 


966. 'A national policy able to recognize the identity of our 
people, to provide ourselves with our own effective 
institutions, to enable peaceful coexistence with equality 
among all the peoples of Spain. ' 


967. 'A sovereign policy revitalizing the concept of national 
community, to promote cooperation among all people, 
confronting imperialism and neo-colonialism.' 


968. ‘To reject a uniform worldview, globalized and 
monotonous, creating true vital laboratories manufactured 
in large multinational companies (based inside Spanish 
territories), and we are committed to a multi-polared world.' 


969. ‘Socialist policies, the priorities set out in the defense 
of disadvantaged groups of workers, men and women, 
students and children and the elderly, are all excluded in a 
depersonalized society that surrounds us. (The Falangist 
systems) make a priority for establishing economic and 
political conditions suitable for anyone to access decent 
work conditions and quality enough for life.’ 


970. 'Democratic policies committed to bring all areas of 
citizen participation and social progress on the road to 
building a participatory democracy, where the interests of 


the economic or media are fully controlled by popular 
institutions (A form of’ direct’ democracy—HRM).' 


971. A ‘green’ policy which means that the achievement of 
social welfare is inextricably linked to the concept of natural 
life, preservation of the environment quality and rational 
consumption. ' 


972. ‘Identity politics, to protect, study, and disseminate the 
cultural contribution, the rich ethnographic and _ historical 
heritage of our people, and at the same time design modern 
alternatives, effective and imaginative to solve specific 
problems and structure of the different communities that 
make up Spain.’ 


973. 'As social patriots we face the present century and 
revitalization by reusing the personal income of our 
communities protective (protections) against global 
economies; that is to say, international Capitalism. ' 


974. ‘It is necessary to eliminate this Capitalist Economic 
debacle in favor of the aforesaid, which is the restoration of 
what we all were, this being, Europeans—human beings— 
people living in accordance with the environment.’ hrm 


975. “It is time that we speak out and shout! No more lies.' 
hrm 


976. Our methods of manual labor have undergone many 
changes due to mechanization and new techniques in 
production along side of the Capitalist savagery running wild 
throughout all industry, small business, law, the colleges & 
universities, and especially, in the Congresses and 
Parliaments of the western nations.' hrm 


977. 'Labor is still being exploited by economic oligarchies 
trying time after time to reduce labor and social rights that 
enable them to decrease their operating costs and increase 
their capital gains. ' 


978. 'We believe that it is necessary for the establishment of 
“Labor Courts” where unfair or questionable dismissals are 
to be adjudged and determined in regard to personal 
damages are decided.' hrm 


979. 'Narrow the working day to 35 hours without involving 
any ‘pay-cuts’, setting it in successive installments to 
ensure collective bargaining and to avoid losses in small 
businesses. Develop a National employment plan, that 
contains measures to encourage the creation of new 
permanent jobs through the reduction of working hours and 
the elimination of’ overtime’ (except in cases of dire 
emergency).' 


978. ‘Outlaw ‘employment agencies’ for becoming a formula 
of abuse, job insecurity, illegal transfer of workers and 
discrimination against them. We will repeal all legislation 
related to the ETT.’ 


979. 'Amend the constitution and subsidiary legislation thus 
allowing trade unions to participate directly in the legislative 
elections by the Congress of Deputies in the conditions that 
mark the development of the new electoral law.' 


980. ‘Encourage employee participation in corporate 
governance, promoting change in business relationships— 
workers for workers to participate in the decision making 
process of the company through representation on 
committees and in union sections. ' 


981. ‘Establishment of a social wage for the group of long- 
term unemployed and those with dependents. Establish 
sectoral collective agreements under negotiation as 
appropriate to ensure the protection of labor rights and 
social equality of all workers who belong to the same group, 
regarding rights and obligations.’ 


982. ‘Legal reforms will be made not to allow the 
detrimental individual to the conditions set forth in that 


specific Convention Collective.’ 


983. ‘Recognition of the right to organize for the self- 
employed, including unemployed, _ retired, students, 
housewives, et al.’ 


984. 'Creating a banking association that will work with 
representatives of trade unions who in-turn represent 
workers in all sectors of production. ' 


985. 'The prohibition of all forms of exploitation of labor or 
of children below the age of 16 years, even when in the 
form of practical training.’ 


986. ‘Develop specific measures to address the social 
sectors suffering most acutely the lack of employment and 
to therefor give priority to labor market participation of 
youth, women, and people who are over 45 years of age 
who are in a situation of long-term unemployment.’ 


987. ‘Detect new social needs that can become new 
industrial sectors as in the new areas of employment: social, 
cultural, recreational, environmental, etc. Prioritizing 
projects that will create jobs in rural areas and in areas at 
risk of de-industrialization. Promote the establishment of a 
social economy enterprises, as this type if company is best 
suited to offer these aforesaid occupations. ' 


988. 'Increase the minimum wage to a much higher level 
and salaries to also match along with social protection for 
part-time workers, to training contracts and temporary state 
run agency work while employed there. Keep in mind that 
the Spanish SMI is the lowest in the European Union. ' 


989. ‘Increase budgetary allocations to promote safety and 
health at work and employment of extreme and hazardous 
labor; with inspections to reduce the high number of 
accidents and of occupational diseases.' 


990. 'To promote the reconciliation of work and family life 
for all workers. Among other measures we propose the 
following: 


a. Reduction by one third of the regular work day, 
without undermining economic assets for the care of 
children under the age of 1 year also, in cases of birth, 
adoption or permanent fostering. 

b. Reduction of a third or half of normal working hours to 
care directly for a child under 6 years or a physically 
disabled person, those with mental or sensory 
impairment, with the right to receive respectively 80% 
and 60% of their salaries. 

c. Increase the number of subsidized nursery schools 
according to production plans, thusly, reconciling 
working and family life. d. Enlarge paid leave in cases of 
adoption or permanent foster child adoption, and in the 
event of death or serious illness or hospitalization of the 
person you live conjugally with in any form. e. Regulate 
up to three years of absence to care for children under 6 
years of age. f. Mandatory reservation of one job or one 
within the same_ professional group or equivalent 
category throughout the period of leave. g. Consider it to 
be if adequate contribution effectively contributed to 
Social Security of three years, that is to say, equivalent 
work/labor credit for absence to care for small children.’ 


991. 'Reform of the criminal code to impose harsh prison 
sentences on employers and the work force differently, for 
acting against the rights and obligations acquired, both 
collective and individual, as part of the company to not 
permit exploitation, or rogueries, or any activity between 
nonsupporting workers and managers. ' 


992. 'The MSR will defend the right to adequate housing as 
provided for in the current Spanish Constitution. For this 
purpose, the MSR will intervene in the land market to avoid 


land speculation; having a sufficiently large housing stock, 
capable of controlling prices and through measures that 
discourage the existence of vacant homes. Likewise, 
articulate initiatives to promote rehabilitation or renovation 
of existing homes. It is necessary to prevent the poorest 
citizens from being marginalized, when to have a decent 
home to develop a life plan. These seek to build public 
housing seeking integration into the urban and _ natural 
environment, where the quality of life and available services 
constitute an appropriate framework of civic integration. 
From this perspective, the MSR proposes the following 
initiatives: 

a. Create an urban model that enhances the city as a 
living space for coexistence, amending the Current Act 
on the Land, to achieve quality urban growth, prioritizing 
public actions in the gaps within the existing urban inner 
city, and to revitalize our historic centers pulling them 
out from marginalization, neglect, and ostracism to 
which they are at present exposed after decades of 
speculation and plunder. 

b. Develop mechanisms for public intervention needed to 
address urban problems that occur in our municipalities. 
This will involve reforming the Town Planning Law; the 
law on environments. 

c. Assessing the Law on Construction Planning, to change 
the Act regulating the Soil and Ratings, and repeal 
Decrees on Liberalization in real estate. 

d. ‘Taking inventory of soil under civil government 
control, to be a heritage of public land, kept at state, 
regional, and municipal levels (i.e. ‘control’). To store 
much of the land needed for the construction of public 
housing, or to implement necessary infrastructure. 

e. Act decisively on the land market, introducing the 
same land that is without current use, in order to 
facilitate the lowering of ground on which to build social 


g. 


housing at an affordable price. We need to avoid 
unnecessary and speculative sale of public land and 
effectively exploit these spaces for the benefit of the 
community. 

Promote fiscal measures that penalize eager 
speculations on empty homes, to. allow — public 
undertaking on an urgent basis, the current demand for 
housing making the necessary changes in the Tenancies 
Act. To improve control mechanisms and management of 
urban activities to avoid speculation. Control will be 
carried out by aé_ “specific section of the state 
administration: Commissioners of State for Housing and 
Planning. 

Designing a five year housing plan to extend as far as 
possible the right to decent housing to the population in 
need through the following actions: 1.) Increase budgets 
to fund the social housing policy; 2.) Extend aid for home 
purchase in all cases of first access to home ownership; 
3.) Boosting the amount thereof in the case of young 
and low-income earners; 4.) Promote housing 
rehabilitation; 5.) Allow to reconcile purchase and 
rehabilitation aid; 6.) Promote’ rental market 
development for comprehensive housing and _ the 
recovery of our historical edifices. 

Boosting bio-climatic architecture and urbanism 
exploiting environmental conditions to create comfort in 
public spaces and buildings, reducing the need for air 
conditioning and artificial indoor climate control. 

Creating open areas between the living spaces and the 
public to promote child entertainment, sport, and in 
general, leisure spaces. 

Empowerment of rural re-population. Creating a state 
agency who’s role is to facilitate, through support to 
families and individuals wishing to enter the world of 
endangered peoples, fostering the necessary structures 


to ensure essential needs for the proper development of 
their own lives and the lives of their children.’ 


993. 'The search for a viable technology development 
revolution calls for a new philosophy of urban public 
services and communications networks. The MSR _ is 
committed to a rational transportation policy, based on 
Saving energy and raw materials to enhance use of the rail 
over use of the ‘freeways’;public transport and cycling is 
encouraged in metropolitan areas, and above all, to claim 
cleaner production and protection of the environment in 
urban areas. In this sense, the MSR proposes the following: 


a. Decentralization of cities. The MSR will promote all 
initiatives aimed at providing the periphery and city 
neighborhoods with all urban social services, rejecting 
the partitioning of urban space merely for _ it’s 
functionality. 

b. Provide all residential districts with educational 
endowments, cultural, health, social, sports, business, 
entertainment, parks, gardens, and open public spaces. 

c. Opting for efficient public transport, tending to be free 
of cost to the public, as a means of keeping the city 
articulated while reducing air and noise pollution vs. 
Automobiles. In this sense also free and efficient public 
transportation’s may also promote alternative means of 
travel over short distances vis the bicycle, providing the 
city with adequate infrastructure that is meant expressly 
for cyclists and pedestrians to travel upon. This being 
ideal for use in major Town Centers. 

d. Infrastructure planning aimed at communication and 
transportation between the town and the surrounding 
district with regional plans to enhance its development, 
since this is impossible without adequate economic and 
social interactions. 


e. A gradually extended nationwide fiber optic network 
also making it available to the government for free. 
Network connections will be established between the 
various government agencies, universities and colleges, 
libraries, associations, federations, etc. To support data 
traffic between them, thus obtaining a greater benefit 
for all. 

f. It will enhance citizen’s access to new communications 
technologies, articulating a free public internet, while 
subsidizing the purchase of computer equipment for 
families. To meet these objectives we will change the law 
concerning the telecommunications Sector, Postal 
Services, Environmental impact and urbanism.’ 


994. 'Small and medium enterprises should initiate a 
profound restructuring process after evidence of their 
inability to compete with large industrial and distributional 
companies.’ 


995. 'The future lies in the expertise, quality production, 
craft, trade, and traditional workshops and_ services 
attached to the ground. We must also not forget the issue of 
the self-employed, who by their lack of cohesion and 
organizational deficits, suffer unfairness as to other 
employment sectors of production.’ 


Out of Step—Part One 


The following is from ‘Out Of Step’ by Arnold Spencer 
Leese 
Founder of the ‘Imperial Fascist League’ (Great 
Britain)— 
published 1946-47 
With occasional updating & commentary by HRM 


776. ‘Through Mr. Arthur Kitson, the great monetary 
reformer, who had a contempt for all politicians and political 
parties because of their stupid and silent acquiescence in 
the fraud of the Gold Standard. (However, today) he is well 
known to all Monetary Reformers as the pioneer of their 
cause. But, | gradually came to understand that here was 
something affecting the lives of men, women, and children 
everywhere, and existed aS an_ unrecognized evil 
manipulated in secret by a few people greedy for power. In 
fact, | saw that control of the issue of money (actually) 
killing!as power.' 


777. ‘Apart altogether from Mr. Kitson’s influence, | had 
watched with (great) interest the bloodless revolution of 
Benito Mussolini, who by sheer determination had ended the 
chaos which  Liberalism—disguised—had brought his 
country; it appeared to me that here was a movement which 
might end political humbug, and his declaration “My Aim is 
Reality” appealed to me strongly. So, | wrote a little 
pamphlet entitled ‘Fascism For Old England’.' 


778. '| have often heard people say that you cannot define 
Fascism; | always said that | could: a revolt against (financial 
capitalist so called) Democracy and aéeé “return to 
Statesmanship.' 


779. '| had about 80 organized Fascists in the town, but very 
few of these meant business. | often asked myself what was 
the bravest act | ever did? Well, it was to turn out into the 
streets of the town—in which everyone knew me—in the 
Black Shirt uniform. | had never done any public speaking 
before and almost literally shook with nerves at first when 
going through the “soap-box” stage; but | stuck at it until | 
had no nerves at all.' 


780. '| have been after truth, not propaganda; in fact, | 
investigated the diseases of the Body Politic.’ 


781. 'My hands were full; research required time and 
concentration; running an organization also required time 
and was apt to interfere with concentration. Progress was 
painfully slow because although | myself could prevent the 
means to prevent collapse, | could get no funds to splash 
about for publicity. However, after a year we were able to 
move (to) larger offices.’ 


782. ‘All help was purely volunteer and unpaid. There was 
nothing to pay anyone with. During the first year a lot of the 
political crooks and most of the cranks went through my 
hands, but as a policy was to entrust no new member with 
anything important until we had the chance to try him out, 
they were never able to do us any harm and were all slung 
out in due course. ' 


783. 'We ran a monthly paper ‘The Fascist’, and published 
our pamphlets as funds permitted. It was my first rule that 
no liability be incurred until we had the funds to cover it. 
This may have helped to make progress slow, but it gave us 
a good name and our credit was never in doubt with anyone 
who dealt with us. We could seldom afford the expense of 
hiring halls for meetings, and it is my opinion that meetings 
of any kind, except at ‘election’ time, have one use only, 
that is, to make your own members think something is 
going on. That was too expensive a hobby for me.' 


784. 'Sometimes, when financed, we would have these 
meetings, and then we would find that the Internationalist 
Financial Capitalists power would often step in and get the 
renting of the particular meeting hall canceled a few days 
before the advertised time of the scheduled meeting.’ 


785. 'We found that the League of Nations Union could be 
used by us for our purposes, often without expense to 
ourselves; that futile body had constant need to thrash up 
the flagging enthusiasm of its own members, and we found 
them often willing to have public debates with us, on some 


such motion that the League of Nations, as a means of 
preserving peace, is not to be trusted.’ 


786. 'As we all knew that the League of Nations was entirely 
sponsored by the International Financial Capitalists (in 
order) to ensure future wars, we used their platform to get 
wide publicity for exposure of the organized ‘Money Power’ 
(since ‘superseded by International Financial Monopoly 
Capitalism.) These ones seemed to believe that because we 
opposed the League of Nations, we must want wars; their 
Christian charity seemed lacking. We opposed it because it 
was an utter fraud, and for no other reason. We told the 
people who were behind the fraud.’ 


787. ‘About four years after we had been in existence, as 
The Imperial Fascist League, we found that Sir Oswald 
Mosley was muscling into the Fascist field of politics.’ 


788. 'We used to hold lecture meetings on some aspect of 
Fascist policy every Wednesday.—Progress, if measured by 
recruiting figures, was painfully slow. | had imagined, when | 
started that, it only needed the initiative of a few pioneers 
(note: Codreanu) to get the support of influential people, but 
| had underestimated the power of (special interest) money; 
the fact was that influential people would at once lose their 
influence as soon as it was known that they (were critical of 
the alien Finance) we found that there was a great gulf fixed 
between the acquiring knowledge on the menace of 
rampant (Financial Capitalist Monopolization and the 
mobilizing of ‘Big Business’) and the taking of any action 
about it. The gulf meant ruin to business people, the ‘Sack’ 
and unemployment to Wage Earners.’ 


789. ‘Our best support came from the most independent 
sections of the community, professional men, unmarried 
people and those with no families. These would not be 
afraid (“No Me Frago!!!) of publicity and would give time 
and money to the cause. ' 


The Fascista: Friend of the People

790. 'A significant item in the story, which reveals the state 
of mind of the workers is the following: (our national flags), 
which were then frequently insulted by organizations of 
workmen under the thumb of the Socialist Party, flew from 
all chimney pots under the occupation of the Dalmine 
(labor) Works, while at the workshops below the work itself 
throbbed cheerfully and briskly.’ 


791. '(Workers!) You are not the poor, the humiliated, the 
rejected, as the old rhetorical sayings of the Socialists would 
have you be; you are the producers, and it is in this capacity 
that you vindicate your right to treat the industrial owners 
as your equals. For the form of the old industrial Magnate, 
odious and grasping, must be substituted by that of the 
‘industrial captain’.' 


792. '| tell you that your action has been original, and is 
worthy, on account of the motives of sympathy which 
inspired it.' 


793. ‘But when events follow each other with lightening 
speed, it is not possible to carry out the system of absolute 
democracy. (For) We bring an anti-Party, having no 
preconceptions. And have the privilege of moving on the 
ground of pure objectivity.’ 


794. 'First: We have kept in mind the general interests of 
the nation, particularly as regards the recent “strikes”. 


Secondly: We have considered the subject of production, 
because if we kill production, if today we render sterile the 


fount of economic activity, tomorrow there will be universal 
poverty. 


Thirdly: We have been guided in voting these orders of the 
day by our disinterested love for the working classes. ' 


795. ‘Our position of the Syndicalist Movement is not 
reactionary (nor, is it opposed in Fascist Doctrines) (to the) 
Syndicate of Co-operation, which is the natural counter-work 
to the (Marxian) Socialist Cooperative Movement. There 
must be increased production. The working of state services 
must be made efficient. 


796. 'Words at certain times can be facts. Let us act, then, 
in such a way that all the words we utter now may be 
potential facts today, and reality tomorrow. ' 


797. ‘Let us unmask the deceivers. We do not intend to 
oppose the movement of the Working classes, only to 
unmask the works of mystification which is carried on by a 
horde of middle-class, lower middle-class, and pseudo- 
middle-class people, who think that they have become the 
saviors of humanity by the mere fact of being possessed 
with a card of Membership. We are not against the 
proletariat, but we are against the Socialist (Marxian) Party 
in as far as it continues to be anti-Nationalistic.' 


798. ‘Our love consists but in telling upon every occasion 
and in every place the plain truth, and the more this truth is 
unpalatable the greater the need to speak it out. We are the 
first to recognize that the rights of the laboring classes are 
Sacred, and even more so the rights of those who work the 
soil.' 


799. 'And this Fascista revolt, and we could also use the 
more sacred and serious word ‘revolution’, is inspired by 
indestructible and moral motives and has nothing to do with 
incentives of a material nature. We Fascisti say that above 
all the competition and those differences that divide men— 


and which might also be called natural and inevitable, since 
life would be extraordinarily dull if everybody thought in the 
Same way—above all this there is a single reality, common 
to all, and it is the reality of the nation and of the country to 
which we are bound, as the tree is bound by its roots to the 
soil which nourishes it.’ 


800. 'The country is an indestructible, eternal, and immortal 
unity, which like all ideas, institutions and sentiments in this 
world, may be eclipsed for a time, but which revives again 
in the depths of the (human) soul.’ 


801. 'We Fascisti want to bring into every city, into every 
part of the country, even the most remote, the pride and 
passion of belonging to the most noble nation (on Earth).' 


802. 'We do not intend to push the working classes 
backwards. All that which they have won and which they will 
win is sacred. But they must acquire these conquests by 
material and moral improvement. We Fascisti do not speak 
only of rights, we speak also of duty, as Mazzini would have 
wished. ' 


803. 'We have not only the verb “to take”, we have also the 
verb “to give,” because sometimes when our country calls, 
whether she is threatened by an internal or external enemy, 
we exact both from our adherents and from those who 
sympathies with us; readiness even for the supreme 
sacrifice. And (we say) for you, Fascisti-Squadrista, (you) 
have consecrated the Fascista ideals with martyrdom. ' 


804. 'If the ideal of Fascismo had not contained within itself 
great potentiality, nobility, and beauty, (/ntegrity), do you 
think that it would have spread with this tremendous 
impetus! Do you think that (even) seven lives would have 
been given for it, lives which point out the path of 
perseverance and victory.’ 


805. 'A Fascist/Falangist government—is not, cannot, and 
does not wish to be anti-proletariat. The workmen are a vital 
part of the nation; they are all (citizens) and like all 
(citizens) when they work, when they produce and when 
they live orderly lives, must be protected, defended, and 
respected.’ 


806. 'We are, however, the enemy of those who, in the 
name of false and ridiculous ideologies, try to dupe the 
workmen and drive them towards ruin.' 


807. 'The Fascist government, which in all that it does, will 
be inspired by and keep before it these three fundamental 
principles: 


First: The nation which is an undeniable reality. 


Second: The necessity of production; because greater 
and better production is not only the interest of the 
Capitalist but also (and even more-so) but also of the 
workman; since the Workman together with the Capitalist, 
loses his livelihood and falls into poverty if the productions 
of the nation do not find a market in the trade-centers of 
the world. 


Third: The protection of the legitimate rights of the 
working classes. ' 


808. 'A Fascist government: it is a government that wishes 
to act in the interests of the working classes, interests which 
will always be recognized when they are just.’ 


809. ‘The National people must find that medium of 
harmony necessary for the reconstruction and development 
of civilization; and if there be rebellious and seditious 
minorities they must be stamped out.' 


810. 'The Fascist government (once established) as you see 
governs for all, over the heads of all, and if necessary, 
against all. It governs for all because it takes into account all 
general interests; it governs against all when any group, 
whether of the middle-class or of the proletarians, tries to 
put its interests before the general interests of the nation. ' 


811. 'You can rest assured that in this country the workman 
and the laborer, and all labor whether of brain or of hands, 
will take, as is right, the first place. ' 


The Fascista 


The following citations, excerpts and paraphrases are from 
‘The Fascista’ by Benito Mussolini 
Published 1923 by Signor Benito Mussolini 
With commentary and updating edits by H R.M. 


812. 'War must be either wholly accepted or wholly rejected; 
if this line is to be taken up it will be for us to do so. Besides, 
wishing to examine the situation in light of facts, we say 
that the active and passive sides of so immense an 
undertaking cannot be established with cut-and-dried 
figures. One cannot put on one side the “quantum” of that 
which has been accomplished and that which has not; the 
“qualifying” element must be taken into account.’ 


813. ‘Imperialism is the base of the life of every people 
which desires economic and spiritual expansion. 


814. ‘That which distinguishes the different kinds of 
imperialism is the method adopted in its pursuit. Now the 
method that we choose, and shall choose, will never 
resemble the barbaric penetration of the Germans. And we 
say, either everybody (be) idealist or nobody.’ 


815. ‘One cannot understand how people who are well off 
can preach idealism to those who suffer, because that would 
be very easy.’ 


816. 'The way in which the working masses should and must 
be spoken to has been shown to us by ‘Merrheim’, one of 
the thinking heads of French Syndicalism. (Merrheim 
stated), touching between relations between economics and 
politics and the necessity of production: 


“The militant Socialists (Marxian), must tell the truth, and 
all the truth, to the masses, even if the truth brings hatred 
and slander. Now the truth is for all those who reflect, that 
the bad conditions of life, which are the troubles of the 
masses, are not going to be remedied by a solution based 
by an increase of wages which is totally inoperative, but 
(and is) totally in opposition to (the naturalistic) economic 
laws. The masses must be told that the regime of 
production and distribution of commodities must undergo 
a transformation, if efficacious and lasting remedies are to 
be found for existing bad conditions, and that this can be 
arrived at by means of the force of organization” 


817. “(At present) we are overstocked with commodities, 
and that the people could consume without limit and enjoy 
comfort by imposing wages proportionate to their desires 
without increasing production.” 


818. “Courage lies in repeating to the masses that each 
man is at the same time a producer and consumer, and that 
the continued increase of production is necessary and 
indispensable.” 


819. “Courage lies in saying that it is not impossible to 
satisfy those common needs, natural to everyone, without 
normal production.” 


820. “Courage lies in proclaiming that the purely political 
revolution, which inflames the peoples minds, would not 
solve the social problem.” 


821. “Courage lies in repeating untiringly to the people that 
the Revolution which must be brought about must be 
economic, and that it is not to be brought about in the 
streets by a delirious crowd destroying for the sake of 
destruction.” 


822. “Courage lies in saying that an economic revolution 
draws its substance from labor, and that it is strengthened, 
advanced, and carried out by the _ intensification of 
(domestic) production whether in the fields or in the 
factories, and by a further utilization of scientific processes 
and methods of production.” 


823. '| am not afraid of the word (s), | am a revolutionary 
and a reactionary. ' 


824. ‘It is necessary to protest against an enforced 
censorship,—otherwise we will seem to show that we are 
ready to accept an arbitrary act.’ 


825. 'We defend the nation and the people as a whole. We 
desire the moral and material welfare of the people.’ 


826. ‘For over fifty years generals, diplomats, and 
bureaucrats (and the plutocratic aristocracy/big business 
financial Capitalists) and from a certain number of persons 
of rank and position (to “represent” the interests of the 
nation which in all reality, is the common people). It is time 
to put an end to all this (subterfuge), if we want to infuse 
new energy (and social responsibility) into the blood and the 
body of the nation. ' 


827. ‘Struggle is at the bottom of everything because life is 
full of contrasts. There is love and hate—black and white, 
night and day, good and evil, and until these contrasts are 


balanced, struggle will always be at the root of human 
nature, as the supreme fatality. ' 


828. 'The second foundation stone of Fascism is represented 
by anti-dogmatism and pragmatism. We have no 
preconceived notions, no fixed ideas and above all, no 
stupid pride.’ 


829. 'All the states of the world are in a condition of fatal 
interdependence. ' 


830. 'Our punitive expeditions, all those acts of violence 
which figure in the (news) papers, must always have the 
character of a retort and legitimate reprisal; because we are 
the first to recognize that it is sad after having fought the 
external enemy, to have to fight the enemy within, who, 
whether they like it or not, are also our citizens/countrymen; 
(essentially, our brothers). But it is necessary, and as long 
as it is necessary, we Shall continue to carry out this hard 
and thankless task.’ 


831. 'The (present) State is, as you very well know it by 
direct experience, iS more tyrannical,  illiberal, and 
overbearing than the old one (s); and for this reason that 
which we are causing today is a revolution to break up the 
“'Bolshevist States of our country'”; while waiting to settle 
our accounts with the Liberal agitators and (truest enemies 
of the people).' 


832. '“Brothers, not enemies!” It is absurd to depict us as 
the enemies of the working classes. We feel ourselves to be 
brothers in spirit of all those who work; but we do not make 
distinctions, we do not put work-worn hands into the first 
rank (as does Marxian propaganda). We do not place this 
‘new divinity’ of ‘manual labor’ upon the altar (of worship).' 


833. 'We wish to see the realization of a communion 
between spirit and matter, between the arm and the brain, 
the realization of the solidarity of our people.’ 


834. ‘Another characteristic of Fascism is_ pride of 
nationality. And, in connection with this we have already 
decided upon a Fascist Day. If the Socialists have decided on 
May Day, and the Popular Party on May 15*., and other 
parties other days, we Fascisti will have one too, and it shall 
be the birth of Rome—April 21*.' 


835. 'Those who blame us for marching like the Germans 
must remember that it is not we who imitate the Germans, 
but they who imitate the Romans, for which reason it is we 
who have gone back to the original, who return to the 
Roman style: the Latin and Mediterranean style. ' 


836. 'We have no prejudices because we are not a church, 
we are a movement. We are not a (politica/) Party, we are a 
band of free men and women. 


837. 'We have no institutions either, we consider them 
Superfluous. Ours is an army characterized by enthusiasm 
and voluntary discipline, and known above all, not as the 
light of some Party or Faction, but as guardian of the 
Nation. ' 


838. 'We are known for the love we bear to (our nation), to 
her history and her civilization, as well as to her inhabitants 
and geographical constitution.’ 


839. 'The Leader of Fascismo initiates the spiritual and 
physical mobilization of the ‘Black Shirts’, while he hurls the 
first challenge at the old political caste and lays down the 
fundamental points of the imminent national revolution.— 
(The Leader) hopes that you do not expect anything from 
(him) in a speech which is not eminently Fascista, that is to 
say straightforward, hard, bare facts.’ 


840. 'But if Mazzini and Garibaldi tried three times to arrive 
at Rome, and if Garibaldi gave his “Red Shirts” the tragic 
and inexorable alternative of “Rome of death!”, this means 
that, to the (very) best men of the Risorgimento, Rome 


already had an essential function of the first importance to 
perform in the new history of the Italian nation.—Let us 
then, with minds pure and free from animosity, lift up our 
thoughts!’ 


841. 'Fascista Discipline: People speak to us of Fascist 
autonomy. | tell the Fascisti and citizens that this autonomy 
has no importance whatsoever. It is not an autonomy of 
ideas and prejudice. Fascism has no prejudices; they are 
the sad privilege of the old Parties, associations scattered 
across all countries, whose members, have nothing better to 
do or to say, end by imitating those sordid priests of the 
East who discussed all the questions of the world while the 
Byzantine Empire perished. ' 


842. 'The few and sporadic attempts of Fascists to establish 
autonomy are either frustrated or nearly so, because they 
represent only revenge of a personal nature. ' 


843. 'We come to another question, discipline. Fascism is in 
the most favor of the most rigid discipline. We must first 
sternly discipline ourselves, otherwise we will not have the 
right to discipline the nation. And it is only by the discipline 
of the nation that our nation can make herself heard in the 
counsels of other countries. Discipline must be accepted. If 
it is not, it must be imposed. ' 


844. 'We put aside the democratic dogma that one must 
forever proceed by sermonizing and lecturing in a more or 
less Liberal manner. At a given moment, discipline must 
show itself under the form of a command or of an act of 
force.’ 


845. 'l speak of the Fascisti of all (which matters), who, if 
they must have a dogma, must have one which bears the 
clear name of discipline. Only by obedience, (and) the 
humble and sacred pride in obedience, can the right to 
command be conquered. And only when—pride_ of 


obedience (has been) conquered can it be imposed upon 
others; otherwise no!!! The Fascists of our nation must take 
note of this. They must not interpret discipline as (an) order 
(and) a call to order of the administrative kind or of 
Shepherds who foresee the scattering of their flock. We are 
an army and it is just because we have this special 
organization that we must make discipline the supreme 
‘pivot’ of our life and action.’ We are e not shepherds and 
our forces cannot by any means be called a “flock”.' 


846. '| come now to the question of violence. Violence is 
(not always) immoral. On the contrary: It is sometimes 
‘moral’. 


847. 'We dispute the right of our enemies to bewail our 
violence.—the Bolsheviks in Russia—where 56.000,000 
people have been executed and another still pine for 
freedom, are child’s play. On the other hand, violence is 
decisive. Because, at the end of the day, we got peace for 
our country and extreme death for our friends there in the 
Soviet Union, where all who do not agree with them are 
exiled into total subservience resulting in an early death.’ 


848. 'On the other hand, violence is decisive, because in the 
end, after having made use of it systematically for forty 
eight hours we got results which we should not have, which 
we would not have obtained for forty eight years of sermons 
and propaganda. When, therefor, violence removes a 
gangrene of this sort, it is morally sacred and necessary. ' 


849. ‘But, my Fascist friends, and | speak to the Fascisti 
Squadrista of all the nation, our violence must have certain 
Fascista characteristics. The violence of ten to one is to be 
disowned and condemned. There is a violence that frees 
and a violence that binds; there is moral violence and 
stupid, immoral violence. Violence must be proportionate to 
the necessities of the moment, and not made a school, a 
doctrine, or a sport. The Fascisti must be careful not to spoil 


with sporadic, individual and unjustifiable acts of violence, 
those brilliant and splendid victories. ' 


850. 'Now the Nationalists differ from us on certain 
questions, but the truth is this, that in all the battles we 
have fought we have had them by our side. It may well be 
that among them there are leaders who do not see Fascism 
as we see it, but it must be recognized and proclaimed that 
the “blue shirts” {i.e. The Nationalists} were with the Black 
Shirts." 


851. 'Those who sympathize with us must not withdraw into 
the shade; they must stay in the light. They must have the 
courage to remain. (This is) a splendid task and one of 
incalculable importance. ' 


852. ‘The Fascist revolution must also avoid risking 
everything. Some firm ground must be left so that the 
people shall not feel that everything is falling to pieces, that 
everything must be begun again, because in that case the 
first wave of enthusiasm would be followed by a wave of 
panic. Now everything is very plain. The social-democratic 
Superstructure must be destroyed. ' 


853. 'The State we want: We must have a state which will 
simply say; “The State does not represent a Party, it 
represents the nation as a whole, it includes all, is over all, 
protects all, and fights any attempt made against her 
inviolable sovereignty.”’ 


854. ‘It must be remembered that—lack of discipline serves 
to arouse the miserable instincts of the (Marxian) Socialists, 
who, though subdued, still hatch plots for ‘revenge’, a 
revenge which we shall prevent by collective action and the 
avoidance of bloodshed. After all, the Romans were right: if 
you want peace you must show yourself prepared for war.' 


855. ‘Only the rabble could accuse us of being the enemy of 
the people, for we are the sons of the people; we have 


known what manual labor is; we have always lived among 
the working classes, who are infinitely superior to the false 
prophets who pretend to “represent” them. ' 


856. 'This is the violence of which | approve and of which | 
uphold, and which Fascismo, and | speak to the Fascisti of all 
the nation, ought to make hers. Not little, individual, 
Sporadic acts of violence, but the great, wonderful, 
relentless violence of the decisive hour. It is necessary, 
when the moment comes, to strike with the utmost force 
and without pity. ' 


857. 'Dissension (currently) lies between the State and the 
Nation, because there is the fundamental unity of our 
people, our customs, our language, and our religion. The 
nation must create for itself the State.’ 


858. 'You see our tactics are now clear. When it is a question 
of assaulting the State it is no longer possible to have 
recourse to little plots, of which the “to be or not to be” 
remains a secret to the last. We must give orders to 
hundreds and thousands of men, and it would be merely 
absurd to try to keep it secret. We play an open game. ' 


859. 'The conflict appears inevitable. It is a question now of 
developing our forces, summoning all our energies and 
strength, so that the conflict shall end in victory for us—and, 
as a matter of fact, upon that score there can be no doubt.’ 


860. 'The Liberal State is a mask behind which there is no 
face, it is a scaffolding behind which there is no building. 
There is force but there is no spirit behind them. All those 
who ought to uphold it feel that it is approaching the 
extreme limits of incompetence, impotence, and absurdity. ' 


861. 'We do not wish to stake everything on the (political) 
game, because we do not present ourselves as the saviors 
of humanity, nor do we promise anything special to the 
people.’ 


862. 'We are surrounded by enemies, and those who are our 
open foes, and who belong to the Bolshevist Parties (a/so: 
Conservatives, Liberals, Republicans, Democrats, Marxian 
Socialists, and minority agitators), have now perfected 
themselves in the art of ambush and assassination (usually 
verbal and through printing lies and disinformation about 
US).' 


863. 'We Fascisti do not intend to arrive at government by 
the window; we do not intend to give up this magnificent 
Spiritual birthright for a miserable mess of ministerial 
pottage. Because we have what might be called the 
historical vision of the question as opposed to the merely 
political and Parliamentary (Congressional) view.' 


864. 'As a matter of fact, at turning-points of history force 
always decides when it is a question of opposing interests 
and ideas. This is why we have gathered, firmly organized 
and strongly disciplined our legions, because thus, if the 
question must be settled by a recourse to force, we shall 
win.' 

865. ‘It is the right and duty of our people to liberate their 
political and spiritual life from the parasitic incrustation of 
the past, which cannot be prolonged indefinitely in the 
present, as it would mean the death of the future.’ 


866. 'We have created our ideal. It is faith and ardent love. 
It is not necessary to be brought into the sphere of reality. It 
is reality insofar as it is a stimulus for faith, hope and 
courage. Our ideal is the nation. Our ideal is the greatness 
of the nation, and we subordinate all the rest to this. For us 
the nation has a soul and does not consist only in so much 
territory.’ 


867. 'The greatness of the nation lies in the aggregation of 
all these virtues and all these conditions. A nation is great 
when its spiritual force is transferred into reality.’ 


868. 'What we want now is the greatness of the nation both 
materially and spiritually. That is why we have become 
syndicalist and not because we think that the masses by 
reason of their number can create in history something 
which will last.' 


869. 'But the working people form a part of the nation; and 
they are a great part of the nation, necessary to its 
existence both in peace and in war. They neither can nor 
ought to be repulsed. They can and must be educated and 
their legitimate interests protected.’ 


870. ‘The  neo-spiritualistic philosophies continually 
oscillating between the metaphysical and the lyrical are 
very dangerous for small minds. The neo-spiritualistic 
philosophies are like oysters—they are palatable, but they 
require to be digested. ' 


871. 'We deny the existence of only two classes, because 
there are many more. We deny the possibility of explaining 
the story of humanity in terms of economics. We deny your 
‘internationalism’, because it is a luxury which only the 
upper classes can afford; the working people are hopelessly 
bound to their native shores. ' 


872. ‘The real history of Capitalism is beginning now, 
because Capitalism is not only a system of oppression, but a 
selection of that which is of most (financia/) worth, a co- 
ordination of hierarchies. ' 


873. ‘Fascism neither practices nor preaches _§anti- 
Clericalism. It is not in any way tied to Freemasonry; we 
view Freemasonry as an enormous screen behind which 
there are generally small things and small men (of 
questionable motives). ' 


874. 'We are one—as regards the liberty of schools. We are 
also one as regards the agrarian problems, for we think that 
where small properties exist it is useless to destroy them; 


that where it is possible to create them they ought to be 
created; that where they cannot be created, because they 
would be unproductive, other methods must be adopted, 
not excluding more or less collective co-operation. ' 


875. 'Gentlemen, do not throw useless words at the nation. 
—He who talks of work talks of the productive middle 
classes in the towns and in the country. It is not a question 
of privileges for the first or for privileges for the second, but 
of the safeguarding of all the interests which are in 
accordance with national production. ' 


876. ‘The Proletariat which works, and whose well-being 
concerns us, though not from weak demagogic motives, has 
nothing to fear, nothing to lose and everything to gain from 
a financial policy which preserves the balance of the State 
and prevents bankruptcy, which would have a disastrous 
effect especially amongst the humbler classes. ' 


877. ‘Our policy as regards emigration must free itself from 
an excessive “paternalism”. ' 


878. ‘The citizens, no matter what Party to which they 
belong shall have freedom of movement, all (/egitimate) 
religions shall be respected, with particular regard to the 
dominant faith, statutory liberty shall not be infringed and 
the law shall be made to be respected at all costs.' 


879. ‘It is we who, for love of our country, said that it was 
necessary to subordinate impulse, sentiment and personal 
ambition to the supreme interests of the nation; and it is we 
who put the Fascisti movement on Constitutional lines. 
Philosophy must be silent in face of political necessity.' 


880. 'The example of other revolutions has shown us that 
there are some fundamental principles in the life of the 
people that must be respected. We do not intend that 
national discipline shall be only a word. We do not intend 
that the law shall be any longer a blunt weapon. We do not 


intend that liberty shall degenerate into license. We do not 
intend to remain above the fray among those who love, who 
work for, and who are ready to sacrifice themselves for the 
nation, or, on the other hand among those who are ready to 
do the reverse. ' 


881. 'One cannot remain above the fray when the moral 
forces which are the foundation of the national community 
are at stake; and nobody can say that a national policy, 
understood thus, is reactionary.' 


882. ‘We shall not follow an anti-Proletariat policy, for 
reasons national, and other than national. We do not want to 
oppress the proletariat; we do not want to drive it back into 
humiliating conditions of life. On the contrary we want to 
elevate it materially and spiritually.’ 


883. 'The reasons for which we want to follow a policy of 
proletarian welfare are quite different. They lie in the 
interests of the nation; they are dictated by the reality of 
facts, by the conviction that no nation can be united and at 
peace if millions of workmen are condemned to live in 
humiliating and inadequate conditions of life.’ 


884. 'We confess that we do not believe in perpetual and 
universal peace. In the life of the peoples, notwithstanding 
ideals—noble and worthy of respect—there exist the 
permanent factors of race (and ethnicity), and the greatness 
and the decadence of nations, which lead to differences only 
often settled by recourse to arms. ' 


885. 'The fundamental principle upon which Fascist policy is 
based is that treaties of peace, once signed and ratified, 
must be carried out. A self-respecting nation cannot follow 
another course. Treaties are not eternal or irreparable; they 
are the chapters and not epilogues of history; to put them 
into practice means to try them. If in the course of execution 
they are proved to be absurd, this itself may constitute the 


new element which may open the possibility of a further 
examination of the respective positions. ' 


886. 'A national State newly formed may have particular 
exigencies and_ susceptibilities. An atmosphere - of 
uneasiness which at times can reach an acute stage. ' 


887. 'The difference between Liberal and Fascist states 
consists in this: that a Fascista state does not defend itself 
only, but attacks, and those who intend to slander it abroad 
and to undermine its authority at home must be warned 
that their activities bring with them unforeseen 
consequences. The enemies of the Fascisti must not be 
surprised if we treat them severely as enemies.’ 


888. '(So far as international ‘treaties are concerned); either 
a treaty must be enforced or denounced. To wait indefinitely 
for events which may seem to occur is the worst of systems 
at this (at a//) moments. It is necessary to put an end to a 
situation which has become unbearable and which gives us 
(the citizens) all the disadvantages without assuring us of 
what might be the advantages of clearly defined relations 
(viz. Situational-conditions). No treaty has ever withstood 
new conditions of affairs developed by the progress of time. 
The essential thing is to place our selves in such a position 
that an eventual revision will enable us to vindicate our 
eternal rights with dignity and power.' 


889. 'Sentiment is a great spiritual force, both in the lives of 
individuals and of peoples, but it cannot be the one 
dominating influence of foreign policy. A strong and dignified 
foreign policy cannot be carried out if the nation does not 
present a daily example of iron discipline.’ 


890. ‘Treaties are transactions, and no treaty is eternal or 
perpetual; all that is happening today under our eyes gives 
us clear warning. Things must never be thought to be 
irreparable. ' 


891. 'Gioberti said “where the language is spoken there is 
the nation.” \|f our brothers can speak, write and learn in 
their (our) mother tongue, already one of the (severa/) 
foundations of our nationality is saved.' 


892. ‘Fascism intends to follow a line of foreign policy as far 
as possible autonomous, it could never adhere to alliances 
which did not protect the interests of the nation in the 
highest degree and which did not constitute a_ solid 
guarantee of peace and prosperity for our people in 
particular. Fascism cannot and will not adhere to a system of 
alliances which does not take into account these 
fundamental premises. ' 


893. 'Fascism is not a movement which deceives the people. 
We cannot, we shall not make promises if we are not 
mathematically sure of being able (to) fulfill them. We have 
traced a furrow very clear cut and deep between that which 
was yesterday and that which are (the realities) of today.’ 


894. 'The co-operation between him who labors and him 
who employs labor, between him who works with his hands 
and him who works with his brains, all these elements of 
production have their inevitable and necessary grades and 
constitutions. Through this program we will attain a state of 
well-being and the nation prosperity and greatness.’ 


895. 'What does the vote matter? You all have it! But even 
(back) when women did not vote and did not wish to vote, in 
time past as in present times woman had always a 
preponderant influence in shaping the destinies of 
humanity. ' 


896. ‘Thus, the women of Fascism, who bravely wear the 
glorious ‘Black Shirt’ and gather round our standards are 
destined to write a splendid page of history to help with self 
sacrifice and deeds our national Fascisti movement.’ 


897. ‘To think that we could become brutalized in (by) 
Parliamentary (Congressiona/) bureaucracy is to believe an 
absurdity. Although we come from the working class, we 
have a spirit (a//) too aristocratic not to feel disgust for low 
Parliamentary (ad ibidem) man oeuvres. We shall continue 
our march vigorously because this has been imposed on us 
by destiny. We shall, not turn back, nor shall we even mark 
time.’ 


898. 'Giuseppe Mazzini used to say “power is but the unity 
and perseverance of all efforts put together.” Fascist power, 
the power of all the new generations which expand in this 
Superb spring of our life and history, will be the result of the 
unity of our efforts, of the tenacity of our work.’ 


899. ‘After all, what do Fascists ask for? They are not 
ambitious or factious. They have the sense of limitation and 
of their responsibility. The deep craving of the Fascisti soul 
from the first to the last, from the leaders to the led ask only 
one thing: to serve with humility, with devotion, with 
steadfastness, our beloved Mother country.’ 


900. 'Fascism repudiates the doctrine of materialism and the 
doctrines which claim to explain the very complex history of 
humanity only from the material point of view, to explain an 
episode and not the whole history, an incident, not a 
doctrine. Fascism prizes individual, spiritual, and voluntary 
qualities, holds in high esteem the Universities, because 
they represent so many glorious strong points in the life of 
the people.’ 


901. ‘Fascism understands the enormous historic 
importance of Universities, has a respect for their traditions 
and wishes to raise them to the heights of exigencies.’ 


902. 'Fascism is in favor of elections. It calls for the elections 
in order to (bring to order) the communes and the 
provinces. As Fascism is not a transitory phenomenon, do 


not hope that its life will be short. We must follow Fascism 
with intelligence. There must be no illusions. It has in itself 
some vital, powerful force, and since it is different from all 
others, as regards its extent, its organization, its discipline, 
do not hope that its life be short.’ 


903. ‘There is a fact which is rapidly transforming the 
essence of Fascism. The Fascist Party on one side, becomes 
a Militia, and on the other becomes an administration and a 
potential government.’ 


904. 'So long as opponents exist who, instead of resigning 
themselves to the facts of Fascismo, contemplate a 
reactionary movement, we cannot disarm. But, liberty must 
not be converted into license. What (our enemies) ask for is 
license and this we shall never grant.’

905. 'l have often heard people say that you cannot define 
Fascism; | always said | could: a revolt against democracy 
and a return to statesmanship.' (from ‘Out Of Step’) 


906. 'The monetary policy of the Imperial Fascist League 
and of the future Fascist State is, as with all true Fascist 
measures, a return to reality and stability. It postulates inter 
alia, the following procedure:' 


907. 'The creation of a ‘State Department of Issue’ to 
control absolutely the issue of currency and credit to ensure: 
—The gradual controlled inflation of currency and credit 
until the price level of commodities shall reach the level at 
which the bulk of the National debt has been incurred, 
thereby restricting the lenders’ rights to repayment to the 
original commodity value of the loans (excepting that part 
of the National indebtedness dishonestly forced upon us by 
International swindlers, which would be repudiated).' 


908. ‘The stabilization at that point despite further 
expansion of credit as in of the purchasing power of money, 
so that it shall become a real standard measure like all other 
standard measures such as the yard, the pint, and the 
hundredweight, to ensure that the worker shall have a 
perpetual State guarantee of the value in goods of that 
which he receives for the goods he produces or the services 
he renders; in other words, a ‘Goods Standard’ will be 
maintained by issuing new currency or contracting the 
Currency as the price-index of the essentials of life tends to 
fluctuate, so as to maintain the general price-index at a 
stable level.’ 


909. 'The closest possible adjustment of currency and credit 
to the National capacity of production until such time as 
actual production shall be sufficient to satisfy the needs of 
the whole Nation and its hold of exportation overseas; to 
ensure thereby the re-absorption of all employable citizens 
into agriculture and industry. ' 


910. 'We absolutely give the lie to the paid politicians and 
economists who state that over production exists in a world 
drained of currency and credit; a world denuded of millions 
of unemployed potential spenders and of the once unlimited 
and ever growing purchasing power (of foreign nations).' 


911. 'The gradual retirement of all external and internal 
interest bearing Government securities by repayment in non 


interest bearing currency (the stabilized power of which will 
be of far greater value to the recipient than the present 
interest bearing fluctuating currency controlled by hostile 
internal financial snakes) which will effect the saving of at 
least billions of dollars/pounds per annum in_ interest 
payment out of the taxpayers’ pockets and direct capital so 
repaid back into agriculture and industry.' 


912. ‘Gradual adjustment of the new values by limiting 
Currency inflation, in the early stages, to State 
disbursements; firstly, for salaries and emoluments for all 
in service to the State and decentralized Authorities; 
secondly, for Social Services; and thirdly, for government 
and public works.' 


913. ‘The equitable distribution of credit inflation to 
agriculture and industry through sectionalism Fascist 
Corporate Councils, set up for the purpose by, and in 
Subordination to, the (proposed) ‘State Department of 
Issue’.' 


914. 'The balance of the import and export volumes by the 
establishment of a real ‘Department of Empire and Foreign 
Trade’ which shall have absolute control of tariffs, 
embargoes, and trade pacts enforcing the equality in the 
exchange value of exported surpluses until such time as the 
whole world shall adopt the “goods basis” as fundamental.' 


915. ‘It is not part of the Fascist program to bring ‘Deposit 
Banking’ itself under government management. The 
business of banking is not one which is likely to be 
successfully carried out by State officials. It is, however, 
necessary to prevent the Banks from usurping the function 
of the State in the matter of manufacturing money as they 
now do my making loans by book entries to the amount of 
ten times the amount of currency they (actually) possess. 


916. ‘It will be necessary to compel the Banks to act as 
agents for the distribution and management, under 
regulation, of the National Credit. Their liabilities to current 
account depositors must be covered by the possession of 
National (domestic) Money to the full amount of their 
liability.’ 

917. 'National (domestic) money will be issued to them by 
the National Currency Authority partly in exchange for 
National Debt Securities which would then be canceled, 
partly on day-to-day loan at a fractional rate of interest. ' 


918. 'The only instrument for creating mortgages will be the 
State, operating through the Issue Department of the 
Central National Bank, which in turn lends to the Deposit 
Banks. When banks lend the loan will be real State money, 
not un-backed Book Credit; the rates of interest on such 
loans will then be decided, under regulation, by the risk 
involved, so as to leave a margin of profit to the Deposit 
Banks; and the onus of risks or loans made by the banks will 
be on the Deposit Banks; this will eliminate the speculative 
element.’ 


919. ‘Thus, under the Fascisti State shall prosperity be 
restored to the country and to all those countries which will 
follow our example of internal national prosperity instead of 
the external international bankruptcy (prone practices) and 
serfdom to which the long continued absence of a sane 
monetary policy has brought us.' 


Spring Comes Again 
The following excerpts and paraphrases are from 


‘Spring Comes Again’ 
Published 1938 by Jorian Jenks 


920. 'The secret of Fascism is its semi-religious fervor, the 
desperate eleventh-hour struggle of Western Civilization for 
the recapture of its soul, the revolt of man against the 
tyranny of Money and the Machine.’ 


921. ‘Fascism is militant. Born everywhere in _ ridicule, 
surviving only in defiance of bitter opposition, riding out 
wave after wave of adversity, it could hardly be anything 
but a fighting creed. Distortion of the fundamental truth has 
produced the “parrot-cry’ that “Fascism means war.” Yet 
when the figures are analyzed it will be found that the 
numbers slain in the name of Fascism are infinitely less than 
those slain in the name of Communism (and Democracy) in 
its various forms. ' 


922. 'Fascism makes no facile appeal. It has nothing to offer 
its adherents save arduous service. It has no soft jobs, no 
patronage, none of the legalized bribery at which the 
democratic parties connive... It demands discipline and 
sacrifice; it gives nothing but pride of service and the 
satisfaction of loyal comradeship. ' 


923. ‘Today (peop/e) are attracted to Fascism not only 
because its realist creed survives better the critical analysis 
of modern youth, but because the tide of patriotism, (that 
was) damned back in (their parents and grandparents) time 
by misdirected pacifism, is running strongly again.’ 


924. 'This is not to say that Fascism is in any respect anti- 
religious, still less is it anti-Christian. Indeed it is probably 
true to say that Christianity is today more secure inside a 
Fascist country than on the outside. ' 


925. 'It is significant that tolerance is most loudly preached 
by those who have little to tolerate. The well-fed have no 
difficulty in tolerating those who speculate in food stuffs and 
play tricks with the poor mans’ budget.' 


926. ‘The only people who have a right to tolerance are 
those who have to put up with its results; and since in the 
case of political and economic issues, it is the great mass of 
the population which has to put up with the results, 
tolerance on the part of those charged with the duty of 
government all too often covers the_- shirking of 
responsibilities. ' 


927. 'The need today is not of more tolerance, but of less, 
lest the ensuing reactions bring excesses of intolerance. 
People will not tolerate much longer the vulgar ostentation 
of wealth by a few while poverty and unemployment are 
rife, the monopolization of the Money System by a little 
group of vested interests, the subordination of urgent 
domestic problems to a political craze for foreign affairs. 
True statesmanship would perceive that intolerance 
employed by government as a surgeon's knife is preferable 
to intolerance employed by an outraged mob as a meat ax.’ 


928. '“Liberty—Equality—Fraternity” were the watchwords of 
the Liberal Revolution. Unity—Equity—Security are the 
watchwords of the Fascist Revolution. The Fascist trinity may 
or may not have higher ethical value than the Liberal trinity. 
The point is that they have higher real value to Man under 
the circumstances in which he finds himself today.’ 


929. 'Unity is the first degree of Fascism, the prerequisite of 
achievement. Whenever and wherever men and women 
band together, sinking all personal prejudice and ambition, 
for the attainment of a common goal, for the fulfillment of a 
common ideal, there is a fasces in being. ' 


930. 'But Unity is essentially a condition, and Fascism is 
more than a condition. Fascist unity is forged in action as a 
sprawling coat is knit together by honest work. It is not the 
Static fellowship of a formal association but the vital 
comradeship of a seasoned refinement, not the “coalition” 


of politicians thrown together by ties of “a common funk” 
but the unity of a team girded for action. ' 


931. 'We have at our disposal, actual or potential, sufficient 
real wealth to give to every (citizen) all the necessities, 
most of the comforts, and many of the luxuries of life. We 
can also give every (citizen) real opportunities for culture, 
recreation, and mental and physical development. ' 


932. ‘These things are not to be obtained by simply 
‘bumping off’ a few Capitalists. It involves scrapping old 
ideas and building up new ones. But they can be got and 
got they will be if we can generate sufficient national unity 
and purpose. ' 


933. 'At the present time there is not even an approach 
either to adequate production or to equitable distribution. A 
huge army of producers stand idle, while natural resources 
lie unused or fall into dereliction.’ 


934. ‘Therefor, there is a great need for Equity, Equity of 
production which would allot to each his fair share of work, 
so that the common wealth might be released for common 
use. And Equity of distribution which would allot to each a 
fair share of the product. ' 


935. ‘The Socialist, because he inherited the rather 
discredited Liberal legend of ‘equality’ has somehow gotten 
‘equality’ and Equity inextricably confused. The best—the 
only way even to approach ‘equality’ is to deny men the 
Opportunity to exercise inequality, he has committed 
himself to a concept of nationalization or State 
monopolization so that in Socialist ideology the real 
principle of Equity, which consists in apportioning work 
according to ability, rewards according to deserts, and 
responsibilities according to capacity, has been obscured by 
the cloudy abstraction of ‘equality’ which comes 
dangerously close to violating several rules of nature.-' 


936 ‘Fascists have not so far made this mistake. They prefer 
to build upwards—from existing fact toward an attainable 
ideal, instead of downwards from an unattainable ideal 
towards existing facts. They recognize that the existing 
condition of inefficiency and inequity is due not so much to 
the individual ownership of capital as to a lack of co- 
operation, plus a vicious theory of economics, plus the 
monopolist tactics of certain groups. Fascists believe in 
national team work rather than in (Marxian) nationalization; 
in the Corporate State rather than in State Monopoly. ' 


937. 'The establishment of Equity in economic matters will 
of itself lead to that kind of Security which means so much 
to us all, namely, security against poverty, unemployment, 
and destitution, against exploitation, against an uncared for 
old age.’ 


938. 'The price will be liberty, liberty from those forces 
which now contribute so much to insecurity, the Stock 
Exchange—the manipulated market, the ruthless combine, 
the sensation mongering Press, the political adventurer. And 
it is a price which we can well afford to pay.’ 


939. 'While Fascism is opposed to State monopoly in 
production and distribution as a system—it by no means 
rules out the direct responsibilities of the State in specific 
cases. Equity lays down that the community as a whole 
Should assist and encourage those who are helping to 
perpetuate the people by rearing children, caring for the 
orphan, the sick and the incapacitated, people who have 
grown old. Security through Equity will go far to remove the 
curse of fear and anxiety which is writ on so many faces 
today.’ 


940. 'In the matter of the larger Security which is Peace, the 
Fascist world concept is that of independent nations, 
mutually sympathetic, but as far as possible unfettered by 
economic or military ties, for fetters sooner or later cause 


friction. A country which minds its own business, provides 
for its own defense, and lives within its own resources, is 
essentially a peaceful country, giving its citizens the best 
possible security against the nightmare of war. And this is 
an axiom which is peculiarly applicable to all nations. The 
lives of the people are more important than the reputations 
of international politicians. ' 


941. 'Fascism is universal but it is not international. It does 
not flow outwards across national frontiers from a center, as 
Communism does. It springs spontaneously from the soil of 
each country, and each stream = acquires national 
characteristics, as rivers acquire color from the land they 
traverse. The streams may take parallel courses but they do 
not merge. ' 


942. ‘Fascism is essentially a realist reaction from the 
illusions of internationalism. The people turn back from the 
Shadow to the substance, to grapple anew with the familiar 
things which lie to hand, to work out their own destiny.’ 


943. 'The nation is quite the most workable unit for 
purposes of revolution. Its foes are Finance (Capitalism) and 
Communist Authoritarian Monopolization, both of them 
inherently international. If it fights them on their own ground 
it fights at an enormous disadvantage. If the citizens can 
detach a national unity from the international web spun by 
Finance (Capitalism) and exploited by Marxian ideologies it 
can build up that unity into a citadel of resistance. If that 
citadel can achieve self-sufficiency, victory is virtually 
assured. ' 


944. 'When agriculture and industry are free from foreign 
competition the just price and the fair wage can be 
established. When raw materials can be secured without 
resort to international markets, the nation obtains full 
control of its own economic life. When the money system is 
insulated from international speculation and trafficking, it 


can be purged of abuses and set to work for the processes 
of production and consumption. When culture is protected 
from outside influences the national heritage can be 
preserved and carried forward. ' 


945. ‘Fascism is fundamentally spiritual rather than 
intellectual. An international creed must of necessity employ 
abstractions and formulae, a national creed involves the age 
old appeal of patriotism, going right down to the roots of 
man in his native soil. Abstract inspiration is reserved for 
the intellectual minorities. While (true or actua/) inspiration 
is born of (that which is) the real and living, a great hushed 
crowd, a rich landscape, a noble river or mountain is for 
(most) any person to grasp. Spiritual renaissance on the 
grand scale is almost inseparable from national resurgence 
and rebirth' 


946. 'A nation which cannot feed itself, which cannot 
maintain its industries, which can move neither wheel nor 
ship, without the assistance of a score of other nations, is no 
longer independent. A nation which cannot shape its foreign 
policy without reference to a cosmopolitan crew (advocating 
for the interests of other countries) is no longer sovereign. ' 


947. 'A nation which cannot change its own Government or 
form an economic policy without permission of international 
financiers is half way to moral bankruptcy. It is exposed to 
exploitation and extortion of every kind. It has reached a 
state of affairs which is not even democracy, it is 
abdication. ' 


948. 'Most perverted of all and highly dangerous in a world 
which still suffers acutely from ‘war-neurosis’ is the (fa/se) 
doctrine that nationalism is aggressive. If decadence and 
tolerance of injustice are the only alternatives to aggression 
there is indeed little hope left.’ 


949. ‘The first principle of Fascism is leadership as a 
prerequisite of economic deliverance. We begin to know 
vaguely what we want, but democracy has produced no one 
who can show us how to get it. Democracy has come to be 
an affair of Parties, and no Party can exist without an 
alliance, direct or indirect, with Finance, wherefore every 
Party politician becomes, sooner or later, an apologist for 
‘vested interests’.' 


950. 'The second principle of Fascism is team-work, which is 
truly the key to the economic riddle. The Money Monopoly 
which keeps the community chronically short of purchasing 
power, the Liberal economic theory which preaches a code 
of self-interest, the Marxian doctrine which preaches class 
warfare, all have contributed to cause a state of affairs in 
which employer and employee, producer and consumer, 
engage in an unending conflict. Fascism rejects in turn the 
quantitative theory of money, the self-interest theory of 
economics, and the Marxian theory of class warfare. It 
invokes instead the sense of responsibility inherent in every 
normal person, and by removing the ‘vested interests’ 
which breed sectional strife, and mobilizes every citizen as a 
member of the national team. ' 


951. ‘The third principle of Fascism  is_ national 
independence, economic as well as political; no nation can 
live its own life which depends for its existence upon the 
vagueries of international trade. So long as it allows 
foreigners to compete in its own markets, so long as it must 
compete with foreigners in export markets, its living 
standards are in constant jeopardy. So long as it must buy 
and sell abroad it is utterly dependent upon International 
Finance and the foreign exchanges, and must shape its 
policy accordingly. Indulgence in international trade means 
the sacrifice of national sovereignty.’ 


952. 'The transition from international interdependence to 
national independence is not nearly as impossible as many 
people suppose; on the contrary, we are extremely well 
endowed. Fascism provides a break with money-economics 
and an approach to real economics, the standard of which is 
not money but people and their needs. It does not simply 
invert the Capitalist machine like Socialism, it reconstructs it 
and gives it new motive power.’ 


953. ‘Finance will be brought under strict discipline. Even 
during the period of transition, there must be rigid control of 
the movements of capital, both internally and externally. 
Credit will cease to be available for speculative purposes 
and the trade in currencies will be checked. 


954. 'The Corporate State is neither State nor Capitalist 
Autocracy, nor is it even a loose federation of syndicated 
interests. It is essentially an attempt to break away from the 
mechanistic concepts of Liberalism on the one hand and of 
Marxian Socialism on the other, and to model national life 
upon the natural lines of human physiology. ' 


955. 'In the Corporate State every member has functions 
and responsibilities; he shares in the common life, the 
common task, the common wealth. He may own property 
sufficient to his needs and appropriate to his position; he 
may own and employ capital in order to make his own 
contribution to the national welfare. He has rights and 
privileges, but also duties and responsibilities. The State 
does not exist for his convenience, but neither is he its 
servant; he is an integral part of it.' 


956. 'The Corporate structure is built upon the productive 
elements of society, by virtue of their qualifications as 
producers. The individual unit will continue; the factory, the 
mine, the shop, the farm, will not pass under centralized 
control; on the contrary, the great combines which now 
dominate industrial and commercial life will be resolved into 


very much smaller units. But each industry or group of 
industries will be coordinated and regulated by its own 
representative Corporation in which employers” and 
employees will share equal responsibility, and which the 
community as a whole will be represented by members of 
other Corporations or by Government nominees.’ 


957. 'Each Corporation will be responsible for wages and 
working conditions within its own industry, for regulating 
prices and adjusting output to demand, and for representing 
the industry in the councils of the nation. ' 


958. 'There will be corporations representing important non- 
industrial elements of the community, as for instance, 
education, the professions, housewives, and pensioners. The 
structure of these will naturally vary, but, essentially they 
will be fasces (‘groups’) of persons bound together by a 
common task and common interests, and holding a common 
qualification. They will be accepted as expert authorities in 
their own spheres. ' 


959. '‘Co-coordinating the whole will be a Council of 
Corporations, consisting of delegates from each 
Corporation, under the presidency of a member of the 
Executive. This Council will naturally become a_ national 
economic clearing-house, a symposium of functional 
experts. It will take over the control now exercised by 
Finance and direct the flow of currency and credit.-' 


960. ‘It will be a more effective expression of the will of the 
people than anything which democracy has yet produced, 
and a more effective instrument of economic government 
than anything which Finance (Capitalism) has yet devised. ' 
( ‘direct’ democracy) 


961. 'The allocation of Executive Posts on purely Party lines 
will be (definitely) discarded. The Corporate principle, in any 
case, reduces appreciably the need for Ministerial heads of 


Government departments, just as the principle of leadership 
disposes of the Cabinet system. With the (dispensing of the) 
democratic system of representation goes (a/so) the 
oligarchic system of government.’ 


962. 'And so, the Corporate State emerges as the full 
expression of that team-spirit, that abiding sense of loyalty, 
that craving for national unity, which is inherent in the 
Western character (and certain other cultures) and which 
has been frustrated again and again by the (multiple) Party 
System and the tangle of ‘vested interests’ which have 
grown up with it.' 


963. ‘It is essentially a ‘totalitarian’ State because a team 
which is divided against itself is not a corporate body, but 
only a collection of dis-sentient groups and individuals.’ 


964. ‘It is the only kind of State which can possibly cope 
with the tremendous issues which lie ahead, with the 
tremendous opportunities that are ours to grasp, and to 
throw away the tremendous dangers of despotic 
international (Financial & Capitalistic) collectivism, and can 
at the same time provide opportunities for that self 
expression which is the birthright of every individual.’ 


Cambio: Change After the Revolution’ 


The following excerpts are from ‘Cambio, despues el 
revolucion’—Ziotio (Uncle) Garibaldi—Prensa Sur— 
Tijuana, Mexico (2007) 

Translated from the Spanish by H. R. Morgan 


965 'The purpose of this book is to quiet the fears of the 
general public in the event of the inevitable national 
revolution. When this happens all functions of the national 
and state government will continue uninterrupted. All those 
who are national citizens will continue to expect all 


governmental departments to remain open to the public for 
any and all social and state services.' 


966. ‘Those who are currently receiving state aid in the 
forms of social security, medical vouchers, disability checks, 
child care, housing aid, food aid, prescription aid, retirement 
pay, and other such social supports will continue to receive 
these legitimate benefits.’ 


967. 'The purpose of the revolution is to further the interests 
of the people of the national community. Through 
nationalization of such monopolies which the people must 
rely on for their survival we will increase their standard of 
living.’ 

968. 'These industries that qualify for nationalization are the 
petroleum industry, the textile and large scale metal 
working and building industries (only if they have reached a 
size large enough to affect the welbeing of the national 
community), the distributive trades, and the monopolies 
controlling mining, refining, fabrication, and employment of 
all raw materials within the national borders. ' 


969. ‘To further enhance the domestic economy an 
immediate critical review of all import and export practices 
will be carried out. The new national government will not 
allow the importation of any products or materials that are 
already produced domestically. Domestically produced 
materials will also not be sold for export for higher Capitalist 
profits overseas when they are needed nationally for the 
benefit of the domestic population.’ 


970. ‘Under the Synarchist, Corporate Syndicalist, 
Cooperative socially nationalist government state funds will 
be devoted to construction of new factories, new hospitals, 
more colleges, safe and healthy housing, increased 
domestic infrastructure, new farming collectives, and other 
endeavors beneficial to the promotion of the people.’ 


971. 'In our countries the welfare of the working segments 
of the national population is of considerable importance to 
the coming revolutionary state. We will increase the 
standard of living and the quality of life for the families and 
dependents of our nations labor' 


972. ‘Our economic policies will bring increased purchasing 
power to our people. The system that is called ‘autarchy’ is 
also a condition of being to which we will aspire. It is the 
policy of national self sufficiency.’ 


973. 'We will create an economy where the people can 
easily afford to purchase and consume the products that are 
manufactured, grown, and originate here. This will increase 
the number of employment opportunities. Retail businesses 
will prosper also. ' 


974. There is a grave travesty occurring within this country. 
Domestic resources are not being used for the benefit of the 
citizens of this great and richly endowed nation. The people 
are the nation, and the land belongs to the people. 


975. The time of international finance Capitalism has 
outlived its usefulness and its initial social purpose. Where 
once it served to build the nation and employed thousands 
with fair wages, it today exploits the workers who are at 
once under employed, under paid, and are without labor 
rights. Under this Capitalist monopolistic regime the worker 
is without even the human dignity he deserves. 


976. The land is the peoples. 


977. Workers are left to their own without adequate worker 
accident insurance. They do not have the proper and 
modern supports which are common in other nations 
throughout the rest of the world. 


978. And to top it all off, they are robbed by a lack of 
realistic profit sharing. Their labors bring the raw materials 


from the mines and the oil fields. The sweat of the laborer 
harvests minerals from the earth, their earth, to be taken 
away by Capitalists who sell the rightful property or the 
people to countries overseas with no portion of profits 
accruing to them. 


979. Every drop of oil that is pumped from Mexican soil, 
every kilogram of minerals and raw materials harvested 
from Mexican earth to be sold on the international market is 
the moral, ethical, and actual property of the national 
population; of all national citizens, each and every man, 
woman, and child. 


980. To continue to sell the national wealth of the nation 
overseas for the sole benefit of some large monopolized 
private corporations is to continue to rob the people and to 
continue to murder their dreams, their hopes, their desires 
for the future and continues to murder their children 
through uncaring negligence both willful and vicious. 


981. The mineral wealth alone is more than adequate to 
completely modernize the entire country and provide quality 
medical and hospital services for all people within the 
national borders; all people. 


982. The land belongs to the people. 
End Note 


There are words l’ve heard many times before and 
throughout the many decades such as the false term of 
‘Liberal Fascist’ or “Moderate (quasi) Fascists”. I’ve also 
encountered, though not quite so often, the term of “Fascist 
Hardliner”. 


After more than thirty (30+) years of studying the 
phenomenon of Fascism | feel confident in saying that all 
this is false terminology; for, quasi followers are created by 


enemies of the doctrine (or that which is all too common for 
beginners, ‘beginners’ who are inexperienced; there is still 
hope for them), or still more, pseudo-fascists or by 
adherents who are still most aware of the basic doctrinal 
Unity of Fascism ‘per se’, as well as of all local and regional 
Fascisms wherever such are found around the globe. 


There can be no such thing as a ‘Liberal Fascist’. One 
infinitesimal drop of what we know of as Liberalism always 
corrupts the entire basic doctrine and program of a Fascist 
movement as well as effecting the same corrosion in any 
other social political entity. Making of it something other 
than a true Fascism. 


The ‘moderate’ Fascist is another creature entirely, 
compared to its purported assimilation to true and pure 
Fascism. There is ‘no such animal’, and to try to “moderate” 
Fascist Doctrine denudes it of itself, warping it into 
something that is both ineffectual and false; these being the 
two things most despised by Fascists. 


When someone claiming Fascism refers to another 
comrade as a Fascist ‘Hard-liner’, being in a most serious 
minded determination, and not jokingly saying it, but really 
meaning it as aspersion, that person is either a Liberal or a 
Moderate or else an unindoctrinated individual, therefor, not 
an actual doctrinal adherent to the basic belief structure of 
Corporate Syndicalism or simple ‘Fascism’. 


The person referred to as “hardliner’, if such is true, is 
most likely pursuing his own personal power agenda on the 
back of the Fascist reputation,—doctrine, truths, and above 
all, Fascism’s originating mission. 

Fascism is a perfectly balanced system. Liberalism and 
moderation in the Party makes an untenable imbalance and 
must always be ruthlessly eliminated from all Fascist ranks. 
Fascism is not malleable!

I thought that | would close this little anthology of 
paraphrases, aphorisms, maxims, direct quotes, excerpted 
citations, with the words of J. Jenks (a true rebel) who had 
been educated in the ‘school of life’; a nice little recap of 
what came before. | point out the fact that Fascism, whether 
it is called Falangism—Corporate Syndicalism—Mexican 
Synarchism—Brazilian Integralism—Sindicalism—British/Irish 
Integralism—Ba’athism—National Populism—or even Chilean 
National Socialism is a basic structure which actually puts 
the well being of the people/citizens within its respective 
borders, ahead of ‘money power and global financial 
internationalist monopoly Capitalism’. That the domestic 
economy is more important than globalism and international 
high finance which benefits only the wealthy while putting 
citizens out of work and the poor and elderly into early 
graves. 


It is a system which protects national borders and the lives 
of the people within them. And, it protects, promotes and 
ensures the existence and continuation of the originating 
domestic peoples and their culture. 


The writers, scholars, and genuine Fascists whom | have 
chosen to include in this much needed defining manual are 
to be commended and honored for standing forth openly to 
present the doctrine of truth, factualism and especially, 
‘reality’ in a world of obscurantist politics. For decades they 
have spoken out against the social treason our politicians 
have engaged in for so many decades to the defacing and 
impoverishment of the common man. 


True Fascism is motivated by a love of country—nation— 
citizenry, culture—tradition—society (especially the poor, 
the handicapped, the elderly, the disabled); by a concern for 
the worker-laborers, with a strong domestic economy for 


betterment of the common people—not for international 
finance Capitalism or a shadowy Plutocracy. 


Because of these proclivities, Fascism was first to establish 
as law the first eight (8) hour work day, employee accident 
and health insurance, as well as the first animal humane 
treatment laws (no more boiling of living lobsters, etc.). 


Fascism stands for a unity of all citizens without much 
regard for ethnicity, religion, and raciality as long as citizens 
work toward a national unity and place their national 
citizenship before all else. It is of no matter what ones 
ancestry is, the citizen must defend the national interests of 
the country they owe their civil allegiance to. These actions, 
duties, and sentiments are what makes them citizens and 
validates their character and honor and also that which 
makes them legitimate national citizens, that is, part of the 
national corporate entity. Citizenship is incorporation of the 
individual with the National State and the National social 
cultural body and eventually gives them their ‘rights’ (being 
‘human rights’ in a civilized system). All national citizens 
are, for lack of a more kinder euphemism, ‘vigilance 
committees’ for the protection of their homes and families— 
nationally established culture and social traditions which are 
the primary things that make a country desirable to 
assimilate into. Otherwise, hostile foreign enclaves form and 
grow and violent racial crime becomes established 
demanding outlandish foreign customs and lifestyles being 
allowed to destabilize and afflict originating culture and 
established rights based upon hundreds of years of the 
steady evolving of juridical practices and historical tradition 
upon who’s structure the host country’s continued existence 
is dependent, and to efface the things which have made 
most host countries desirable to assimilate into. 
Xenophobia? No. Common sense as evidenced throughout 
natural history and the history of fallen empires and 
cultures. 


These quasi-fascists are most likely tainted by the 
personal power-madness endemic and also innate in 
Marxian liberal/international finance democracy and the 
delusions of Republicanism; therefor, they are not truly 
Fascists. The bare bones of Fascist doctrine and ideals 
worldwide are radically basic and immutable in _ their 
Supreme essence. And, as Plinio Salgado once stated “Poor 
happy! Free from preconceptions and prejudices, feelings 
and interests! Blessed are those who do not know how to 
say ‘I have’, because only these can say ‘I see’.” Fascism is 
also for the poor. It being a policy and doctrine fit to address 
all situations in all places and for all people regardless of 
ethnicity, regionalism, race, region, tradition, era, or culture. 
It does not change because as a system honestly applied; it 
is perfect in its conception 


It is a fact that throughout history, whenever and 
wherever Fascism has assumed power so many positive 
changes have occurred and issues have been addressed 
and rapidly solved. All Fascists believe in the same things 
educated and inspired as well as guided by essential Fascist 
doctrine—ethics—morality—respect. 


That = spiritual—intellectual—political social unity of 
purpose allows an established Fascist regime to ‘get things 
done’. Both efficiently and quite swiftly are these 
accomplishments achieved. 


For all those ‘moderate’ or ‘liberal’ followers, | suggest 
that they read carefully G. Gentile’s book ‘Origin and 
Doctrine of Fascism’—then read some of the _ British 
Integralist literature, especially that from the National 
Integralist Front and the Integralist Party of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. Also, a little book titled ‘The Coming 
Insurrection’; you will know where you really stand after 
reading these. 


There are also two other books which are of importance to 
explain all Fascist ideology and doctrine as well as its 


enacted social policies, they are: ‘Tomorrow We Live’ and 
‘BuF Medical Policy’ by Oswald Mosley. 


EPILOGUE 


With THE COLLAPSE of the Soviet Union and the victory 


of global Capitalism so ended the era of struggle between 
Communism and International Capitalism. All of Soviet style 
Eastern European Marxian Socialism was also brought down. 
In place of the cultural and economic malaise which was 
endemic to those authoritarian communistic states came a 
greater form of global Capitalism promising the former 
Soviet Socialist Republics increase in their standard of living 
along with social and economic freedoms. Also, with the 
triumph of global Capitalism the Russians and other Eastern 
Europeans have re discovered Fascism. 


Today, after more than two decades of this promised 
opportunity the economies of the majority of countries 
world wide are crashing apart. The ‘New World Order’ of 
President George Herbert Walker Bush of the United States 
of America has achieved its goal of world domination and 
influence. However, there still are never ending wars, 
constant decrease in money value, as well as cultural and 
social decay and demoralization throughout virtually all 
national populations everywhere. Rampant unchecked 
international Capitalism has always created such problems. 


Many are disillusioned. They have seen the _ social, 
political, and economic systems they have grown up with 
fail in their appointed duty of national-cultural preservation; 
they are looking for another way. 

The peoples of the world desire stability. They want 
national integrity on the economic, environmental, cultural, 
demographic, and production levels. As the result of long 


searching they have re-discovered the one system which 
both international Communism and_ global finance 
Capitalism agreed had to be eliminated; the system which 
they both had to go to war against, that system is ‘Fascism’. 


For so many decades the policy of the ‘insulated economy’ 
or ‘autarchy’ has been derided also by the present system 
with labels such as isolationist and xenophobic. The present 
system has also tried to make the ‘insulated economy’ out 
as a racist aberration against what they present as their 
own liberated ‘common multinational markets’. The truth is 
that a national policy of an autarchic insulated economy is 
not necessarily concerned with the subject of race which is 
the main tool used by the oligarchy and plutocrats to keep 
their citizenry divided, therefor, disempowered. 


It is because the establishment by countries of such 
economies tend to upset the workings of global 
international finance Capitalism with the inevitable result 
being the loss of power for the oligarchy that now rules 
through vested interests in republican forms of government. 


Part One for this book was originally intended and written 
as a ‘Field Manual’ for the economic ‘revolution’. Sort of a 
quick reference guide and a reminder of what to fight for, 
who the ‘fasci del combattimento’ are, and how to organize. 


| decided to leave Part One separate from Two and Three 
because it deals extensively with subjects other than 
national economics. It proclaims revolutionary measures 
and could be considered slightly “seditious”. | will leave Part 
One to be put out at a later date as a supplement. Part Four 
will also be published together with Part One.

“-the growth of the Fascist idea can ultimately be attributed to the 
presence of a favorable environment. The pure Fascists were always small 
in number and their energies were scattered. However, the existence of 
quasi-fascist channels of transmission—people, movements, journals, 


study circles—devoted to attacking ‘materialism’ and its byproducts— 
liberalism, Capitalism, Marxism, and democracy—created a _ certain 
intellectual climate which was to undermine the moral legitimacy of an 
entire civilization.” 


“This ideology of revolt advocated a revolution of the spirit and the will, 
of manners and morals. It offered not only new political and social 
structures but also new types of relationships between man and society, 
between man and nature.
